INTRODUCTION, 





The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume contain- 
ing, until 1829, a register of the City Council and a lst of 
the officers. In 1829, the City Charter, in 1830, the Acts 
relating to Boston and the ordinances, and in 1832, an index 
were added. ‘The volume for 1822 contains fifteen pages, 
and for 1840 eighty-five pages, and three pages of index. 
The volumes up to and including 1840 bear the title of The 
Rules and Orders of the Common Council, and since that 
year the title of THE Municipau Recister. THE MUNICI- 
PAL REGISTER for 1841 contains the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a list of the public 
schools, the City Government of 1841, the committees and 
departments (consisting at that time of the treasury, law, 
police, health, public land and buildings, lamps and _ bridges, 
fire, and public charitable institutions), and a list of the 
ward officers ; from 1842 to 1864, it also contains a list of 
the members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the special 
statutes relating to the City; in 1851 a list of the annual 
orators was added, and in 1853 a map of the City and the 
Rules of the Board of Aldermen were inserted; in 1876 sta- 
tistics of registration and voting were included, and since 1879 
in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the Mayor and pre- 
siding officers of the two branches of the City Council were 
included, and in 1888 a list of the members of the past City 
Governments of Roxbury and Charlestown was added, and 
continued to 1890. From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THE 
MUNICIPAL REGISTER contained a compilation of the Charter 
and Acts subsequently passed, in the place of which an index 
of said Charter and Acts was substituted in1897. The Bos- 
ton charter and index are again omitted this year; otherwise 
THE Municipal ReGIsTER of this year is in substantially 
the form of all other MUNICIPAL REGISTERS since 1889. 

By the direction of the Joint Committee on Rules and 
Orders THE MunicrpAL REGISTER of 1902 has been com- 
piled by the Statistics Department. Text and tables have 
been revised, and several new tables, with additional text, 
have been incorporated. 


ORIGIN 


OF 


THE CITY OF BOSTON, 


Boston received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed September 17 (7, O. 8.), 
1630, “that Trimontaine shalbe called Boston,’ and 
was incorporated as The City of Boston, February © 
23, 1822, by St. 1821, c. 110, adopted March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448, commonly 
called the City Charter, adopted November 13, 1854. 

BRIGHTON was incorporated a Town February 24, 
1807, by St. 1806, c. 65, and annexed to Boston, 
January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 
7, 1873. 

CHARLESTOWN was settled July 4, 1629; was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, 
c. 29, accepted March 10, 1847, and was annexed 
to Boston, January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 286, 
accepted October 7, 1873. 

DoRCHESTER received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed September 17 (7, O. 58.), 
1650. It was annexed to Boston January 3, 1870, 
by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted June 22, 1869. 

Roxsury received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed October 8, 1630. It was 
incorporated a City March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, 
c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846, and annexed _ to 
Boston January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 559, accepted 
September 9, 1867. 

West Roxspury was incorporated a Town May 
24, 1851, by St. 1851, c. 250, and annexed to Bos- 
ton, January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted 
October 7, 1873. 
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As it appeared prior to (827. 


The City Seal was adopted by “An Ordinance to Establish 
the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which provides 
“That the design hereto annexed, as sketched by John R. 
Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the device of the City 
Seal; that the motto be as follows, to wit: ‘Sicut patribus 
sit Deus nobis’; and that the inscription be as follows:— 
‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis regimine donata, 
A.D. 1822.’”, The motto is taken from 1 King’s, vili., 57. 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever since 
continued to be used, first appeared on page 221 of the 
volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known as the 
“Hirst Revision,” published in 1827, and is continued as 
the City Seal at the.present time by Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides that “The 
seal of the City shall be circular in form; shall bear a view of 
the City; the motto ‘Sicut Patrisus Sit Deus NoBIis,’ 
and the inscription, ‘ BostonrA ConpitTa, A.D. 1630. CIvI- 
TATIS REGIMINE Donata, A.D. 1822,’ as herewith set forth.” 

The seal as changed in 1827, and as it has ever since 
appeared, is shown opposite the title page.

RULES AND ORDERS. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rue 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the 
preceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the chair- 
man, the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

RuxxE 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the board; and no other busi- 
ness shall be in order until the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

RuLE 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Rue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

RULE 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote to be taken; and 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or veri- 
fied by yeas and nays. 

Rue 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

Rue 8. When the chairman of the board or the chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any member to it; 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 


MOTIONS. 


RULE 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the chairman 
shall so direct. 

Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amend- 
ment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

RuLE 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 
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BuLE 12. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the board. 
2. Toa special committee of the board. 
3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4, Toa joint special committee. 


Rue 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman, it shall not 
be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

RuLE 14, When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

RuxE 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition, or pending a verification of a vote; and that 
motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take from the 
table, shall be decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


RuiE 16. Every ordinance, order and resolution reported by a com- 
mittee shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. When- 
ever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the docu- 
ment ,may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of street 
commissioners changing the names of streets, and orders granting loca- 
tions for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only at the 
same session. 

CONFIRMATIONS, 


Rue 17. The question of confirming a nomination made by the 
mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLE 18. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to 
the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which 
case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
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regular meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RULE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address the 
chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
himself to the question, and avoid personalities. 

Rute 20. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

RULE 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, or 
serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately con- 
cerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 22, Every member who shall be present when a question is put, 
where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the 
board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the board is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall 
be accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuLeE 23. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 
sist of five members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County Accounts — 
Electric Wires— Faneuil Hall and County Buildings — Lamps — 
Licenses — Markets — Railroads — Public Improvements, to consist of 
all the members of the board, and to be divided by the chairman of the 
committee into the following sub-committees, namely, Paving Division, 


Sewer Division, Bridge Division, Sanitary Division, Street-Cleaning 


Division, Street-Watering Division and Ferry Division. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 24, At every regular meeting of the board the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows: 


Communications from his honor the mayor. 
Hearings. 
Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
Papers from the common council. 
Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Orders of notice of hearings. 
Reports of city officers. 
_ Reports of committees. 
Motions, orders and resolutions. 
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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter is especially 
referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 26. No person, except a member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RuLE 27. No persons, excepting members of the city council, heads 
of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed in the anteroom of the 
aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. No person shall be 
allowed to enter the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
after the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The city mes- 
senger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 

RuLE 28. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of wrestling. 

Rue 29. No permission to erect a pole or post for the support of — 
electric wires, or for the construction of underground conduits, shall be 
granted until a public hearing shall have been given by the board of 
aldermen on the application for such permission. The clerk of com- 
mittees shall give notice of such hearing not less than three days before 
the date fixed therefor by causing to be delivered at each house upon 
that portion of the street in which permission to locate poles or conduit. 
is asked, a copy of the petition for location, together with notice of the 
place and date fixed for hearing thereon. The expense necessary for 
delivery of such notices shall be borne by the applicant for permit. 

RULE 30. Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location 
of a street railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construction 
of an underground conduit, the laying of a pipe or wire, or for the doing 
of any other work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a 
street, shall specify the time within which the contemplated work shall 
be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


LAMPS. 


Rute 31. Any person desiring a lamp to be erected in any way, shall 
make application therefor to the superintendent of lamps, who shall 
examine the place where it is proposed to locate the lamp and report 
thereon to the board; provided, however, that if the lamp is to be an 
electric lamp the superintendent shall obtain the opinion of the com- 
missioner of wires on the location, and forward to the board the opinion 
with his report. 

SUSPENSION OF RULES. 

Rue 382. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two-thirds of the 

members of the board present and voting. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


RuuE 1. Unléss otherwise ordered from time to time, the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
seven forty-five o’clock P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the 
council shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected on 
the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, at the dis- 
cretion of the president, but not later than nine o’clock. 

When the meeting of the common council is called to order, it shall 
be the duty of the city messenger to cause the electric bell in the ante- 
chamber to be rung for the purpose of notifying the members that the 
body is in session, and for the three minutes next following the ringing 
of the bell no business shall be transacted and no member recognized by 
the chair for any purpose.

‘ RuLe 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
Re the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
hi of original appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 


according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

Rue 3. The president may at any time call another member to the 
chair, but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjourn- 
ment. In all cases the president may vote. 

Rute 4. The president shall preserve order in the council chamber 
* during sessions of the council, and in case any member, other than 
ie the one recognized by the chair, insist on occupying the floor for 
| any purpose, except to rise to a point of order or question of per-

sonal privilege, he shall upon request of the president take his seat, 
and upon refusal to comply with such request, said member shall by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting be removed from the 
council chamber, such removal to remain in effect during the remainder 
of the session, unless otherwise ordered.

He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council; and 
shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to file a 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and if such notice is made he 
shall keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsidera- 
tion has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided no member shall speak 
for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the council 
so vote. No member shall speak a second time on a question if another 
member, who has not spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of the council except by a respectful designation; 
and no member shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of 
the president. 


QUORUM. 


RuLE 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present or not. For this purpose he may at his discrétion, or on 
motion sustained by one-fifth of the members present, order the roll to 
be called. If a quorum is not present he shall declare the council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. All matters relating to the election of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist of 
five members. 

Rue 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, consist- 
ing of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the opinion of 
the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred to them. 

RuueE 11. All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during 
sessions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by 
the clerk or despatched by special messenger, unless all the members 
consent; and the clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The mem- 
ber first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the change; 
and the same rule shall apply to members serving on joint com- 
mittees. 
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RULE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. | 

RULE 18. No report of any committee shall be received unless agreed 
to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, 
when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then take its 
place among the unfinished business for consideration at the next 


meeting. 
COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. ; 

Rute 15. Therules of proceedings in the council shall be observed 
in the committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable; but the 
previous question shall not be moved, and a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be first in order, and shall be 


decided without debate. > 
ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 16. At every meeting of the council the order of business shall 
be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, if called for 
by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 

' Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. Orders and resolutions 
shall be read once, and upon motion, referred to their appropriate com- 
mittees or assigned to the next meeting. If no objection is made, or 
the rules are suspended, orders and resolutions may, at the time they 
are offered, be given a second reading and passed. All orders relating 
to heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be referred to. 
the mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Eighth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; provided, however, 
that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed for the presentation 
of papers under the sixth order of business. Papers shall be called 
for by divisions in numerical order, and only one member in division 
one, two members in division two, two members in division three and 
one member in division four, shall be recognized until each division 
has been called. 

Rue 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented by 
the president, or by a member; and, unless the council shall otherwise 
determine, they shall be read by the president, or such other person as 
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he may request, and be taken up in the order in which they have 
been presented. 

Rute 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage. Whenever the 
second reading immediately follows the first, the document may be 
read by its title only. 

Rute 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution imposing penal- 
ties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more 
than one reading on the same day; but this rule shall not apply to an 
order to print a document. 


MOTIONS. 


RuLE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able timé be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

RuLeE 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the peso sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuLE 22. When a question is under debate the president shall 
receive any of the following motions, but no others: | 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. The previous question. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 
5. To assign to a time certain. 

6. To amend. 

7. To refer to a committee. 

8. To refer to another board. 

9. To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that 
the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close debate at a specified 
time, may be amended; and the previous question may be demanded 
upon an amendment, which motion shall be decided without debate. 
When one of these motions has been made, none of the others, in- 
ferior to it in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above 
arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RuLE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be taken up at a fixed 
hour, or at a certain stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the 
time appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during the same or 
succeeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and take 
precedence of all other business. 

RuuxE 24, When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
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be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Rute 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

Rube 26. Debate ona call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table 
or take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the 
merits of the main question shall not be discussed. 

Rue 27. Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may move at Len time for 
the suspension of any Pare or rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RutE 28. The previous question shall be put in the following form: 
‘¢ Shall the main question be now put?’ and all debate upon the main 
question shall be suspended until the previous question has been 
decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the vote shall be 
taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the main ques- 
tion. 

Rute 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once without leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 31. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but to adjourn shall 
be in order till the question on the appeal has been decided. The 
question shall be put as follows: ‘‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the judgment of the council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided 
in the affirmative, unless the majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. . 

VOTING. 

Rue 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question, without further debate. The president shall appoint two 
tellers for each division of the council, as fixed by him, who shall 
agree ona count, and report the result aloud to him. 
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RULE 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent of one-fifth of the members. 
present. Every member present shall answer to his name unless excused 
before the vote is taken. 

Rue 34. After the announcement of a vote, not taken by yeas and 
nays, any member may move for a verification thereof by yeas and nays, 
and on such motion a debate of the original question, not exceeding: 
five minutes, shall be permitted; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, 
provided one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 85. Whena vote has been passed, any member may move a. 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, either immediately after 
the announcement of such vote, or whenever motions are in order; or 
if any member, who is not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted 
against the prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before 10 
o’clock A.M., of the next day but one following that on which a meet- 
ing was held (except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding any 
adjournment for over two weeks) of his intention so to do, he may 
move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is. 
reached in the order of proceedings. 

RULE 386. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be considered whenever such 
special assignment takes effect. 

Rue 37. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be twice 
reconsidered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon either of the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


RuLeE 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsideration, it shalk 
not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole number of the members. 
of the common council vote in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rute 39. All elections of city officers by this branch shall be held 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter 170 of the Acts of the year 
1899. 
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SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


RuLeE 40. No person except a member of the council shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is in session. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 

SPECTATORS. 


RuueE 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, except members 
of the city government, heads of departments and reporters, without 
the permission of the president; and, while the council is in session, no 
person except members of the city government, heads of departments 
and reporters shall be allowed in either of the anterooms on the easterly 
side. The president shall order such accommodations on the floor for 
reporters and spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, 
that no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rute 42. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; provided, 
that during the summer recess the president may allow the chamber to 
be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his action to the 
council at its next meeting. The anteroom and large committee room 
on the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the president 
may allow committee meetings to be held therein at times when the 
council is notin session. The clerk’s room shall be assigned to the 
clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. The anteroom 
between the council chamber and the clerk’s shall be used during the 
meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the floor, and 
for such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, that 
smoking there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The general 
care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city 
messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expendi- 
ture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 

PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rute 438. The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cush- 
ing’s ‘‘ Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies”’ shall govern this 
council in all cases in which they are applicable, and in which they are 
not inconsistent with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 
RuweE 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended or repealed at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of the common council present and voting thereon. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL.

Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement of the 
municipal year the following joint standing committees, the members 
of which shall be appointed by the respective branches in such manner 
as they may determine. Said committees shall respectively examine, 
as often as they deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received 
and expended by the several departments. Each of said committees 
to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, namely:

11. A committee on the Election Department. 

12. A committee on the Engineering Department. 

13. A committee on the Fire Department. 

14. A committee on the Health Department. 

15. A committee on the Hospital Department. 

16. A committee.on the Institutions Department. 

17. A committee on the Lamp Department. 

18. A committee on the Law Department. 

19. A committee on the Library Department. 

20. A committee on the Market Department. 

21. A committee on the Music Department. 

22. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Department. 
23. A committee on the Park Department. 

24. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 
25. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 
26. A committee on the Registry Department. 

27. A committee on the Statistics Department. 

28. A committee on the Street Department. 

29. A committee on the Street Laying-out Department.

A committee on the Vessels and Ballast Department.

There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, the following 
joint standing committees to perform the duties assigned them: 


1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of eight members of 
the board of aldermen, and eight members of the common council, to 
whom shall be referred the estimates of the departments prepared 
annually, and any suggestions thereon from his honor the mayor. 
They shall report an order appropriating such sums as they deem 
necessary for the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far 
as convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims against the city arising 
from the act or neglect of any of its departments. They shall report 
annually a list of the claims awarded or approved by them, and the 
amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven members of the board 
of aldermen and ten members of the common council, to whom shall 
be referred all applications for expenditures which involve a loan, or a 
transfer of any part of an appropriation named in the general appropri- 
ation order, or from the reserved fund, as provided in Rule 17. 

4, A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear before 
committees of the general court and represent the interests of the city; 
provided, said committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the city 
council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city 
council. It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 

and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city of Boston or 
any department thereof. Such printed report shall be made at the next 
meeting of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at 
the discretion of said committee. 

5. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members of the 
committee on law department, to whom shall be referred all ordinances 
‘introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of any 
standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass upon 
the question of the form and legality of the ordinance so referred, they 
may append an order that such ordinance ‘ ought not to pass,’’ and give 
their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in anew draft. Such 
report shall be made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which 
the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received from a committee. 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 

7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising, or 
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publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery 
of binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, 
books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five aldermen and 
eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to 
public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters 
relating to the public schools, and requests for additional school accom- 
modations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuLe 38. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same board, in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council in the order named, shall act as chairman. Meetings of 
the committee shall be called at the discretion of the chairman, or at 
the written request of a majority of the members. 

‘RuLE 4, Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed- 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet- 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 
all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or 
despatched them by special messenger. 

RuLE 6. Any joint committee may eapenidat from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not ‘exceeding two hundred dollars 
in any one year, for purposes connected with the duties of said 
committee for which no provision has been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 
RuLE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches of 
the city council, if either branch shall request a conference, and appoint 
a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint such a 
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committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than five mem- 
bers each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by 
their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective branches 


in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely thereon, and 


shall report to their respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee; buta reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RvuieE 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

RuueE 10. All reports submitted to the city council shall be written or 
printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on the reports, 
memorials, or other papers, excepting those made by the officers of either 
branch, or the name of the member offering the same. Every report of 
a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the committee. 
Every member presenting an order, ordinance or resolution, shall have 
his name indorsed thereon. Such member shall be informed, by the 
clerk of the committee to which the matter is referred, of the time 
fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon. 

Rue 11. Any report containing any recommendation, other than 
‘leave to withdraw,’ or ‘‘inexpedient to take further action,”’ or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

Rute 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Hither 
branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 
to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 
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NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Roe 13. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant 
clerk, of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in one branch, shall fail 
to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signature 
of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of 
expression shall be ‘‘Ordered’’ for everything by way of command; 
and the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved’? for everything expressing opinions, 
principles, facts or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES, 


RuLeE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which the appropriation was made, or for an object not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

RuLE 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new appropria- 
tion to be established, and no expenditure shall be charged to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses except transfers and the ex pendi- 
tures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

Rue 17. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
finance; and no such additional appropriation shall be made until the 
said committee has reported thereon. 

Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to another 
appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the city council vote in the affirma- 
tive, by a vote taken by yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 
RuLE 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman of a committee, 
unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall approve any 
bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 
RuLeE 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of each branch of the city council present and voting 
thereon.

and journeymen plumbers and gasfitters; to issue permits for and 
inspect the plumbing and gasfitting in a building; to inspect elevators 
in buildings and report upon elevator accidents.

From 1822 to 1878 the functions of 
the board were exercised through the City Council. The present Board 
of Health was established by an ordinance of December 2, 1872, and 
organized January 15, 1873.

The trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, who are five 
in number, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for aterm of five 
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years. They were incorporated by an act of the General Court passed April 
4, 1878, and are authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate 


which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said corpora- . 


tion, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first trustees were 
appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old Library 
Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in September, 1858, 
and closed finally in January, 1895. The new Library Building on Copley 
square was first opened on March 11, 1895. The Library is maintained 
by an annual appropriation voted out of the general funds of the City 
by the City Council. About $34,600 was used in 1901 for the purchase 
of books and periodicals. The Library also holds trust funds aggre- 
gating $280,150, the interest of which is devoted to the purchase of 
books. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been con- 
tinued without interruption. 

Of the Quarterly Bulletins, which were begun in 1867, fourteen volumes 
have been published. The series closed in 1896. 

A Monthly Bulletin is now issued. The trustees have issued also general 
and special catalogues of the Central Library, and of its branches and 
special collections, as well as hand-books for readers, and other docu- 
ments. 


LIBRARY SYSTEM, 


The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square; 
ten branch libraries with independent collections of books; twenty-one 
stations, all of which contain deposits of books from the Central Library, 
while ten contain deposits, reference books and periodicals and are 
classed as reading-rooms. Excluding the twenty-one stations, there 
were, on February 1, 1902, in the Central Library and Branches, includ- 
ing the evening and Sunday service, 342 employees. 

Between the Central Library and these thirty-one stations, by Library 
wagons and local expresses, there is a daily exchange of books 
and cards, whereby persons living in outlying districts can draw books 
from the Central Library without the necessity of coming in person. - 

The delivery or deposit of books is also undertaken in forty-four 
schools, eight city institutions, thirty-three fire-company houses, and 
in certain vacation schools and sand gardens. 

Cards allowing the use of two books without restriction as to class, 
for two weeks, are issued to all residents of Boston with no further 
attendant delay than is involved in identification. No guaranty is 
asked, except in case of a sojourner. Such cards are also issued to 
non-resident pupils attending Boston schools who furnish guaranties. 
For reading and reference the Library is open to all without formality. 
Special cards for more extended privileges are issued to clergymen 
officiating in the City, and to teachers giving instruction in Boston 
institutions of learning; a special card is also issued in certain cases 
by the trustees. On February 1, 1902, there were 72,902 card-holders 
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having the right to draw books for home use. The total number of 
volumes was 812,264, of periodicals currently received, about 2,261. 
Books issued in 1901, for home use, numbered 1,483,518; of reference 
use, on account of the freedom with which books may be consulted, no 
adequate statistics are kept.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation 
established in 1772, by act of the Legislature, in 1864, were succeeded 
by the corporation called the ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of 
Boston,’’ consisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are 
appointed annually within sixty days from the first Monday in Febru- 
ary, to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. 
The board has issued annual reports since 1865. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trus- 
tees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds, left for the assist- 
ance of persons of good character and advanced age, ‘‘who have been 
reduced by misfortune to indigence and want.”’ 

A Lodge for Wayfarers who apply at station-houses for accommo- 
dations has been established in Hawkins street, where work of some 
kind is exacted as the equivalent for food and shelter.

The tctal expenditure for park purposes to January 31, 1902, was 
$17,260,692,39, expended as follows: For land, $7,567,881.05; for con- 
struction, $9,679,455.24; for betterment expenses, $13,356.10. 

The Arnold Arboretum, containing originally 122.6 acres, belonged to 
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Harvard University. This, together with other land, was taken in 1881 
for a public park. The Arnold Arboretum was enlarged in 1895 by the 
addition of about 68 acres of the Bussey land on Peters’ Hill, belonging 
to Harvard College, and the name Bussey Park was added to the title. 
All the land in these tracts not needed for driveways and walks, a 
quarry reservation and traffic road, was leased to Harvard College, to 
be used only for the purposes of an arboretum under the trusts created 
by the wills of Benjamin Bussey and James Arnold. The arboretum 
is open to visitors daily from 7 A.M. until sunset.

This department, which was established by Chapter 473 of the Acts 
of 1901, is in charge of a board of three Commissioners, appointed by 
the Mayor without confirmation.

The salaries of the Commissioners 
and the ordinary expenses of the department are met by appropriations 
of the School Committee.

The City Treasurer has the care and custody of the current funds of 
the City, of all moneys, properties, and securities placed in his charge 
by any statute or ordinance, or by any gift, devise, bequest, or deposit; 
he pays all drafts and all checks and other orders directed to him from 
the Auditing Department for the payment of bills and demands against 
the City; he pays all executions against the City when duly certified as 
correct by an officer of the Law Department, even if the appropriation 
to which the execution is chargeable is not sufficient. He pays the 
principal and interest of the City debt, as the same becomes due, and 
has charge of the issue, transfer, and registration of the City debt. He 
receives and invests all trust funds of the City, and holds the income 
thereof subject to expenditure for the purposes designated in the gift. 
He disposes of the balance remaining at the end of each financial year 
as the City Council may direct. 

The City Treasurer is also County Treasurer and Treasurer of the 
Sinking-Funds Commissioners. (See pp. 96 and 79 respectively.) 

The Treasurer publishes reports yearly. Since 1882 he has published 
monthly statements.

By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the 
Boston Water Board, the Water Income Department, and the Water 
Registrar were abolished, and the Water Department created, a single 
commissioner being intrusted with all the powers previously exercised 
by the Boston Water Board and the Boston Water Registrar.

The office of Commissioner of Wires was established August 4, 1894. 
The department issues annual reports; the first was issued February 1, 
1895. 

The duties of the Commissioner of Wires are as follows: 

To have all unexempted electric wires, cables, and conductors in the 
City north of Doverand Berkeley streets, and between the Charles river, 
the harbor and Fort Point channel, placed, maintained, and operated 
underground and to remove all unexempted poles and structures in the 
streets within the above-named district; to supervise and inspect all 
wires, cables, and conductors, whether underground or overhead; to 
designate the distances between overhead electric wires, cables, and 
conductors; to regulate the direction in which such wires, cables, or 
conductors shall be run, and the keeping and maintenance of all struct- 
ures, especially those placed upon any roof, for the support of electric 
wires or cables in a safe and satisfactory condition, and to prevent, 
abate, or remove any electrical danger; to decide upon requests for exemp- 
tion of wires and cables from going underground, and of poles, sup- 
ports, etc., from removal; to see that all wires, cables, and conductors 
are suitable and sufficiently insulated; to see that all wires are tagged 
with name of owner; to secure the removal of all dead or abandoned 
wires, and the protection of all buildings by fuses, or some other safety 
device, with the exception of the wires of the Fire and Police tele- 
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graphs, or those of series arc lights circuits; to inspect all wires carry- 
ing electric light, heating, or power currents within buildings; to see 
that all poles and posts used for the transmission of electricity or the 
support of electric lamps are insulated in such a manner as to protect 
employees and other persons from injury; to see that all wires, posts, 
machinery, and appliances are kept at all times in good order and con- 
dition; and to keep, in his office, maps showing the location of all wires 
and cables laid over, in or under the streets and public grounds. 

In the month of January, in each of the years 1900-1909 inclusive, 
he shall prescribe the limits of a district within which, for not more 
than two miles of streets, avenues, or highways, certain wires, cables, 
and conductors shall be removed or placed under ground during that 
calendar year. He may at any time issue requests on the Superintend- 
ent of Streets for permits to any person, firm, or corporation duly 
authorized by law to lay or erect and maintain wires in the streets, 
for the removal of any wires, cables, conductors, poles, or structures 
in any of the streets of the City, and the placing of the same under 
ground. 

The Commissioner is sole judge of what constitutes proper and 
safe insulation of electric conductors and appliances within buildings, 
and is authorized to make such rules and regulations as he may deem 
necessary to make them as safe as possible.

Each of the follow- 
ing-named bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees of the Boston Public Library, the-Trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston 
Society of Architects, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from each of 
the lists so submitted. Whenever the term of a member of the board 
expires the Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the 
body which made the original selection as aforesaid. The board may 
appoint a secretary outside of its own membership, who serves without 
compensation. j 

No work of art can become the property of the City without the 
approval of the Art Department; which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture, for said City, shall be made by said 
board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of 
the Mayor.

In 1892 the 
Harvard bridge was placed in their charge (Stat. of 1882, Chap. 155). 
The powers of the commission were greatly enlarged by Statutes 
of 1898, Chapter 467, Sect. 14. This Act places all bridges and draws 
between the two cities in their charge, to support, manage and keep in 
repair, and to authorize exclusively the placing of poles, wires and other 
structures upon them. The expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by the City of Boston and the City of Cambridge. The two commission- 
ers are appointed by the Mayors of Boston and Cambridge, and they 
serve without compensation. |

Causeway street. 

In case of the acceptance of the act the structure for the two tracks 
for elevated cars shall be begun immediately, and the structure for the 
two tracks for surface cars shall not be begun until the expiration of 
at least one year after the completion of the subway for elevated cars. 
But the structure for all four tracks may be begun immediately after 
the acceptance of the act if the Boston Transit Commission and the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company agree so to do.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston was established by 
Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1885, and is composed of three citizens of 
Boston, appointed from the two principal political parties by the Gov- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the Executive Council, and the 
full term of office is five years from the first day of May. The Board 
assumed office on July 28, 1885. The Governor designates one of the 
Commissioners to serve as Chairman. 

The City is divided into sixteen Police Districts, in each of which is a 
station-house, the headquarters of a captain and force of men. The 
Board appoints a Harbor-Master and assistants from the police force, 
and they receive pay in accordance with their rank in the force. The 
police boats ‘‘Guardian’’ and ‘‘Watchman’’ are employed in this 
service.

By Chapter 531 of the Acts of 1901, the power to determine upon, 
purchase and order the use of voting and counting machines in Boston 
is vested in a board consisting of the Election Commissioners and the 
Mayor of the City. Expenditures under the act shall be deemed expen- 
ditures of the Election Department. The machines purchased are to 
be used at such caucuses and elections in Boston as the Election Com- 
missioners may from time to time determine. 


WORKINGMEN’S LOAN ASSOCIATION.

The Workingmen’s Loan Association is managed by sixteen directors, 
selected annually, fourteen chosen by corporators at the annual meeting 
on the third Thursday in April, one appointed by the Governor, and one 
appointed by the Mayor.

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NEW ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS. 


By Chapter 355 of the Acts of 1899, the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston is to consist of thirteen aldermen elected in eleven 
aldermanic districts. Sections 1 and 2 of the Act show how the dis- 
tricts are composed and how the aldermen are to be elected therein, as 
follows : 


‘‘Sporton 1. The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston shall 
consist of thirteen aldermen, and the city is hereby divided into eleven 
aldermanic districts. The districts shall be composed, and the aldermen 
shall be elected therein as follows: 

‘‘ The first aldermanic district shall consist of wards one and two, and 
one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘“The second aldermanic district shall consist of wards three, four 
and five, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The third aldermanic district shall consist of wards six and eight, 
and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘““The fourth aldermanic district shall consist of wards seven, nine 
and thirteen, and two aldermen shall be elected therein. 

‘The fifth aldermanic district shall consist of wards ten and nine- 
teen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘The sixth aldermanic district shall consist of wards eleven and 
twenty-five, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘“The seventh aldermanic district shall consist of wards twelve and 
eighteen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

“The eighth aldermanic district shall consist of wards fourteen and 
fifteen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘ The ninth aldermanic district shall consist of wards sixteen, twenty 
and twenty-four, and two aldermen shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The tenth aldermanic district shall consist of wards seventeen and 
twenty-one, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

“The eleventh aldermanic district shall consist of wards twenty-two 
and twenty-three, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘“Sporton 2. The qualified voters of each district at every annual 
municipal election shall give in their ballots for qualified voters of the 
district, for aldermen, to the number to be elected therein as herein- 
before specified, and the candidate receiving the greatest number of 
such ballots shall be elected alderman, except that in the fourth dis- 
trict and in the ninth district the person receiving the greatest number 
of such ballots, and the person receiving the next greatest number of 
such ballots, shall be elected aldermen.’’

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WARDS. 


New wards were established for the city in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year1875.1 An 
‘attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the purpose and passed by the City 
Council, and approved by the Mayor.2 Certain questions were raised, 
however, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, 
senatorial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts 
should be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities 
and towns and their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, 
or whether new ward lines, as in the case of the city of Boston, should 
be followed. On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, 
and they decided that the district divisions referred to must be made 
according to territorial and other boundaries existing on the first day of 
May, 1885, and that the new ward divisions were illegal. On account 
of this opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act 
was passed by the Legislature in June, 1886, which provided that the 
several wards, precincts, and assessment districts of the several cities, 
of the Commonwealth, existing May 1, 1885, should be established as 
the wards, precincts, and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or 
ordinances of the city councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The new division of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines 
established in 1875 remained in effect until they were changed in 1895, 
and established under the provisions of Chap. 417, of the Acts of 1893, 
as follows: 


WARD ONE. 


Beginning at the intersection of the Harbor Commissioners’ line and 
the division line dividing the property of the Alonzo Crosby heirs and 
Richard F. Green; thence by the Harbor Commissioners’ line to the

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boundary line between Boston and Chelsea and the boundary line be- 
tween Boston and Revere and the boundary line between Boston and 
Winthrop to the shore line of Boston; thence by said line to Front 
street; thence through the centre of Front street to Marion street; 
thence through the centre of Marion street to Bennington street; thence 
through the centre of Bennington street to Central square; thence across 
Central square to Border street; thence through the centre of Border 
street to the dividing line between the property of the Alonzo Crosby 
heirsand Richard F. Green; thence by said line to the point of beginning. 


WARD TWO.. 


Beginning at the intersection of the Harbor Commissioners’ line and 
the division line dividing the property of the Alonzo Crosby heirs and 
Richard F. Green; thence by said line to Border street; thence through 
the centre of Border street to Central square; thence across Central 
square to Bennington street; thence through the centre of Bennington 
street to Marion street; thence through the centre of Marion street to 
Front street; thence through the centre of Front street to Porter street; 
thence through the centre of Porter street to the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad; thence through the centre of the location of said 
railroad to the shore line; thence by the shore line to the Harbor Com- 
missioners’ line; thence by the Harbor Commissioners’ line to the point 
of beginning. The islands in Boston harbor are included in Ward Two. 


WARD THREE. 


Beginning at the intersection of High and Pearl streets in that part 
of the city known as Charlestown; thence by the centre of Pearl street 
to Medford street; thence by the centre of Medford street to the 
easterly line of Brooks’ wharf; thence by said line extended to the 
boundary line in the Mystic river between Boston and Everett; thence 
along said boundary line and the line of the boundary between Boston 
and Chelsea to the easterly side of Chelsea bridge; thence by the water 
to the south-westerly boundary line of the Navy Yard; thence by the 
south-westerly boundary line of the Navy Yard to Chelsea street; 
thence across Chelsea and Adams streets to Mt. Vernon street; thence 
through the centre of Mt. Vernon street to Mt. Vernon avenue; 
thence through the centre of Mt. Vernon avenue and Chestnut street to 
the street on the easterly side of Monument square; thence through the 
centre of said last described street to the street on the southerly side of 
Monument square; thence through the centre of said last described 
street and the centre of High street to the point of beginning. 


WARD FOUR. 
Beginning at the intersection of Lincoln street extended and the 


boundary line between Boston and Somerville; thence by said boundary 
line to the boundary line between Boston and Everett; thence by said 
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boundary line to the extension of the easterly line of Brooks’ wharf; 
thence by said line to Medford street; thence through the centre of 
Medford street to Pearl street; thence through the centre of Pearl street 
to High street; thence through the centre of High street to Walker 
Street; thence through the centre of Walker street to Main street; 
thence through the centre of Main street to Lincoln street; thence 
through the centre of Lincoln street and Lincoln street extended to the 
point of beginning. 


WARD FIVE. 


Beginning at the intersection of Lincoln street extended and the 
boundary line between Boston and Somerville; thence through the 
centre of Lincoln street extended and Lincoln street to Main street; 
thence through the centre of Main street to Walker street; thence 
through the centre of Walker street to High street; thence through the 
centre of High street and the street on the southerly side of Monument 
square to the street on the easterly side of Monument square; thence 
through the centre of said street to Chestnut street; thence through 
the centre of Chestnut street and Mt. Vernon avenue to’ Mt. Vernon 
street; thence through the centre of Mt. Vernon street to Adams street; 
thence across Adams and Chelsea streets to the south-westerly boundary 
line of the Navy Yard; thence by said boundary line to the water; 
thence by the water to the boundary line between Boston and Cam- 
bridge; thence by said boundary line and the boundary line between 
Boston and Somerville to the point of beginning, 


WARD SIX. 


Beginning at the intersection of Beacon street and Bowdoin street; 
thence through the centre of Bowdoin street to Cambridge street; 
thence through the centre of Cambridge street to Bowdoin square; 
thence across Bowdoin square to Chardon street; thence through the 
centre of Chardon street to Portland street; thence through the centre 
of Portland street to Travers street; thence through the centre of 
Travers street to Charlestown street; thence through the centre of 
Charlestown street to Causeway street; thence through the centre of 
Causeway street to Prince street; thence through the centre of Prince 
street to Charles-river bridge; thence through the centre of Charles- 
river bridge to the water; thence by the water and Harbor Commis: 
sioners’ line to the southerly side of Long wharf; thence by said line 
to Atlantic avenue; thence through the centre of Atlantic avenue to

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said line to the New York & New England Railroad; thence through 
the centre of the location of the New York & New England Railroad 
to East Brookline street extended; thence through the centre of East 
Brookline street extended to the shore line; thence by the shore line 
to the extension of East Canton street; thence through the centre of 
East Canton-street extension and East Canton street to Shawmut 
avenue; thence through the centre of Shawmut avenue to West Ded- 
ham street; thence through the centre of West Dedham street to the 
point of beginning.

NOTE. — Ail the addresses delivered by the annual orators were published, except 
those of 1806, 1812 and 1852. The orations of 1792, 1793, 1798, 1799, 1804, 1807, 1808, 1809, 
1811, 1816, 1821, 1823, 1850, 1854, 1858, 1859, 1876 and 1891 went through a second edition 
each; those of 1863 and 1876 were published also in a more elegant form; those of 1842 
and 1845 went through four editions each; that of 1857 through five. The orations from 
1771 to 1788, and the large-paper editions of the orations of 1863, 1876 and 1900 are in 
quarto; ali others in octavo.

The Police Court of the City of Boston was established in 1822, and 
at the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil 
business) was established. The duties of the Justices of the Justices’ 
Court were discharged by the Justices of the Police Court. The juris- 
diction of the Justices’ Court was transferred to the Police Court for 
civil business, June 1, 1860. In 1866 this court was succeeded by the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston. The names of the successive

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RULES 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN, 





CHAIRMAN. 


RuLeE 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting to 
be read. In the absence of the chairman, the senior member 
present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rue 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

RuLE 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be put first. 

Rute 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rue 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken, and when any member so requests, shall cause 
the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

RuLE 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. 

RuLE 8. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 


MoTIONS. 


RuLE 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. 
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Rue 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Rute 11. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rute 12. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order : 


To a standing committee of the board. 
To a special committee of the board. 
To a joint standing committee. 

To a joint special committee.

RuLE 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman, 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

RuiE 14. Whenaquestion is under debate the following 
motions only shall be entertained, and in the order in which 
they stand arranged : 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

8. To postpone to a day certain. 
4. ‘To commit. 

®. To amend. 

6. To postpone indefinitely. 


Rue 15. -A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


- READINGS. 


Rue 16. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported 
by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two several — 
readings, both of which may take place at the same session, 
unless objection is made. Whenever the second reading 
immediately follows the first reading the document may be 
read by its title only. Orders from the board of street com- 
missioners, changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
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ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one 
reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 17. The question of confirming a nomination 
made by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLE 18. When a vote has been~-passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting, in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and, when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 


ConbucT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, 
address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in 
speaking shall confine himself to the question, and avoid 
personalities. 

RuLEe 20. No member speaking shall, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another except upon a point of 
order. 

RuLe 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RuLE 22. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 28. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of five members each, except where other- 
wise herein provided, and the members of the joint standing 
committees on the part of this board, named in the joint 
rules and orders of the city council and all other commit- 


od 
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tees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed by 
the board, shall be appointed by the chair : 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County 
Accounts — Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Railroads — 
Public Improvements, to consist of all the members of the 
board, and to be divided by the chairman of the committee 
into the following sub-committees, namely, Paving divi- 
sion, Sewer division, Bridge division, Sanitary division, 
Street-cleaning division, Street-watering division, and Ferry 
division 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 24. At every regular meeting of the board the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


Communications from his honor the mayor. 

Hearings. 

Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances.. 

Papers from the common council. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Orders of notice of hearings. 

Reports of city officers. 

Reports of committees. 

Motions, orders, and resolutions.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


RULE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks or ask 
for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


RuLE 26. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 

RuLE 27. No persons, excepting members of the city 
council, heads of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed 
in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while the board 
is in session. No person shall be allowed to enter the alder- 
manic chamber while the board is in session, after the seats 
furnished for spectators are occupied. The city messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 
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LICENSES. 


RuLE 28. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
wrestling. 

Rue 29. No permission to erect a pole or post for the 
support of electric wires, or, for the construction of under- 
ground conduits, shall be granted until a public hearing shall 
have been given by the board of aldermen on the application 
for such permission. The clerk of committees shall give 
notice of such hearing not less than three days before the 
date fixed therefor by causing to be delivered at each house 
upon that portion of the street in which permission to locate 
poles or conduit is asked, a copy of the petition for location, 
together with notice of the place and date fixed for hearing 
thereon. The expense necessary for delivery of such notices 
shall be borne by the applicant for permit. 

RULE 30.. Every license or permit hereafter granted for 
the location of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, the lay- 
ing of a pipe or wire, or for the doing of any other work 
which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, 
shall specify the time within which the contemplated work 
shall be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such 
work after the expiration of such specified time. 


LAMPS. 


Rue 31. Any person desiring a lamp to be erected in 
any way, shall make application therefor to the superintend- 
ent of lamps, who shall examine the place where it is 
proposed to locate the lamp and report thereon to the board; 
provided, however, that if the lamp is to be an electric lamp 
the superintendent shall obtain the opinion of the commis- 
sioner of wires on the location, and forward to the board 
the opinion with his report. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


RuLE 32. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the board present and voting.

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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 





JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rue 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint standing com- 
mittees, the members of which shall be appointed by the 
respective branches in such manner as they may determine. 
Said committees shall respectively examine as often as they 
cleem necessary the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. Each of said com- 
mittees to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, 
namely : 


1. A committee on the Art Department. 
2. A committee on the Assessing Department. 
3. A committee on the Auditing Department. 
4. A committee on the Bath Department. 
5. A committee on the Building Department. 
6. A committee on the Cemetery Department. 
7. A committee on the City Clerk Department. 
8. A committee on the City Messenger Department. 
9. A committee on the Clerk of Committees Department. 
10. A committee on the Collecting Department. 
11. A committee on the Hection Department. 
12. A committee on the Hngineering Department. 
13. A committee on the Mire Department. 
14. A committee on the Health Department. 
15. A committee on the Hospital Department. 
16. A committee on the Institutions Departments. 
~17. A committee on the Lamp Department. 
18. A committee on the Law Department. 
19. A committee on the Library Department. 
20. A committee on the Market Department. 
21. A committee on the Musie Department. 
22. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Depart- 
ment. 7 
23. A committee on the Park Department. 
24. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 
25. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 
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26. A committee on the Registry Department. 

27. A committee on the Statistics Department. 

28. A committee on the Street Department. 

29. A committee on the Street Laying-Out Department. 

30. . A committee on the Treasury Department. 

31. <A committee on the Vessels and Ballast Department. 

32. A committee on the Water Department. 

33. A committee on the Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment. 

34. <A committee on the Wire Department. 


There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, 
the following joint standing committees to perform the duties 
assigned them: 


1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of eight 
members of the board of aldermen, and eight members of the 
common council, to whom shall be referred the estimates of 
the departments prepared annually, and any suggestions 
thereon from his honor the mayor. They shall report an 
order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for the 
lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as con- 
venient the purposes. 

2. <A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually a list of the claims 
awarded or approved by them, and the amount of money 
awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven members 
of the board of aldermen, and ten members of the common 
council, to whom shall be referred all applications for expend- 
tures which involve a loan, or a transfer of any part of an 
appropriation named in the general appropriation order, or 
from the reserved fund, as provided in Rule 17. ' 

4. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said committee 
shall not unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 
It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the Legislature affecting the city 
of Boston or any department thereof. Such printed report 
shall be made at the next meeting of either branch after 
such application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said 
committee. 
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5. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members 
of the committee on law department, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all ordinances introduced in either branch, or trans- 
mitted to them by vote of any standing committee. Unless 
specially instructed, they shall pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred; they may ap- 
pend an order that such ordinance “ought not to pass,” and 
give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new 
draft. Such report shall be made in not over two weeks 
from the meeting at which the reference was ordered, or the 
ordinance received from a committee. 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters 
relating to the police department. 

7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city 
council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed-of any document printed as above, 
the minimum, however, to be six hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and regulations for the care, 
custody, and distribution of all documents, books, pamphlets, 
and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five alder- 
men and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to cousist 
of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be re- 
ferred matters relating to the public schools, and requests 
for additional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the 
city council shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be 
appointed in the manner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 38. The member of the board of aldermen first named 
on every joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case 
of his resignation or inability, the other members of the same 
board, in the order designated by the chairman of the board, 
and after them the members of the common council in the 
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order named, shall act as chairman. Meetings of committees 
shall be called at the discretion of the chairman, or at the 
written request of a majority of the members. 

RuLE 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose ; and at every meeting of a committee the records of the 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. In all such meetings of committees all votes 
shall, at the request of any member, be taken by yeas and 
nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes connected 
with the duties of said committee for which no provision has 
been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request a 
conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such com- 
mittees shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, 
as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their re- 
spective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rue 8. When an order or resolution relates to asubject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Either branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee, but a reference with instructions shall 
require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. No report of a joint committec shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
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committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council or by the committee, 
be presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to 
which any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

RuLE 10. All reports submitted to the city council 
shall be written or printed, and no indorsement of any 
kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch, 
or the name of the member offering the same. Every report 
of a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the 
body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed 
by the committee. Every member presenting an order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution shall have his name indorsed thereon. 
Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of the com- 
mittee to which the matter is referred, of the time fixed for 
its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon. 

Rute 11. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, em- 
bodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be acted 
upon separately. 

RuLE 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for printing. 


NoricE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 13. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed thereon, 
and signed by the regular presiding officer of such branch, 
or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not based 
on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be 
transmitted to the other branch, signed as _ hereinbefore 
directed. In case any ordinance, order, or resolution, origi- 
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nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
thereof shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to 
the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RuLE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an 
expenditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which: the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Rue 16. No expenditure shall be made from the re- 
served fund except by a transfer to some other appropria- 
tion, or to a new appropriation to be established, and no 
expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for inci- 
dental expenses except transfers and the expenditures 
therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

Rue 17. Every application for an additional appropria- 
tion, to be provided for by transfer or loan shall be referred 
to the committee on finance; and no such additional appro- 
priation shall be made until the said committee has reported 
thereon. 

Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation, or part of an appropria- 
tion, to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the city council vote in the affirmative, by a vote taken by 
yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rue 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


Rue 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of the 
city council present and voting thereon.

The special committee appointed to prepare and report a 
draft of the rules to govern the common council for the 
vear 1902, having considered the subject, respectfully submit 
herewith the accompanying draft, being substantially the 
same rules as were in force in 1901.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 





RuLE 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to tdme, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday at 7.45 o’clock P.M., and on the 
appearance of a quorum the council shall be called to order. 
In the absence of the president the oldest senior member 
present shall take the chair, and a president pro tempore 
shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected 
on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall 
elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, 
at the discretion os the president, but not later than nine 
o’clock. 

When the meeting of the common council is called to 
order, it shall be the duty of the city messenger to cause 
the electric bell in the ante-chamber to be rung for the pur- 
pose of notifying the members that the body is in session, 
and for the three minutes next following the ringing of the 
bell no business shall be transacted and no member recog- 
nized by the chair for any purpose. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rue 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment, and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise 
designated by the president. 

RuLE 38. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. 

Rue 4. The president shall preserve order in the coun- 
cil chamber during sessions of the council, and in case 
any member, other than the one recognized by the chair, 
insists on occupying the floor for any purpose, wee to 
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rise to a point of order or question of personal privilege, he 
shall, upon request of the president, take his seat, and upon 
refusal to comply with such request, said member shall, by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting, be removed 
from the council chamber, such removal to remain in effect 
during the remainder of the session, unless otherwise ordered. 
The president shall forbid smoking in the council chamber. 


CLERK. 


RuLeE 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


RULE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a furthur equal 
time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave Sf the 
president. 


(JUORUM. 


Rouue 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum 
being present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether 
a quorum is present or not. For this purpose he may at his 
discretion, or on motion sustained by one-fifth of the members 
present, order the roll to be called. If a quorum is not 
present he shall declare the council adjourned. 
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COMMITTEES. 


RULE 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on judi- 
ciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the power 
to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all mat- 
ters that shall be referred to them. 

Rue 11. All committees of this council shall be notified 
of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall 
not sit during sessions of the council without special leave, 
nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours. from the 
time the notices are mailed by the clerk or despatched by 
special messengers, unless all the members consent; and the 
clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The member first 
named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the.council shall be notified of the 
change; and the same rule shall apply to members serving 
on joint committees. 

RvuLE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist 
of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RoE 138. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 


COMMITTEE ‘OF THE WHOLE. 


Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go intoa 
committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the mem- 
ber who shall take the chair. 

Rue 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they 
are applicable; but the previous question shall not be moved 
and a*motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided without 
debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 16. At every meeting of the council the order of 
business shall be as follows: 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by a majority of the members present. 
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Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of 

city officers, and other communications addressed to the 
council. - 
' Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders and resolutions. Orders and 
resolutions shall be read once, and, upon motion, referred 
to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting. If no objection is made, or the rules are suspended 
orders and resolutions may, at the time they are offered, be 
given a second reading and passed. All orders relating to 
heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be 
referred to the mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Eighth. Notices of motions for, reconsideration. (See 
Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions which shall take 
the same course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; 
provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in division one, two 
members in division two, two members in division three and 
one member in division four shall be recognized until each 
division has been called. 

Ruxe 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they have been presented. 

Rute 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only. 

Rute 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
shall have more than one reading on the same day; but this 
rule shall not apply to an order to print a document. 


MOorTIoNsS. 


Rue 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
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entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. | 
Ruue 21. In naming sums and fixing times the largest _ 
sum and longest time shall first be put to. the question. 
RuLe 22. Whena question is under debate, the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 
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These several motions shall not be applied’ to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate: When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it 
in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject, dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

RuLE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be 
taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rute 24. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
' different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order: 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 
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-RuLe 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Ruxe 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 27. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RuLe 28. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

RuLE 380. AJ) incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once with- 
out leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 31. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded ; and no motion but 
to adjourn shall be in order till the question on the appeal 
has been decided. The question shall be put as follows: 
“ Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?” and it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed. by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 


8 Crry DocuMENT No. 48. 


Rue 33. <A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by the 
assent of one-fifth of the members present. Every member 
present shall answer to his name unless excused before the 
vote is taken. | 

Rute 34. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of the 
original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be per- 
mitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided one- 
fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rue 35. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or, 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held, except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two weeks, 
of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsideration at 
the next meeting at which said motion is reached in the 
order of proceedings. 

RuLE 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 37. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 3 
RULE 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the 
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whole number of the members of the common council vote 
in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rove 39. All elections of city officers by this branch shall 
be held in accordance with the provisions of chapter 170 of 
the Acts of the year 1899. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 40. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seat simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the num- 
ber so drawn against his name, and shall not change it 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the ante- 
rooms, except members of the city government, heads of 
departments and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and, while the council is in session, no person, 
except members of the city government, heads of depart- 
ments aud reporters, shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rue 42. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common coun- 
cil for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the 
council chamber and the clerk’s shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may 
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direct; provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on 
the part of visitors. The general care and supervision of 
these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, sub- 
ject to the direction of the president; but no expenditure of 
money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 

council. . 


PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Ruue 43. The rules of parliamentary practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s “ Law and Practice of Legislative As- 
semblies,” shall govern this council in all cases in which they - 
are applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent with 
these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon.

thirteenth line before the word “shall” the words “shall 
not, unless he is at least fourteen years of age, sell news- 
papers in or on a street car, nor after eight o’clock in the 
evening, except on the days of national, state or city 
elections.” :

Mr. Mayor AND CITIZENS OF BosTON: 


We read history at a loss if, after its facts are 
related, no impressions remain. 

If our monuments of bronze and marble do no 
more than arouse the curiosity of the passer-by and 
evoke a remark complimentary to their artistic pro- 
portions, they become a waste of skilled effort, a 
token of misplaced energy. 

If the historic buildings, which crowd our city, 
generating a powerful current of patriotic atmos- 
phere, teach a lesson only to be forgotten at their 
doors, it would be better they were sold as_ worth- 
less material than be continued as rejected relics of 
an heroic age. 

We review the past and its work that we may 
avoid its error, shun its evil, and emulate its virtue. 

So, in grateful obedience to an honorable custom, 


® 
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approved and hallowed by age, we meet on July 
Fourth, in Faneuil Hall, to repeat the ancient story of 
patriotic purpose and noble impulse which animated 
the fathers in their great works, the result of which 
—our chosen form of constitutional government — 
we now enjoy in security and happmess. 

Our first expression on this occasion should be 
one of love and veneration and infinite gratitude 
toward the men whose self-sacrifice, devotion to duty, 
and unyielding public spirit in the days of the 
Revolution, established for us a standard of man- 
hood which we gladly accept as ideal. 

And ideals are everything; the man who lives 
for ideals lives to establish character, and character 
lives for eternity. 

But however affectionately we may dwell upon. 
the deeds and character of the men whose silent 
suffering, extreme privation, and sublime patriotism 
makes our holiest heritage, we must eventually turn 
from a contemplation of their lves to an earnest 
consideration of the duties which demand our dili- 
gent thought and attention. 

No country will prosper on recollection of de- 
parted greatness. When we turn from the work 
which confronts us to find satisfaction in exalting 
the deeds of the forefathers, then begins our national 
decay. 

We are admonished to go to the forefathers for 
inspiration and encouragement, as we have done in 
every crisis in our history. 

Their inspiration has never failed us, their wis- 
dom has sustained us on every occasion. 

Let us to-day appeal to them with reverent 
hearts, with humility, and meekness of spirit. 


For many years on each succeeding Fourth of 
July the discourse of the orator consisted largely in 
reviewing with patriotic complacency the growth of 
material wealth and progress in the United States. 

Analytical care was taken to compare our popula- 
tion with that of preceding decades, and the growth 
of our manufactures, commerce, and agriculture was 
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held up to the admiring eyes of a youth astounded 
at its own magnitude. 

We no longer seek the census table for evidence 
of our national pride. We no longer seek the table 
of statistics to assure the fame of our leaders distin- 
guished in the learned professions. 

Our position is acknowledged by the world. We 
have outstripped all in every line of physical and 
mental endeavor. 

To complete our triumph, and make sure our path 
to eternal glory, we have but to conquer ourselves. 

In guarding against our own weaknesses we know 
that nothing so shatters the moral fibre as the mad 
lust for wealth. 

Kvery other passion is abandoned, ambition for 
place and power, the allurements of pleasure, all are 
excluded, virtues are forgotten, and justice is observed 
only as an outward form. 

So with our national life, our eyes are blinded, 
our imagination becomes delirious, our judgment im- 
paired by the fascinating fever of conquest. The 
_ gratification of this spirit rouses and inflames itself, 
rendering it all the more vicious, wicked, and depraved. 

The mind becomes perplexed with the simplest 
truths, there is a victory of the physical over the 
spiritual man, the temporal over the eternal. 

In no other sphere of human activity will men 
rush so quickly from the majestic heights of modern 
civilization and descend to the brutal depths of 
‘paganism. 

What does the Declaration of Independence say? 

“We hold these truths to be self evident, that all 
men are created equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights, that 
among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. 

“That to secure these rights, governments are 
instituted among men deriving their just powers from 
the consent of the governed.” 

On this glorious anniversary, then, it is with 
grateful hearts we learn that our military forces and 
martial law will soon be supplanted by civil govern- 
ment in the Philippine Islands. 
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By the sequence of events we have been engaged 
in a military struggle with the people of these islands. 

Whether it was brought about by wise statesman- 
ship or whether it was blundering militarism, whatever 
precipitated the conflict, we find ourselves engaged in 
the Philippines in the solution of a problem filled 
with dangerous possibilities, which we must approach 
with courage, bringing to our aid in its discussion 
extreme devotion, profound fidelity, vigilance, and 
wisdom, as upon the proper settlement of this vital 
question depends the future happiness of two peoples; 
an error on our part may destroy the peace of the 
world. 

As witness to this, I can do no better than 
quote from the great speech made by Charles Sum- 
ner, September 10, 1863, while the country was 
still in the great struggle of civil war. 

“There is something in the tendencies of nations 
which must not be neglected. Like individuals, 
nations influence each other; like the heavenly 
bodies they are disturbed by each other in their 
orbits. 

“Apparent even in peace, this becomes even 
more so in the convulsions of war, whether from 
the withdrawal of customary forces or from their 
increased momentum. It is the nature of war to 
enlarge as it continues. Beginning between two 
nations, it gradually widens its circle, engulfing 
other nations in its fiery maelstrom. Such is human 
history. Nor is it different if the war be for inde- 
pendence. Foreign powers may for a while keep 
out of the conflict, but examples of history show 
how difficult this has been. 

“The United Provinces of Holland in their 
struggle for independence were the prototype of the 
United States of America, which, I need not remind 
you, drew into their contest the arms of France, Spain 
and Holland. In the rising of the Spanish colonies 
there was less interposition of other nations, doubtless 
from the distant and outlying position they occupied, 
although not beyond the ambitious reach of the 
Holy Alliance, whose purposes were so far thwarted 
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by Mr. Canning, backed by the declaration of Presi- 
dent Monroe, known as the Monroe Doctrine, that 
the British statesman felt authorized to boast that 
he had called a new world into existence to redress 
the balance of the old. Then came the struggle of 
Greece, which after painful years darkened by mas- 
sacre, but relieved by exalted sacrifice, shining with 
names like Byron and Bozzaris, that cannot die, 
challenged the powerful interposition of England, 
France and Russia. The independence of Greece 
was hardly acknowledged when Belgium, renouncing 
the rule of the Netherlands, claimed hers also, and 
here again the great powers of Europe were drawn 
into the contest. Then came the effort of Hungary, 
inspired by Kossuth, which, when about to prevail, 
aroused the armies of Russia. There was also the 
contemporaneous effort of the Roman Republic under 
Mazzini, which, almost successful, evoked the bayo- 
nets of France. We have only recently witnessed 
the resurrection of Italy, inspired by Garibaldi and 
directed by Cavour, but it was not accomplished 
until Louis Napoleon, with well-trained legions, bore 
the Imperial Eagles into battle. 

“Such are famous instances, being so many warn- 
ings. Ponder then, and you will see the tendency, 
the temptation, the irresistible fascination, or the 
commanding exigency under which foreign nations 
have been led to participate in conflicts for inde- 
pendence. 

“JT do not dwell on the character of these inter- 
ventions, although mostly in the interest of human 
freedom. 

“Tt is only as examples to put us on our guard 
that I adduce them.” 

If the Atlantic cable had been laid at that time, 
and diplomatic discretion would have permitted, Mr. 
Sumner could have told that vast audience of the 
narrow escape from foreign war his own country had 
just experienced. 

Five days before Sumner made his speech, Mr. 
Charles Francis Adams, our Minister to England, after 
many weeks of weary labor, protesting against the 
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fitting out of war ships in English ports for the use 
of the Confederate States, sent to Earl Russell that 
memorable dispatch which will forever dignify and 
invigorate American diplomacy. 

“Tt would be superfluous in me to point out to 
your Lordship that this is war.” 

It would not be at all inappropriate on this occa- 
sion to meditate upon the results which would have 
ensued if war had broken out at that time between 
the United States and England. 

But the appalling magnitude of the subject must 
deny it our present consideration. It is neither use- 
ful nor pleasant to conjecture on such a terrible 
catastrophe. Sufficient for us to declare, not with 
any feelings of fear as to the ultimate outcome of 
the war, but from the standpoint of humanity, two 
nations had never better occasion for devout thanks- 
giving than when the genius of Adams penetrated 
the partisanship of the British Ministry. 

The prolongation of the struggle recently ended 
in South Africa was not with the idea that eventu- 
ally England would be compelled to acknowledge the 
independence of the two Republics, and confess her- 
self whipped, through their exertions alone, but in 
the hope that foreign complications would ensue, 
through which England would be compelled to with- 
draw a large part of her forces from South Africa 
for the preservation of more vital parts of the EKm- 
pire. : 

Had Russia threatened India as pomtedly as on 
another occasion, all England’s immense war facili- 
ties, her vast army, her powerful navy, her tremen- 
dous and costly transport service, all would have 
been taxed to the extreme to protect her Indian pos- 
sessions and greater interests, and while it might be 
interesting to speculate on the probable outconre of 
war between England and Russia, we are to-day con- 
cerned only in recognizing the world wide conse- 
-quences and terrible inflictions of war itself. 

When at the outbreak of the Boer war, Paul 
Kruger defiantly declared the destruction of the 
Boer Republic would be at a price that would 
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“stagger humanity,’ his words were heard rather as 
perfervid eloquence than sound political truth. 

The result now officially declared bears out the 
truth of his remarkable prophecy. 

The official figures of England’s losses as _ re- 
ported from the war office show: 
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Of these invalids, 487 have died, and 5,531 have 
been discharged from the service as unfit. 

Total casualties from all causes, over 4,000 
officers and more than 91,000 men, and total deaths 
from all causes more than 22,000. 

Twenty-two thousand deaths and 95,000 casualties 
of all kinds on the British side; $1,140,000,000 taken 
out of the pockets of the British people to maimtain 
this dream of empire. 

The Boer losses in killed and wounded will 
never be accurately known. ‘They have won the 
admiration of the world as a race of brave, fighting 
men, worthy of the liberty for which they died. 

A government like ours, which rests on the free 
will of the governed, where the law is sovereign, 
and a government by military force, represent two 
diametrically opposing theories, two eternally con- 
flicting ideas. We have consecrated .our lives to 
and derive all our happiness from one, all the 
turmoil of the world, all the misery, pain, suffering, 
punishment, torture, and death in war comes from 
the other. 
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We have prospered under one, to experiment 
with the other invites disaster, possibly destruction. 

The celebrations of this day should be observed 
with all outward manifestations of joy and thanks- 
giving, feasting and merriment, applause and ac- 
clamation, — but above and below and around it all, 
inextricably interwoven and blended, should be that 
one great thought of freedom. We are free, free as 
the winds blowing down from the mountains, free 
as the oceans rolling their majestic tides, free as 
the air our lungs absorb, recognizing one sovereign 
only, the laws we make, yieldmg to one only 
Kternal Master, occupying a throne before whose 
power we bow in grateful submission. 

But while we celebrate let us not desecrate, 
taxing our relaxation with heated hostile emotions 
of party strife, but let us occupy the solid realms of 
calm reason, there to enjoy the refreshing beauty of 
our national life. 

Bunker Hill, our old State House, and the Old 
South Church, have stood for a century and a quar- 
ter, proudly typifying the rights, obligations, and 
opportunities of all; their presence to-day is more 
precious to each of us than inherited fame or ances- 
tral glory, more valuable to us than fertile soil, 
mineral wealth, or noble forests. They represent char- 
acter —the character which lived on five kernels of 
corn a day and never faltered, the character which 
abolished slavery, the character which gives us our 
stainless judiciary, the character which makes our 
municipal institutions, our schools, libraries, and — 
hospitals the model for civilization, the character 
which has always avoided the temptations of false 
pride and resisted the delusions of commercial glory 
when used as a cloak for sordid ambition, the char- 
acter which will first see with keen eye the peril of 
our ideals, the character before which avarice stands 
abashed and charity is crowned with love — that 
character remains to-day, firmly imbedded in the 
American people, and will never be shaken — never 
until the inanimate stone of Plymouth Rock shall 
rise in anger against the pulpit of the Old South 
Church. | 
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We have no desire to share in any glory which 
may come to American arms at the cost of this 
character, or the abandonment of the great principles 
of freedom and equality and the blessings of a gov- 
ernment “of the people, for the people, and by the 
people.” 

The current of sympathy for afflicted humanity 
flows freely from American institutions, and is fed 
from the wellsprings of American hearts. When 
with a majesty of action, even now hardly compre- 
hended by statesmen of the Old World, we freed 
Cuba, creating in that fair land out of the broken 
spirit of abused colonists the dignity of national 
character, our exultation, our gratitude at national 
honor sustained, represented the natural action of 
the American heart. 

We saw a people in distress and sprung to their 
relief. 

We did it in another way, but by the same 
instinct, when we loaded our ships with medicine 
and supplies to relieve the destitute of Martinique. 

We welcome every additional evidence of the 
growth of American expression; let us reach out and ~ 
grow and expand if you will, but let it be along 
the safe and holy lines laid down by the fathers, 
never to impoverish or enslave or place under sub- 
jugation the humblest mortal in the world, but with 
the pure essence of holy thought in a mind single 
to the uplifting of mankind. 

Are we restless and dissatisfied within the nar- 
row boundaries of our country? Let us see what 
we might do;— take Texas, and within its ample 
acres you may absorb the German Empire; Cali- 
fornia could house between its golden slopes and 
rocky hills England, Ireland, Scotland, Wales, Switz- 
erland and Belgium; and France, with its rich 
development, rare skill, its art and ambition, could 
find better opportunities and more room for a repro- 
duction of its ancient glories in the three states 
next west of the Mississippi River — Missouri, Iowa 
and Minnesota. 

We have penetrated the farthermost points of 
the world to gratify taste and desire, then return 
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home to enjoy a finer degree of civilization and 
more industry, justice, and happiness. 

Do we: still pine under the restraint and chafe 
for new fields? Turn to the great industrial enter- 
prises of our country, and instead of viewing this’ 
mighty aggregation of wealth with fear and appre- 
hension, and perhaps a spirit of violent antagonism, 
let us ‘approach the subject with determination to — 
work out the problem for the benefit of the people. 
It is worthier to remove the shackles which fetter 
American industry than to fasten Po shackles 
on a people 10,000 miles away. 

The dear old-fashioned epigram, “competition 1s 
the life of trade,’ has retired —abashed in the pres- 
ence of the frisis the merger, and the combine. The 
trust has become a permanent fixture in our national 
life, ranking first in the list of our social and eco- 
nomic problems; their operations have become a 
legitimate subject for governmental considerations. 
Municipal ownership of public utilities is vigorously 
urged, and the experiment when made will be 
followed with interest. To supply light, heat, and 
water, and the necessaries of domestic life is cer- 
tainly a fair subject for municipal effort. 

Transportation comes next. The City of Boston 
has successfully built bridges and subways, and is 
now completing a great tunnel under our harbor for 
transportation purposes. From building the railroad 
to operating it is but a step. 

The government takes a letter from Boston to 
San Francisco for two cents, by a postal system 
which is the admiration of the world; many men 
believe the government could also carry a telegram 
or a telephone message equally far and equally well. 

Some will jeer at and deride the merit system 
in operation in municipal administration, yet who 1s 
ready to declare that any railroad corporation in the 
world has a better trained or better disciplined force 
than the men on the Boston Fire Department ? 

Can any business man be found who will truth- 
fully say that the personnel of the telegraph service 
is superior to that of the United States Postal ser- 
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vice, as we see it daily administered through the 
Boston Post Office ? 

We have spent millions of dollars to complete 
our system of water works, with the result that 
water is distributed in every household as freely as 
nature intended when the copious rain drops refresh 
the wearied world. 

We have spent millions of dollars in building 
sewerage systems which will carry away water that 
has been used. 

Would any man in Boston seriously consider a 
proposition to allow the operation of both these 
great public necessities to be turned over to a private 
corporation. 

As water is an absolute necessity, almost in the 
same degree have we come to recognize artificial 
light. The light of day is universally regarded as 
the most precious factor in our earthly life. 

The grasses growing in the valley, the trees in 
the forest, the wheat in the plain, the fruit in the 
orchard, and the flowers in the garden —all nature 
joins in sweet harmony of homage to the wondrous 
hght. 

Modern life demands that artificial light shall be 
provided just as free as water. 

Next to light and water, heat is the third great 
necessary element of our existence. Heat for house- 
hold purposes and heat for power is drawn from coal, 
which is a pure product of nature. The coal in the 
mine andthe water in the well require no treatment 
for domestic use beyond transportation to the 
kitchen. All barriers which add to the difficulty 
and cost of carrying coal from the mine to the stove 
are artificial obstructions erected to tax one man for 
‘ the profit of another. Coal should be placed at 
every door precisely as is water, at the cost of trans- 
portation and other actual operating expenses. 

It should not be understood that I take this day to 
argue the merits of these great questions; not at all, 
my purpose simply being to direct attention to the 
fact that we have at hand in our own homes problems 
of such magnitude as will stimulate our energy and 
employ all our talents. 
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For a century and a quarter we have gloried in 
our honorable isolation among the nations of the 
earth, attracting to our shores the active, restless, 
progressive men of all lands, who saw in our insti 
tutions that which they were denied at home. 

We have been successful; taxes have been light 
and labor has been well rewarded. 

Let us see what has been done in the most pro- 
gressive country of the Old World in the same time. 

Herbert Spencer, in his Facts and Comments, 
shows that the average citizen 1s compelled to labor 
thirteen and one-half days in England to pay the 
annual expenditure of her army and navy and the 
interest on the debt contracted by the South African 
war. 

Is foreign conquest worth the price and sacrifice? 
After all, the burdens of the government fall heaviest 
on the laboring people. 

And the laboring people, the people who labor 
not only with their hands, but with their brains, 
are and have always been the safe governing force of 
this Republic. 

Spencer says: ‘* During times when complete slavery 
was mingled with serfdom, the serf, tied to his plot, 
rendered to his lord many dues and services. These 
services varied according to the period and the place 
from one day’s labor to six days’ labor in the week 
—from partial slavery to complete slavery. 

“Now, in so far as the burden is concerned, it 
comes to the same thing if for the feudal lord we sub- 
stitute the central government, and for local money 
payments we substitute general taxes. The essen- 
tial question for the citizen is what part of his work 
goes to the power which rules over him, and what 
part remains available for satisfying his own wants. 

“Labor demanded by the State is just as much 
corvee to the State as labor demanded by the feudal 
lord was corvee to him, though it may not be called 
so, and though it may be given in money instead of 
in kind; and to the extent of this corvee each citi- 
zen is a serf of the community. 
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“Some five years ago M. Guyot calculated that in 
France the civil and military expenditure absorbed 
some 30 per cent. of the national produce, or, in other 
words, that ninety days annually of the average 
citizen’s labor is given to the State under compulsion.” 

Mr. Mayor, this is the great holiday of the 
Republic. No other day in the year is so generally 
observed with such universal patriotic enthusiasm ; 
yet for an instant I am justified in becoming local, 
and fixing your attention on a few of the great 
events which stand out in the Nation’s history, with 
Boston in the foreground. Boston has always been 
first — first in the Revolution, on land and water; first 
in building up our manufactures and commerce, 
without which no people will ever become great. In 
the fierce fire of the Civil War, Boston was again 
first, and in every chapter, page, and paragraph of 
that terrible conflict Massachusetts and Boston always 
stood ready for any sacrifice. 

When Banks asked for volunteers for his famous 
forlorn hope column to storm Port Hudson, Massa- 
chusetts men rushed to embrace certain death. No 
more inspiring line can be found in the history of 
the world, and while the paltry token of recognition 
in the form of a bronze medal has been neglected 
by Congress, their daring work will be remembered 
while Massachusetts lives. | 

It is an old story, repeated as a reproach to a 
community, that “It has allowed its benefactors to 
perish of want, then erected statues to their memory.” 

The Confederate cruiser “ Alabama ” literally swept 
the seas of American commerce during the Civil 
War, until it was met, fought, crippled and sunk 
under the courage and skilful direction of Boston 
men. : 

In the first burst of enthusiasm which swept over 
the people of the North on receipt of the intelligence 
that the dreaded “Alabama” had been destroyed, thou- 
sands Would have quickly contributed to richly reward 
the men who had sunk the scourge of the sea. 
To-day Congress can’t recall such an event occurred. 
But the people of Boston know of these occurrences ; 
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we know that whenever brave men and true men 
were wanted for perilous work Boston men were 
always to the fore. When we prosecuted a foreign 
war, and in 798, the first time in fifty years, we 
landed troops on foreign soil, we recall with a thrill 
of satisfaction that Massachusetts and Boston men 
were the first on the way to battle—the Second and 
Ninth Massachusetts regiments, worthy sons of an 
heroic State. 

And so it shall always be, Boston will continue 
to exemplify the truth of that ancient proverb: 

“Tt is not wealth, nor ancestry, but honorable con- 
duct and a noble disposition that makes men great.”

RECOMMENDING 


APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
1902-1908, 


TOGETHER WITH THE 


ANNUAL ESTIMATES OF THE DEPARTMENTS. 


MAyor’s OFFICE, 
Boston, MAss., February 17, 1902. 


To the City Council: 


I herewith transmit the annual estimates of the depart- 
ments, with my recommendations thereon, as required by 
Chap. 266, Sect. 8, of the Acts of 1885. 

At the time of the transmittal of the estimates in 1901 
(February 11), the Mayor remarked that “in the entire City 
household, which includes State taxes and payments to 
Metropolitan Boards, we may count on an annual increase of 
about five per cent.” His Excellency the Governor only two 
months and a half later (May 29), signed an Act which 
reduced the tax rate for municipal expenses, other than for 
school purposes, fifty cents upon every thousand dollars of 
valuation. 
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The effect upon the appropriation order will be a reduction 
of over half a million dollars in the amount of the bill for the 
present year, and this, with the reduction in the estimates of 
income based upon the actual receipts for the last year, make 
a possible appropriation for municipal expenses, excluding 
appropriations for debt and county, of over $550,000 less 
than that of last year. 

In the light of the report of the expert, sent recently to 
the City Council, and the reduction demanded by the diver- 
sion of fifty cents on every thousand dollars of valuation 
from general account, I have given much time to the consid- 
eration of the estimates, and am compelled to recommend the 
adoption by the City Council of the accompanying appro- 
priation orders, which carry serious reductions in the appro 
priations for certain departments.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1902-1903. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1902, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes be met by the income from said works; that the other appro- 
priations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1902, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and by the income of the 
financial year beginning February 1, 1902, and by taxes to the amount of 
$12,546,069, and that said amount be raised by taxation on the polls 
and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts ashe may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the City’s proportion of 
the State tax of the year 1902, or of any other taxes or assessments 
payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1902; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 
1902, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock 
of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
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that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to 
and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, Ww ith the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the reserve fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1902, and February 1, 1903, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

Sir, —In compliance with Circular 28 from your office 
and the Revised Ordinances, Chapter 8, Section 23, we 
submit herewith estimates in detail of the actual needs of 
this Department for the ensuing year; also a statement of 
our expenditures during the present year. 

The expenses of this Department naturally increase with 
the increase in the number of voters. The year immediately 
following a presidential election is ordinarily regarded as an 
off year politically. But the work of this Department during 
the present year has exceeded that of any year in its history, 
except, of course, the year of the new general registration in 
1896. The number of male voters on the list at the city 
election following the presidential election a year ago was 
106,879. The total at the city election this year was 
110,402, an increase of 3,523. The female voters registered 
for the city election of 1900 numbered 12,473. This year 
their number was 15,638, an increase of 3,165. The total 
increase of male and female voters over last year was 6,688. 

The amount necessary to enable the work of the Depart- 
ment to be properly carried on the coming year is $140,- 
600.00. The expense of performing the duties imposed 
by law upon this Board during the year about to close 
was — Bills paid, $114,981.59, bills payable (ca 
$27,850.00 — $142,831.59. 

During the year the Department has had twenty new 
wooden voting booths built, so as to relieve it from the ne- 
cessity of hiring private buildings or depriving citizens of 
ward rooms which are designed for their use and are much 
in demand for public meetings. The Department has now 
76 wooden booths and 103 steel booths; 177 of these booths 
were used in the elections, two being held in reserve in case 
of accident, Thirteen city buildings were also used and one 
private building. 

The 1,200 voting compartments have also been fitted up — 
with candles and reflectors, and the interiors of the com- 
partments painted white, so as completely to remove any com- 
plaint as to their darkness in the early morning hours. They 
are now rendered as light as day. 
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The Board made an exhaustive investigation of the sub- 
ject of voting machines during the summer in New York State 
and Northampton, Mass. The testimony taken has been pre- 
served, and will be of great value in finally deciding this im- 
portant question. : 

The Department has furnished voters at the Democratic 
and Republican caucuses this year, for the first time, printed 
lists ‘of the supplementary voters registered up to the close 
of registration at 10 o’clock P.M. on the second day pre- 
ceding the caucus. ‘They have been printed in the same 
style as the voting lists for elections, and have proved a great 
advantage over the lists of voters clipped from the news- 
papers and sent to the caucus officers. The expense of this 
change has been about $2,000, but no money has been better 
Spent. 

The card index of voters which was made this year has 
proved of great value, and we have asked for an appropria- 
tion for the continuance of this work, and for a book record 
and card index of naturalized voters, which will be of great 
service to them. 

We hope during the coming year to institute a system of 
examinations of election officers, which will result in giving 
us a permanent body of intelligent, skilled officials. The 
returns submitted to our office by many of these officers show 
much room for improvement, in spite of full oral and 
printed instructions which are given them. 

With the great increase in the work of this Department 
the quarters in which it is carried on have become so in- 
adequate that the matter can no longer be overlooked. Our 
registering ballot boxes have to be piled up in the basement 
of the Old Court House, where the heat in winter and the 
dampness in summer cause them to warp and rust. These 
boxes are expensive and delicate machines, and should be 
stored in dry and ample quarters. The accommodations up 
Stairs for the Board and its employes are no better. So 
cramped are we for room that registration at our office is 
carried on at certain times in the year in three separate 
rooms, one borrowed from another department of the City. 
The Commissioners are all grouped in one small room, with 
no opportunity at any time for undisturbed, concentrated 
work. Each is consequently interrupted in his work by 
persons having business with the others. The same room 
has to be used for hearings before the Board. Each Com- 
missioner should have a separate room where he could per- 
form the duties allotted to him and receive visitors on official 
business, and there should be a larger room, where the Board 
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could sit in formal session. The accommodations for our 
force of clerks are equally insufficient. In fact, for a proper 
conduct of its business, the Department imperatively requires 
two or three times the amount of room now at its disposal. 
This need is recognized by every one having business with 
the Department, and we especially call it to the attention of 
the Mayor in the hope that the matter may be properly 
brought before the City Council.

The estimates above given for the coming fiscal year, com- 
pared with the amount asked for and received last year, are 
practically the same. The amount for the Hospital proper 
is slightly less, and for the South Department and the Con- 
valescent Home, the same as for last year. ‘The increase in 
the total amount for this year, compared with last, is in the 
appropriation asked. for the Relief Station in Haymarket 
square. The Trustees have made a careful study of this 
special item of the appropriation, but they have had no 
actual experience upon which to base the cost of maintaining 
a relief station. From a knowledge of hospital affairs in 
general, and applying it to the new Relief Station, the 
Trustees are of the opinion that $34,800 is not too much for 
the first year. If, however, after actual practice, the Relief 
Station is more largely used than the Trustees now antici- 
pate, it will obviously be necessary to have an additional 
appropriation towards the last part of the coming fiscal year. 
The Trustees desire to call attention to this possible contin- 
gency which may occur in this branch of the Hospital 
Department. 

The estimated income from the Hospital Department. is 
$45,150, which is less than last year. The chief cause of 
decrease in the income is from the fact that the Common- 
wealth, through its Department for Adult Poor, has disap- 
proved of a larger proportion of claims made by the Hospital 
upon the State for the Board of State charges.

persons will materially increase the cost of maintaining the 
Hospital Department; more service and food will be neces- 
sary, and additional expense for heating and lighting will be 
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incurred in order to care for the patients to be accommo- 
dated in this new hospital. It will also be noted that, owing 
to the requirements of the eight-hour law, the force of en- 
gineers and others at Long Island has been increased, and 
the pay-roli is therefore larger than formerly. 

The appropriation asked for the maintenance of the 
Charlestown Almshouse is $1,000 less than. the appropria- 
tion for the current year, because a certain number of unusual 
repairs and alterations have been undertaken and completed. 

The Office Expense Account is increased by $1,000, be- 
cause of additional service required to keep medical and 
pathological records. 

A larger appropriation is asked for on the Pauper Expense 
Account because of the increasing number of cases of incip- 
ient consumption sent by the City of Boston to the Massa- 
chusetts Sanatorium at Rutland for treatment. 

The appropriation requested for the Steamer “John 
Howard” is less than the amount appropriated for the cur- 
rent year, because some important repairs have been made 
and probably will not again be required.

Sir, — In response to your Circulars, No. 28 and No. 29, 
the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
present herewith their estimate of the appropriation needed 
for the maintenance of the Library during the coming year. 
It is presented in the form heretofore adopted and com- 
prises : 

(a.) A statement of the amount which was requested for 
the current year, to wit, $291,713.65, together with a supple- 
mentary estimate, making the entire estimate for the current 
year $314,713.65. 

(6.) The amount expended during the current year, 
$305,052.29. 
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(c.) [he amount needed for the coming year, $310,144.67. 

The Trustees believe that their presentation of these esti- 
mates is sufficiently clear, but will at a proper time furnish 
further explanation if necessary. 

The estimates have, as usual, been prepared with much 
care. It would be impossible substantially to diminish any 
of the items without a diminution of the service and useful- 
ness of the Library. 

There is no deficit for the current year occasioned by any 
excess of expenditures. AJl indebtedness incurred has been 
met. 

For several years the Trustees have found it necessary to 
call the attention of the City Government to the fact that a 
large expenditure is required for the rebinding of books, and 
they have received a general assurance that an appropriation 
of $10,000 a year might be expected for that purpose. They 
have received some part of such sums, but no special appro- 
priation was made for that purpose last year. They there- 
fore again renew -their request for an additional special 
appropriation of $10,000 for the purpose of rebinding books. 
This expenditure is of the first importance for maintaining 
the usefulness of the Library, and they are unable to meet 
this expenditure from the ordinary appropriations. They 
therefore request a special appropriation of this amount. 

During the coming year the fiftieth anniversary of the 
establishment of the Library will occur, and it may be thought 
desirable to take notice of it in some special way. They 
therefore request also a special appropriation of $1,000 for 
this object. 

The Trustees have already communicated to you their 
intention not to ask for any loan for the benefit of the 
Library.

Sir, — The Board has thought that a short letter of 
explanation of the increased amount asked for this year in 
the accompanying estimates would be acceptable to your 
Honor. 

These estimates call for an amount of $48,413 in excess 
of the previous year’s expenditures, but only $21,550 more 
than the amount asked for last year; our estimates for last 
year being $225,000. An appropriation of $190,000 only 
was made for us, which sum was entirely insufficient to main- 
tain properly our Department 

The rapidly increasing area of our improved grounds, to- 
gether with the opening and developing of new playgrounds, 
require a corresponding increase in the annual appropriations 
for their care. In addition to the increased requirements 
for the care of the improved grounds and plantations and of 
playgrounds, the roads generally throughout the parks need 
a light surfacing of macadam. This we shall not be able to 
give them unless our appropriation is increased over last year. 

While the method we employ of keeping our roads smooth 
and pleasant for travel serves the purpose, yet it does not 
restore all that is lost by wear and tear, and the time has 
arrived when the work of restoration should not be delayed 
longer. 

The principal items for which an increase in the appropri- 
ations is asked are $21,100 for care of grounds recently con- 
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structed; $12,100 for repair of roads; $2,500 for the im- 
provement of the condition of a part of Franklin field; 
$800 for female instructors for the Mystic and Fellows-streets 
playgrounds; $1,500 for repair of the refectory at Franklin 
park; $1,000 for repair of the head-house at Marine park ; 
$1,000 for repair of the field-house at Wood Island park, and 
$1,200 for the expenses of next season for the new gymna- 
sium at M-street playground.

Sir, — Agreeably to your request, Circular No. 28, Annual 
Estimates, I submit as follows: 

The matter of income: I estimate that the income for the 
ensuing year, which is derived mostly from removal of 
gravel, etc., spread on the streets by corporations, may 
amount to $2,000. 

For expenditures I have the following to offer: 

First: Extraordinary expenses. This includes the amount 
necessary for street cleaning in Dorchester, if such is to be 
done; and is a slight increase over what was asked last 
year, due to the amount asked for equipment. 

All other expenditures which are stated here seem to me 
to be necessary. 
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At the present time the permanent force in this Depart- 
ment is about 370 men, and the pay-roll for that number of 
men for the year amounts to $260,000. 

I have asked for $15,000 for the extension of the patrol 
system. ‘This amount it seems to me is really necessary. 

My experience has shown me that although a street may 
be swept and cleaned every night in the week, still to have 
these same streets presentable and in a good sanitary condi- 
tion during the day time, they should be covered by patrol 
men who will remove the litter that may fall on them. 
There are still many streets largely travelled in the day time 
by foot traffic and by teams, which are either not patrolled 
at all, or else the patrol man is obliged to cover so much 
territory that he is unable to do his work thoroughly. Some 
of these streets, especially in the residential portions of the 
City, are of asphalt, and must be patrolled all the time. In 
the down-town section there have been many streets repaved 
this year, and it seems to me that they must of necessity all 
of them be patrolled. 

The only other items in my estimate that may need 
explanation is one for new horses and one for new carts. 
During this year several horses have been lost. Many of 
them are old and unserviceable, and have been in the Depart- 
ment a great number of years. It will aid greatly in carrying 
on the work to replace them by new ones. Many of the carts 
are in the same condition, having been used a great many 
years, and on account of the severe usage they are continually 
wearing out and breaking down. 

The expenditures of this Department for the current 
financial year ending January 31, 1902, will probably be 
$356,000, providing, of course, we do not get any very heavy 
Snow-storms.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR

Sir, — The Trustees having received from you a request 
to explain the circumstances attending the death of Mrs. 
Emma Turner, beg to submit the following: 

Mrs. Emma Turner, 29 years of age, married, housewife, 
residence 25 Brandon street, Roslindale, was admitted to the

hospital on December 8, 1901. The physician who requested 
her admission said that she had a floating kidney and was 
hysterical. She was admitted to the Surgical Side, and after 
observation and consultation, an operation was deemed inad- 
visable, and she was transferred to the Moe Side, and 
naturally to a general ward. 

Between the date of her transfer, December 14, and the 
date of her injury —five days’ interval —it was observed 
that she was much debilitated and was nervous. She did 
not improve much during the short time she was under 
treatment. 

At about 12 o’clock on the night of December 19 it 
became necessary to transfer another patient in the ward 
where Mrs. Turner was sleeping to another ward. Two 
orderlies and Mrs. Turner’s nurse were in the ward, in the 
process of transferring another female patient, the nurse 
having seen Mrs. Turner less than five minutes before. The 
Night Superintendent of Nurses had also passed through the 
ward not more than three minutes before. While the order- 
lies and nurses were thus engaged, Mrs. Turner quietly got 
out of bed and walked down one flight of stairs out on to an 
open corridor, and jumped to the ground, a distance of seven 
and a half feet. The moment she struck the ground her 
cries were heard by the Superintendent of Nurses and others, 
who immediately went to her assistance, and carried her to 
another ward. It was found that she had fractured her 
thigh and had bruises. 

Mrs. Turner, subsequent to her injury, said that she had 
a habit of walking in her sleep and was trying to break her- 
self of it, and was unconscious of what she did that night 
until she found herself lying on the ground, in pain. Mrs. 
Turner, on account of her symptoms, was seen by two of 
the Nervous Experts on the Staff, who both gave the un- 
qualified opinion that she was a somnambulist; and later she 
acknowledged that her act of getting out of bed and going 
down to the corridor was a somnambulistic act. The hospital 
authorities had not been informed that she was subject to 
somnambulism. 

After the accident Mrs. Turner continued to be nervous, 
removing her surgical dressings, taking off her splints, refus- 
ing food, and at times delirious, saying people were trying to 
poison her; and she was restless, and sometimes noisy at 
night. She refused nearly all nourishment, and stimulants 
had no effect. She died at 6.30 o’clock P.M., January 11. 

An autopsy was made, with the consent of her husband, 
which showed that she died of malignant carcinoma (cancer) 
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of the left lung, pleura, and diaphragm, of long standing. 
There was also cancerous growths in the stomach, uterus, 
ovaries, and bones, together with disease of mitral valve of 
the heart. The symptoms enumerated are those often 
accompanying an advanced case of cancer. The Pathologist 
reports that the fractured thigh bone was healing in the best 
manner, and that the injured leg had no bearing whatever 
upon her death. 

The Medical Examiner was called by the Superintendent 
in this case, and deemed no action necessary, having deter- 
mined that she died from natural causes.

I transmit herewith a report submitted by Harvey 8. Chase, 
an expert accountant, employed by me to make an examina- 
tion of the financial condition of the city and of the opera- 
tions of the several departments. The general summary of 
the facts which Mr. Chase has made, and which appears as 
part of his report, ought to convince us that there is urgent 
need for retrenchment and for rigid economy in the public 
service. 

The City Council and the heads of departments should, in 
my opinion, take into serious consideration the recommenda- 
tions, suggestions and disclosures which the expert has made. 

From time to time there will be submitted to you detailed 
reports of his findings and conclusions in respect to the con- 
dition of the several departments.

srr, —In accordance with your instructions, I have un- 
dertaken an investigation of the financial conditions in vari- 
ous departments of the City of Boston, beginning with the 
Public Buildings Department and the Municipal Printing 
Plant. 

These investigations have covered the past year’s work in 
detail, including an audit of the books and accounts at the 
Printing Plant, and as soon as the year’s accounts are closed 
(probably within ten days) I will submit a special report 
upon each of these departments, giving the results of the 
examination and the conclusions to be drawn therefrom. 
Meanwhile I submit herewith certain general considerations 
in regard to the expenditures of the City of Boston. 

The expenditures of the various departments have been 
tabulated in order of magnitude. The total expenditures (in- 
cluding permanent construction) are given for the year 1900, 
and are compared with the like expenditures in New York 
City, and also with the average of ten other cities, viz.: 
Chicago, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Baltimore, Cleveland, Buf- 
falo, Milwaukee, Providence, Indianapolis, and Kansas City. 
The first three of these cities have larger populations than 
Boston, the next three have about the same populations as 
Boston (somewhat smaller), and the last four were selected 
because, first, their populations added to the first six give 
almost exactly ten times the population of Boston (or an 
average population for the ten cities which is practically 
identical with Boston) and, second, these last four cities pro- 
vide statistics which contain the fewest omissions of the 
departments selected for comparison, and therefore they 
are the most available. 

The figures submitted herewith were drawn in considera- 
ble part: from the bulletins of the United States Department 
of Labor, upon “Statistics of Cities,” only such changes 
being introduced as were necessary to cover the points de- 
sired, or such as were shown by special investigation to 
require slight modifications of the bulletin figures. 

The comparisons are upon the basis of population (per 
capita) and in addition to the total expenditures for all pur- 
poses (including permanent construction) there are given 
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tables of the expenditures for operation and maintenance 
(running expenses) of the cities (excluding expenditures for 
permanent construction), viz. : 

In Table I. are given the total expenditures per capita 
(including expenditures for permanent construction). 

In Table II. are given the expenditures for operation and 
maintenance of the cities, “running expenses” only (in- 
cluding expenditures for lands, buildings and other capital 
outlay ). 

In Table III. are given the expenditures for operation and 
maintenance (excluding the amounts paid for interest upon 
the public debts) and the relative ratios of these expendi- 
tures in New York and the other ten cities in comparison 
with those of Boston, which is taken as the standard (100). 

From these tables we may deduce the following interest- 
ing and important conclusions: 

First. — That the total expenditures per capita of Boston 
exceed those of New York by 182 per cent., and exceed 
those of the average of the ten cities by 172 per cent. 

Second. — That the expenditures for operation and mainte- 
nance — “running expenses”? (omitting permanent construc- 
tion and other capital outlay) per capita of Boston, exceed 
those of New York by nearly 8 per cent., and exceed those 
of the average of the ten cities by 145 per cent. 

Third. — That the expenditures for operation and mainte- 
nance in Boston exceed the highest of the ten cities (per 
capita) by 60 per cent. 

Fourth. — That if the amounts paid for interest on the 
public debts be eliminated the remaining expenditures for 
operation and maintenance of Boston will exceed those of 
New York (per capita) by 10 per cent., and will exceed 
those of the average of the ten cities by 145 per cent., and 
will exceed the highest of the ten cities by 80 per cent. 

Fifth. — That the relative expenditures for operation and 
maintenance (excluding interest on the public debts), Boston 
being taken as standard (100), is as follows: 

New York, 91 per cent. of Boston, and the average of 
the ten cities only 41 per cent. of Boston. The highest of 
the ten cities being &6 per cent. and the lowest 30 per cent. 
of Boston. : 

Sixth. —It is evident that the City of Boston is annually 
making expenditures for municipal purposes which are en- 
tirely out of proportion to its population, and two questions 
immediately arise — 

(A.) Where does the money which Boston raises in excess 
of other cities come from? From a high tax rate, or from 
special revenues like licenses, etc., or from the proceeds of 
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bonds sold, or what? and (B.) Where does the money go to? 
z.e. What departments are spending out of proportion to 
those of other cities, and how can these expenditures be 
reduced ? 

The question of the sources of these revenues will be 
taken up later in another report. j 

Your immediate interest as Mayor of Boston is, of course, 
in the second question — What Departments are spending 
too much, and how can these expenditures be reduced ? 

Table I. throws considerable light upon these questions. 
The heaviest expenditure per capita in Boston is for (a) 
schools $5.31, against $4.74 in New York, and $3.04 in the 
average of ten cities. That is to say Boston expends for 
operation and maintenance of schools over 70 per cent. more 
per head of its population than the average of the ten cities. 
The reasons for this difference and the possibilities for 
reduction will be set forth hereafter in a special report upon 
schools. 

The next heaviest expenditure (omitting (6) interest) is 
for (¢) police. Boston expending $2.98, against $2.08 in 
the ten cities, an increase of 41 per cent. 

Streets (d) come next with $2.51 against $0.40 in the ten 
cities. ‘The problem presented by “streets” and the dis- 
tinctions between “repairs and renewals” and “permanent 
construction” is exceedingly complicated and difficult and 
will be reserved for a later special report. At first glance the 
difference in these figures, over six to one, would seem to 
account for quite a portion of the excess in Boston, and offer 
one of the most promising fields for reduction. 

Water (e) is fifth with $2.23 against $0.85, nearly three 
to one. This will be the subject of a special report. 

Fire Department (f) is sixth with $2.15 against $1.08, or 
two to one. Hospitals and other charities are $2.12 against 
$0.31, nearly seven to one. 

Garbage removal is three to one. 

Street cleaning and sprinkling are three to one. 

Sewers are four and a half to one. 

Parks are one and a half to one. 

Ferries and Bridges are seven to one, etc., etc. 


COMPARISONS OF DIFFERENT YEARS IN Boston. 


For the purpose of substantiating these figures and in 
order to show the increase of expenditures per capita in 
Boston I have taken four different years, 1900, 1897, 1894 
and 1892. 
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The interval is three years except in the earliest period 
(1892) and this year was selected because the fiscal year 
1891 (on which the three-year interval would fall), contained 
but nine months, May 1, 1891, to Feb. 1, 1892, the change 
in the fiscal period of the city having taken place at that time. 

Table IV. gives the comparisons (per capita) for these 
years, and we may note the following : 

Schools have increased from $4.25 per capita in 1892 to 
%5.31 in 1900, or 265 per cent. 

Police has increased trom $2.44 per capita to $2.98, or 
22 per cent. 

Fire jDepartment has remained about the same. 

Hosp tals, etc., have increased from $1.80 to $2.12, or 15. 
per cent. 

Parks, from 40 cents to 53 cents, or 82 per cent. 

Libraries, from 36 cents to 55 cents, or 55 per cent. 

Health, Baths, etc., from 41 cents to 53 cents, or 30 per 
cent. 

Total street expenditures (including construction), from 
%5.45 to $9.98, or 82 per cent. 

It is evident that the continuance of such an increase of 
expenditures in Boston (per head of the population) must 
result in still greater city debts, and in much heavier tax rates 
unless the increase of assessed property (per capita) is at 
practically the same ratio as the increase of these expendi- 
tures, but Table V. shows that this is not the fact in Boston. 

The increase of total expenditure per capita for operation 
(including street construction) being 23 per cent., while the 
total increase of valuation per capita was only 04 per cent. 
‘As it is thus evident that the money paid out for these in- 
creased expenditures did not come from taxes (for the tax 
rate was only slightly increased, $12.90 to $13.10) it must 
therefore have come from loans, and this is clearly shown by 
Table VI. which gives graphical representations of the in- 
crease of debt per capita during the eight years (1892-3 to 
1900-1) and strikingly points out the danger of continuing 
to increase expenditures at a more rapid rate than. the 
‘nerease of either wealth or population will justify. 


REDUCTION OF EXPENDITURES. 


To prove, as has been done above, that expenditures for 
operation and maintenance in Boston are excessive, and should 
be reduced, is not very difficult, but to point out the particu- 
lar and practical reductions which must be made is quite a 
different question, while to make the actual reductions, after 
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they are pointed out, will be found to be a still more serious 
matter. Each of the heads of departments with whom I 
have conferred appears to believe firmly that there is ex- 
cessive expenditure in many other departments, but that in 
his particular department there is urgent necessity for 
“slightly” increasing the expenditures by the employment 
of another clerk or two, or for additional office furnishings 
or repairs. 

In order to accomplish any immediate and practical results, 
there must be a clear understanding and positive belief in 
the departments that this administration means business, and 
will insist on having expenditures cut down, not only in 
. ‘other departments” but in each department. 

The tabulations appended hereto prove conclusively that 
nearly every department has been increasing its expenditures 
faster than the increase of population or of wealth in Boston 
will justify, and this increase should be immediately stopped. 

It is apparent from my examinations in Boston and other 
cities that in the majority of cases the bulk of the actual 
work done in any department falls upon the shoulders of one, 
or two, or three, or possibly more, good men, — good workers, 
active and conscientious. In fact, without such men no 
department could be carried on. The remaining employees, 
however, may do more or less than their duties require, but 
generally they do less — much less! 

It has been estimated by careful accountants that, taking 
the year together, the average clerk in commercial business 
houses does from twice to three times the actual work done 
by the clerk in municipal offices. | 

This statement is not made in disparagement of individual 
clerks, but to contrast the systems, and this difference of 
system has to be practically reckoned with, and allowance 
made therefor in all considerations of municipal expenditures. 

In subsequent reports your examiner will endeavor to 
point out in the several departments, the practical opportuni- 
ties for reductions of expenditures, after thoroughly acquaint- 
ing himself with the detail work in each of these depart- 
ments, and also after making comparisons of present expend- 
itures with the expenses of these departments in previous 
years, when the per capita cost was less; and further by com- 
parisons with detailed expenditures in other cities where 
corresponding work is done at greatly decreased cost.

To His Honor, MAyYor Patrick A. COLLINS: 


DEAR Sir, — In accordance with your wishes and instruc- 
tions I have made a personal investigation of the Municipal 
Printing Plant, and submit the following report: 

The composing-room is well supplied with material, and 
it should require only a small expenditure to meet the de- 
mands of the municipal work for another year. The proof- 
readers should be located in the composing-room instead of 
the office, being provided with booths, or separated small 
rooms, outside the noise and disturbance. ‘The purchase of 
two Mergenthaler Linotype machines would, in my judgment, 
greatly increase the efficiency of this room, and with two 
operators and a machinist would do the work of eight or ten 
compositors. This addition would be especially appreciated 
when there is special work needed in a hurry, requiring much 
type composition, such as voting lists, etc. ‘This, however, 
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is amatter that might need special consideration and thorough 
investigation. 

The press-room has more cylinder presses than is required. 
Their condition is excellent, with one or two exceptions, 
and should need only such outlay as the wear and tear of the 
machines may make necessary, the same as in any printing 
office of similar size. I believe that two of the least desirable 
cylinder machines could be spared without impairing the effi- 
ciency of this department. Idle machines represent extra 
and needless expense, and an investment that can be turned 
into a more profitable channel. 

I find the stock-room crowded with merchandise, much 
of which appears in excess of the ordinary needs of the 
department, and of a class that I cannot see, from my stand- 
point, the necessity of ordering. It is very heavily stocked 
with both inks and paper. 

I have been astonished to find that from December 13 to 
the middle of January there was bought about seven thousand 
dollars’ worth of stock, the bills for part of which were ap- 
proved and paid before complete invoices had been received 
and the goods checked. ‘This practice is reprehensible, and 
should be stopped. 

In my judgment it is not necessary to carry more than a 
three thousand dollar stock, whereas, at the present time, 
there is nearly twelve thousand dollars’ worth on hand. 
Twelve thousand dollars’ worth of merchandise, much of 
which cannot be used for two or three years, without insur- 
ance, and exposed to the damage and waste occasioned by 
handling and rehandling, to say nothing of interest on 
investment, is extravagance. 

[I recommend that in all cases where merchandise to the 
amount of more than one hundred dollars is to be purchased 
a requisition should be signed by some person with authority, 
properly delegated, outside of the plant, and that all bills 
before payment should be approved and certified to by the 
signature of the individual who attests to the receipt of 
the entire amount of the material ordered, and the correct 
charge for same. Neglect or false approval should be con- 
sidered sufficient cause for removing the employee in fault. 

In trying to check some of the bills of recent date, that 
have passed through my hands, I have been unable to find a 
quantity of valuable paper stock bought by the city since the 
first of December, or to discover how it has been used. 

In the items of ruling and binding there appear to be 
excessively large charges. This work is done outside the 
Municipal Plant, and there is no check whatever as to 
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the amounts that may be charged for this work, and I would 
recommend a more careful supervision of this department, 
and perhaps an established contract price from the binder 
and ruler who might submit the best proposition under a 
competitive bid for the work. In my judgment the city, 
through its Printing Plant, is obliged to pay more than the 
careful employing printer or publisher. 

In this connection I would suggest that the matter of dis- 
counts be given careful attention. There is no reason why 
the city, with its prompt payments, should not receive the 
benefits of all the cash discounts allowed to all others en- 
gaged in the printing business. 

I am satisfied that an unnecessary number of employees 
has been carried in practically all divisions of the depart- 
ment,— unnecessary from the standpoint of efficiency and 
economy. I find a lamentable lack of interest manifested in 
the work. In many cases the disposition seemed to be to 
“kill time” without reference to the needs of the establish- 
ment. Hands were idle for hours at a time, and this was in 
evidence in nearly all the branches of the work. The notable 
exception to this was with the job pressmen, who seemed to 
be busy most of the time. This idleness I attribute to the 
fact that the force employed at present is far in excess of the 
needs, and were it a private corporation much of the help 
would be either temporarily “laid off’’ or requested to look 
elsewhere for employment. I therefore urge that this matter 
shall have careful supervision, such a supervision as the suc- 
cessful business man would give it. The city is entitled to 
the same returns from its expenditures that the individual 
obtains, and this must be insisted upon if the results shall 
justify the expectations you expressed to me. 

A stricter account of the time of the employees should be 
made, so as to get the full work-day of every one employed. 
A time recorder ought to be placed at the employees’ 
entrance to the plant, and the time of arriving and leaving 
made a matter of record, upon which the pay-roll should be 
computed. 

I recommend the purchase of a new paper cutter, the 
installing of a small elevator between the composing-room 
and the press-room, and a galley proof-press for the com- 
posing-room. 

In general, all the departments on the premises are kept 
neat, clean, and in good order. 

I am in complete accord with the statements made and 
conclusions drawn by the expert accountant, Mr. Chase, in 
his report to you upon the Printing Plant, and in addition I 
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suggest that much expense could be saved to the various 
city departments if their manuscripts were better prepared 
before being sent to the printers. Many hours of “ authors’ 
corrections” are now required, and charged for at high 
prices. 

With all of these changes and suggestions fully carried 
out, and the plant run upon a strictly business basis,-there 
is every reason to believe that it would earn for the city a 
satisfactory profit upon the amount of work done.

Str, —In accordance with your instructions I have ex- 
amined the books and accounts of the Printing Department 
at the Municipal Printing Plant, 152 Purchase street, and 
report as follows : 

The department’s printing plant was established March 1, 
1897, and has, therefore, been carried on for almost five 

ears. 

i During this time the city has appropriated $228,961.71 
for this department. Of this amount $40,000 was intended 
for the original purchase of plant and equipment, and 
$10,000 for working capital, a total of $50,000, as the 
‘‘capital”’ of the plant. 


During the five years, the Printing Plant has re- 

ceived from other city departments for printing, $594,184 32

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This loss has been paid out of the appropriations (above ) 
and the balance of appropriations, after paying for “docu- 
ments,” has been spent for plant, equipment, stock on hand 
and other assets shown in the balance sheet. 

This loss for the five years, viewed as a business venture 
of the city, may be modified, as was done in the report last 
year, by considering that the city would have been obliged to 
provide for a Superintendent of Printing and his office force 
to supervise the letting of contracts and their execution, even 
if the actual printing had been done by outside concerns. 

The cost to the city for such supervision was established 
last year at about $6,500 annually, and if such an allowance 
were made the loss would then be reduced to $7,628.83. 

On the other hand, if this allowance is made to the credit 
of the plant, we must necessarily consider also the debits to 
the plant arising from extra costs to the other city depart- 
ments for printing done by the Municipal Plant, inasmuch as 
the plant has charged higher prices than outside competing 
concerns would have charged for the same work. As both 
of these items, credit and debit, are merely estimates, they 
may very well be considered to offset each other, and the loss 
remain, as stated above, $40,128.83, although, after a careful 
survey of all the facts obtainable, it is the opinion of your ex- 
aminer that the loss to the city through the excessive prices 
which have been charged to the departments by the Munici- 
pal Plant will, in all probability, largely exceed $6,500 annu- 
ally, and therefore that the actual loss and cost to the city 
on account of the operation of the plant is considerably 
greater than the deficit stated. 


THe RESULTS oF THE Past YEAR, 1901-02. 


Of the total loss, $40,128.83, stated above, $28,517.99 was 
on account of the losses of the first four years, and $9,610.84 
was the loss for the past year, viz.:

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COMPARISONS OF THE FIVE YEARS. 


Table I., attached hereto, gives comparisons of the items 
of revenue and expense for the five years in question, and 
the following conclusions may be drawn: 

Ist. That there has been a loss upon the business in 
each year, except the second, as follows: 

1897, loss, $4,715.21; 1898, gain, $3,229.23; 1899, loss, 
$2,992.06 ; 1900, loss, $16,039.95; 1901, loss, $9,610.84; 
total loss, $30,128.83, exclusive of charges for interest upon 
capital. 

2d. That the ratio of the costs of the printing for the 
other departments, excluding city “documents,” which are 
paid out of the plant’s appropriation, to the revenue received 
from these departments has been as follows: 

1897, costs 104 per cent. of revenue, i.e, a loss of 4 per 
cent.; 1898, costs 97 per cent. of revenue, a gain of 3 
per cent.; 1899, costs 108 per cent. of revenue; 1900, costs 
113 per cent. of revenue; 1901, costs 107 per cent. of 
revenue. 

3d. That the ratio of salaries and wages to total revenue 
has been as follows: 

1897, 57 per cent.; 1898, 58 per cent.; 1899, 61 per 
cent. ; 1900, 62 per cent.; 1901, 58 per cent. 

4th. That the ratio of cost of binding and ruling to *rey- 
enue has been as follows: 

1897, 15 per cent.; 1898, 16 per cent.; 1899, 15 per 
cent.; 1900, 18 per cent.; 1901, 19 per cent. 

oth. That the ratio of paper stock purchased to * revenue 
has been as follows:

It is evident that the relative costs of labor, of paper stock 
purchased, of binding and ruling, of ink purchased, etc., 
have increased very strikingly during the five years.

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LABOR. 


The present hours of labor at the plant are eight per day, 
with Saturday half-holiday, or 44 hours per week against 54 
hours per week by the nine-hour day in outside printing 
establishments. No one would object to this shortening of 
hours; on the contrary, all will applaud it, provided only that 
the city’s work be properly done in the forty-four hours re- 
maining. 

In fact itis reasonable to expect that more work should be 
done per hour, per man, on a seven and one-third hour day 
(average) than on a nine hour day, but this has not been the 
fact at the Printing Plant. 

The figures given prove conclusively that, contrary to 
reasonable requirements, less work per hour per man has been 
accomplished at the plant. These results have many causes, 
some of which were designated in last year’s report — but all of 
which simmer down finally to two fundamental causes. First, 
incompetent and sometimes useless employees who have been 
forced upon, or at least accepted by, the superintendent ; and 
secondly, that the necessary vim and snap has not been im- 
parted to the supervision of the work. ‘There has been, and 
still is, a notable lack of energy in many departments of the 
Printing Plant, and in this respect as well as others I desire 
to endorse the statements of your expert printer, Mr. 
Thomas P. Nichols, as given to you in a report of even date 
herewith. 

There are, I am glad to state, many excellent men at the 
Printing Plant — active, conscientious men — who endeavor 
to give a full day’s work for a full day’s pay, and among 
such are the foremen of the various rooms, but the evidences 
of “ease and moderation” in the general working cannot be 
gainsaid. 

These facts are just so many handicaps for the plant when 
compared with outside printing offices. They must be taken 
into fair consideration and properly allowed for, and a rea- 
sonable portion of the annual printing appropriation be 
acknowledged as necessary on account of the shorter hours 
demanded at the plant. But, on the other hand, it is by no 
means fair to the other city departments to require their ap- 
propriations to be diminished on account of extra high prices 
paid to the Printing Plant to sustain these shorter hours, 
as has heretofore been the custom. 

Let each department stand upon its own feet. Let the 
prices charged by the Printing Plant to other departments be 
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identical with prices charged by outside establishments for 
the same class of work, and if the shorter hours at the plant 
cause a loss, then let this loss be made up out of the Printing 
Plant’s appropriation, where it properly belongs. 

It is evident to your examiner that the new schedule of 
charges for printing, introduced in 1900, has brought about 
increased and excessive prices for the work charged to other 
departments. Your expert printer, Mr. Nichols, states that 
these prices should be cut at least ten per cent., and in tabu- 
lation work about twenty-five per cent., in order to compare 
with corresponding charges outside. 

Taking this basis, it may be easily seen that the loss to 
departments last year, on a total of $172,000 of work 
charged to them, was quite a number of thousands of 
dollars. 


BINDING AND RULING. 


The increase of the costs of binding and ruling is excessive. 
This work is not done at the plant, but is done outside without 
competition. 

Your examiner investigated a number of individual jobs 
and compared the prices charged by this concern with bids 
made upon the work by other binders, and found the latter 
much lower, in certain cases only fractions of the prices paid. 

It is essential that competition should hereafter enter into 
all, or nearly all, work of this character. This conclusion 
agrees also with the opinion of your expert printer. 

It has been the custom to charge the city departments 20 
per cent. advance over the binder’s figures for binding, or a 
charge of $5,400 annually, which is not justifiable under the 
circumstances, as it only serves to lessen the actual deficit of 
the Printing Plant by this amount. 


PAPER AND PAPER Stock. 


The ratio of paper and stock purchased increased during 
the five years from 12 to 18, or a relative increase of 50 per 
cent. Such an increase, relative to revenue, cannot be justi- 
fied even if, as is the case, the stock on hand has been in- 
creased very heavily. 

The stock on hand, including unfinished work in process, 
stood on January 31, 1902, at $22,834.41, whereas one year 
ago it stood at $12,569.64, and two years ago at $9,523.61, 
while five years ago, when the plant commenced operations, 
there was no stock on hand. Exclusive of unfinished work, 
the stocks have been as follows: January 31, 1900, $3,573.88 : 
1901, $6,517.71; 1902, $12,382.06. 
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The stock has nearly quadrupled in two years. There 
can be no justification for such an increase. The present 
stock-room at the plant is full to repletion, and paper is 
stacked and piled up in unsatisfactory locations in the press- 
room, while a dozen or more large cases of paper remain 
piled together upon the floor, as there is no available place 
to put the loads of material which have literally rained down 
upon the plant during the past month or six weeks. 

The purchases of paper, ink, ete., of the outgoing superin- 
tendent in the last few days of his administration have been 
extraordinary. Over five thousand dollars’ worth of paper 
has been purchased and paid for since December 13, 1901, 
and a considerable portion of the bills for this were en- 
dorsed for payment and paid before the paper was received at 
the plant. 

Nearly two thousand dollars’ worth of paper had yet to be 
delivered on January 31, 1902, although the payment for 
this paper had been rushed through, so as to be charged 
against the old appropriation, which expired on that date. 

There are only three ways of looking at the reasons for a 
transaction, or a series of transactions, of this sort: 

The first is the reason advanced by the outgoing superin- 
tendent, viz., that as the balance of the appropriation unex- 
pended would not be carried forward to the new year, 
he desired to save as much of it as possible, and so ordered 
stock right and left, and got it pushed through for payment. 

The second reason is the one now held by certain others 
at the plant, viz., that the intention was to handicap the 
new administration by loading it with a relatively immense 
amount of stock, and these persons further declare that a 
considerable part of this stock is useless, and that another 
part is certain to deteriorate heavily before it can be used. 

The third view of the matter is by no means charitable, 
and your examiner desires to state that he has no competent 
evidence to support it. : 

A matter deserving serious criticism, however, is the omis- 

sion to obtain cash discounts for the city upon the large 
amounts of paper purchased, and paid for in advance of its 
delivery. Inks were purchased in the same lavish manner, 
and a stock of colored copying and fancy inks accumulated 
sufficient to last the plant for years to come. 
- The conclusion of the whole matter is this: that whereas 
a stock on hand of paper and inks amounting all told to three 
thousand dollars would be (in Mr. Nichols’ opinion) ample 
for this plant, there is now on hand, as stated above, over 
twelve thousand dollars’ worth of these materials. 
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In order to protect the city from loss, as far as possible, 
your examiners have requested the business houses from whom 
these materials were purchased to take back such portions of 
certain standard goods as were uninjured, especially as a con- 
siderable portion of these goods had never left the original 
packing cases. Even these returns will leave the stock-room 
overloaded with piles of paper, reaching to the ceiling, which 
will be subject to ruin by rats and destruction by fire. 


COMPARISON OF 1901-02 wirtH Previous YRARS. 


It is evident to your examiner that the charges in 1901- 
1902 are on the average considerably higher than in other 
years ; and, moreover, that in addition to this increase in the 
rates per the schedules, which Mr. Nichols says are. too high 
by 10 to 25 per cent., it has been the custom to inflate many 
of the charges, particularly for documents, by a simple 
expedient well represented in the case below, viz. :

Tut BETTER SIDE. 


In the midst of much unavoidable and somewhat drastic 
criticism of the results and the management of the plant, 
your examiner desires to do justice to the other side — the 
successful side — of the work, and it isa pleasure to heartily 
commend the excellent character of the finished work pro- 
duced by the plant. 

Nothing better than the reports and documents published 
by the Municipal Plant can be reasonably asked for as ex- 
amples of the printer’s art, both in regard to appearance and 
to the accuracy of their tabulations and text. The import- 
ance of this side of the work cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized, and a large measure of credit should be given to the 
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managers and the men for such satisfactory results. It is 
only when we consider the cost of this excellence that the 
trouble begins. 

The physical condition of the plant is also very satis- 
factory. This has been fully reported upon by Mr. Nichols. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


It is evident that the prospects of success for the Munici- 
pal Printing Plant, viewed as a business operation, are dis- 
couraging. Here is an experiment in municipal control —a 
municipal industry — endowed with every advantage, appar- 
ently. Ample capital, generous appropriations, plant in ex- 
cellent physical condition, regular work of the same general 
character throughout the year, everything favorable for a 
successful enterprise which should do the city’s printing 
better than by contract, and which should be able to pay 
as good or better wages while giving shorter hours to the 
employees. 

With all this the plant should be able to save money for 
the city through charges to the other departments which 
should be less than outside concerns could afford. This was 
the theory upon which the plant was established, and there 
was nothing unreasonable about the theory. 

The plant should have made just such a success in these 
past years, and it is a humiliating fact, if not a disgraceful 
one, that the financial result of these years has been so far 
below what could have been reasonably expected. 

Such a success may even now be made if a Superintendent 
of Printing with the requisite backbone and independence as 
well as knowledge of the business be in charge of the plant; 
a man who will get to the office early in the morning, spend 
his time in looking after the printing, not in entertaining appli- 
cants for positions and their backers, and who will take the 
same interest in making the plant a success as he would if the 
business were his own. Such aman, properly encouraged and 
supported by the Mayor, and his retention dependent solely 
on merit and behavior (and this is exceedingly important), 
can yet make the annual reports of the Printing Plant true 
statements of such successful management that they should 
give satisfaction to every citizen of Boston. Without the 
man, the incentive, and the support, it .is certain that the 
annual reports of the plant will continue to be disheartening 
statements of losses to which there can be but one end, 
namely, the closing of the plant and the return to the policy 
of competitive contracts. 
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In his report of last year your examiner stated: ‘It is 
evident that the Municipal Plant has not had the financial suc- 
cess which was anticipated when the plant was established,” 
ne etc., “and unless a marked improvement is made in 
the results the plant must necessarily be dispensed with. 

: If it is decided to continue the operation for 
another year the results should be watched carefully. Dur- 
ing this time the expenses should be markedly reduced, and 
the charges for printing to the city departments should be 
made, so far as possible, upon the exact basis of outside 
printers’ charges,” . . . etc. 

It is evident from the financial results of the past year 
(1901-1902) that the above stated requirements have not 
been complied with. These results indeed only confirm the 
conclusion in the first clause quoted above, and therefore the 
choice of two actions is once more open to the Mayor and 
Council. Either to abolish the plant and contract with out- 
side establishments under competitive conditions, which may 
save, and, if properly conducted, certainly would save to the 
city a number of thousands of dollars annually; or to con- 
tinue the experiment of this municipal industry for another 
twelve months under conditions which are made to approach 
as near as possible to the fundamental requirements for 
success which have been set forth above.

Sir,— In accordance with your instructions, I submit 
herewith a report upon the Public Buildings Department. 
This departmént comprises six divisions: 


Armories. 

Ambulance Station. 
Public Buildings, City. 
County Buildings. 
Ward-rooms. 
Architects. 

Two other divisions, ‘“‘ Repairs ” and “ Electrical Construc- 
tion,” were abolished in 1900. 

The investigation upon which this report is based has in- 
cluded the books and accounts of each of these divisions, 
some of which may be dismissed in short order. 

Armories. —'The total running expenses for the three 
armories owned by the city,and the five locations which were 
leased, have averaged during the past seven years $17,821 


AWS As Se 
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per annum, and have varied comparatively little from year to 
year. After sufficient consideration it appeared to your 
examiner that these expenditures could properly be passed 
without further comment. 

Ambulance Station. — This station has been carried on for 
about twenty months only, and therefore no effective com- 
parisons of expenditures can be made. . 

The total expense in 1901-2 was $6,242, and comprised 
the payments for two janitors, two drivers, and certain mis- 
cellaneous expenses which appear in the main to have been 
reasonable and necessary. One of the janitors is actually a 
driver. The latter are under civil service classification, while 
the former, previous to March 1, 1902, were not. 

Public Buildings, City. — With this division I have also 
considered County Buildings and Ward-rooms. 

These three divisions cause the greater part of the total 
department expenditures, and include janitor service, repairs,. 
furnishings, supplies, etc., for the various buildings and 
offices which are owned or rented by the city and county. 

The investigation of these expenditures, which at best was 
sufficiently complicated, was made even more difficult by the 
disappearance of all the duplicate bills for materials, labor, 
etc., extending over the past eighteen months. 

These vouchers had been properly filed by the book-keepers 
and would have been of great assistance in our work. It was 
stated by employees that these bills were contained in a 
dozen or more standard filing cases, and had remained in their 
usual place up to about December 20,1901. Being unable to 
find these bills, although careful search was made, the matter - 
was brought to the attention of the outgoing superintendent, 
who stated that these bills had been destroyed by his order. 

The loss of these vouchers has compelled us to refer to the 
original bills, filed in the Auditor’s office, and somewhat seri- 
ously impeded the work. 

The former superintendent states that, previous to his in- 
cumbency, no duplicate bills were kept at the department’s 
office, and that he had these bills destroyed in a general 
“house cleaning” previous to his departure, and had he 
known this examination was to have been made he would 
have retained them. 


COMPARISONS OF EXPENDITURES IN VARIOUS YEARS. 


The plan upon which the tables appended to the report 
are based is this: Your examiner has taken the average of 
the figures for three representative years, 1894-95, 1895 
96, 1896-97, as a standard. 
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These years were selected because they covered three 
different administrations, viz., that of Mayor Matthews, of 
Mayor Curtis, and of Mayor Quincy. 

The average of these years was deemed to be as fair a 
basis as could be obtained for comparisons with later years. 

Table I., appended hereto, gives the detailed expenditures 
of this department in each year from 1894 to the present 
time, taken from the City Auditor’s annual reports. 

Table II. gives the same expenditures in a different group- 
ing, as Shown in the annual reports of the Public Buildings 
Department for the same years, and from this table the fol- 
lowing comparisons have been made:

It will be noted that there has been an increase of expend- 
itures under each heading, and some of these increases have 
been extraordinary; for instance, expenditures for janitors 
have increased 117 per cent.; expenditures for stationery, 
printing, etc., have increased 152 per cent.; horse hire, car 
_ tickets, etc., have increased 187 per cent.; while mason work 
has increased 255 per cent. 

A reasonable increase in these expenditures might have 
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been properly expected, but such increases as those shown 
above appear at first sight to be unjustifiable on any ground 
compatible with public interest and economy. 


COMPARISONS FROM AUDITOR’S REPORTS. 


The details of some of these figures will be found interest- 
ing, and I submit the following statement upon a percentage 
basis, comparing the expenditures for janitors, etc., in the 
different buildings which are under the care of the superin- 
tendent of this department :

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Some of these increases are astonishing. Janitors at the 
Old Court House cost the city of Boston 200 per cent. more 
than in 1894—5-6, and janitors at the Probate Building cost 
159 per cent. more. 

The extraordinary increase at the Wareham-street store- 
house is explained by the change in this building from a 
storehouse for the abolished Electrical Division to an office 
building for the Wire Department. Janitors were therefore 
required in 1901-2, whereas previously they were not re- 
quired. 

It must also be clearly explained that during the past two 
fiscal years the eight-hour law has been strictly enforced, and 
this has occasioned a considerable increase in the expendi- 
tures which could not be avoided. To make comparisons 
with another similar department, where the eight-hour law 
was also in force, I have taken figures of the City Messenger’s 
department from the Auditor’s reports covering the same 
years, and have used the average of 1894—5—6 as a stand- 
ard, 100. 

The City Messenger has charge of the janitors, etc., at 
City Hall, and this comparison is instructive.

The actual expenditures for janitors in City Hall in 1901—2, 
with about 63,000 square feet of floor space to be cared for, 
was $11,510.90, or 18 cents per square foot per annum; 
while at Old Court House, with about 39,000 square feet of 
floor space, the expense for janitors was $15,057, or 38 cents 
per square foot per annum. 

It is evident that the eight-hour law is accountable for only 
a proportion of the increase at Old Court House. Another 
proportion is doubtless due to the change in method of night 
watchmen. Formerly policemen were stationed in the build- 
ing at night, but for the past two years other watchmen have 
been engaged, and the outgoing superintendent states that a 
substantial saving to the city was thereby made, as the new 
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watchmen were paid much less than the policemen, although 
the change now brings the expense upon the Public Build- 
ings Department, whereas before it was upon the police. 

The crowded and unsanitary condition of the Old Court 
House may account for still a third portion of the expense; 
but after all is said, it is apparent that the expenditure of 
the city’s money in these particulars has been extravagantly 
administered. To further substantiate this position a minute 
examination of the pay-rolls of 1901 has been made, and an 
analysis thereof submitted to the present Superintendent of 
Public Buildings for his information and action. 


OTHER EXPENDITURES. 


In order to do substantial justice to the outgoing admin- 
istration of this department, your examiner has obtained 
statements and explanations of the alleged necessity for the 
expenditures as made, and certain of these follow: 

(4.) “On account of the abolishment of the Repairs 
Division and the Electrical Construction Division, certain 
expenses, formerly borne by the appropriations of those 
divisions, now fall upon the Public Buildings Division, viz.: 
Horse-hire, telephones, car-fares and various other expenses.” 

This is true, and a certain measure of allowance should be - 
made for these facts. On the other hand, these abolished 
divisions charged their expenses against the other city 
departments for whom work was done, and practically 
recovered their expenditures in this manner. 

(6.) The outgoing superintendent states that in the years 
previous to his incumbency necessary repairs on publie 
buildings were neglected, and that he found many of the 
buildings in very bad condition, requiring heavy expenditures 
to put them into suitable and sanitary state. 

This may also be true. In fact, it is endorsed by the 
former Superintendent of the Repairs Division, who states 
that out of $349,802.00 expended by his division in 1898 and 
1899 only $30,367.36 was for repairs on buildings under this 
department. 

During the two years 1900 and 1901, however, the out- 
going Superintendent of Public Buildings expended $176,- 
320.00 for repairs and alterations, and yet in the estimate 
for the coming year 1902-3 the amount of $120,000.00 was 
asked for further repairs. 

Your examiner requested a detailed estimate of necessary 
repairs in 1902-3 to be drawn up by the deputy superintend- 


‘ent, and this amounted to $76,175.00. 
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(c.) A third reason for increased expenses was stated to 
be the advance of janitors’ wages from $2.00 to $2.50 per 
day. 


INFRACTIONS OF CIVIL SERVICE. 


Another reason which might have been given is the ap- 
parent necessity for accepting and installing untrained or in- 
efficient persons (who may be personally unexceptional), and 
who are put on the pay-rolls in such ways as to avoid the 
civil service requirements. These appointments are made at 
the requests of influential people who fail to consider that 
not only do such appointments take unearned money from 
the public treasury, but that they serve to weaken and de- 
moralize the attitude of all other employees toward the work 
which must be done. Such an appointment forcibly brought 
to our attention was that of a “matron” on the janitors’ 
pay-roll, whose duties were unknown even to herself, but 
who was paid at the rate of $12 per week out of the public 
treasury. 


CONTRACTS. 


The investigation of contracts was conducted in the only way 
possible with so large a mass of material, z.e., by the elimi- 
nation of unimportant matters and final concentration upon a 
few vouchers, bills, contracts, etc., which were given careful 
attention. 

A piece of work which attracted notice was the charge for 
painting one of the ward-rooms, which is a one story and a 
half brick building, about 40 by 77 feet. 

This work required the services of three men, working 38 
days each, and consumed 1,125 pounds of paint, besides oil 
and varnish, and cost, all told, $549. 

Another noticeable item was a charge for repairing the 
roofing recently put on City Hall, and this voucher led to an 
examination of the work previously done in the replacement 
of the former copper roofing of this building by the present 
gravel roofing. In the matter of this replacement we were 
unable to find a contract or any written authorization. No - 
inspector’s reports upon the work done were to be found, and, 
as the same deficiency has been manifested in other cases, 
your examiner was forced to the conclusion that a large 
amount of work during recent years has been authorized 
merely by word of mouth, and when completed has been ac- 
cepted only by the same unsatisfactory method, and that 
while such verbal agreements may have been honestly entered 
into and properly carried out, yet the very fact of such verbal 
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orders indicates a fatal lack of system and of records, which, 
if not remedied, must sooner or later land the department in 
serious if not hopeless entanglements. 

Another example of inefficient system is the result of the 
contract for replacing the old wooden Lion and Unicorn on 
the Old State House with new copper figures. The original 
contract was for $620, “furnishing and making exact like- 
ness,’ etc. An additional contract was made later “for 
scroll work and for changes in crown, horn, ete.,” $250. 

Then came a bill amounting to $537.50 more, of which 
some of the details were “ extra manes for lion and unicorn, 
$120”; “horn for unicorn, $15 ”; “1 finished crown, $125”; 
“1 crown two-thirds finished, $75”; “ putting up, $112.” 

It will be noted that the first contract called for a perfect 
reproduction of the original lion and unicorn, and evidently 
a unicorn minus the horn could scarcely have been contem- 
plated ! 

Again, while the second contract, $250, especially men- 
tioned “changes in crown, horn, ete.,” it is evident that these 
things were finally paid for only in the last bill, $537.50. 

The total expense footed up to $1,407.50. Increases of 
similar kinds are abundant among these contracts and agree- 
ments. 

Another rather surprising bill for mason work and plaster- 
ing covered labor $1,447.63, but only $239.50 for materials ; 
and this was after a reduction of some $400 or $500 from the 
bill first sent in. 

Other items were: 

A contract, $700, let to one man, and by him sublet to: 
party able to handle the work. | 

Painters were at work nearly eight months on City Hall 
without a contract, and apparently with no check on the cost. 
to the city. 

Taking down brick tower, ete., #500. No inspector’s 
report, or any other good evidence, to show that work paid for 
was actually done. 

Considerable quantities of furniture and large amounts of 
repairs at high prices and an apparent lack of supervision. 

Other work has been done without any record of its 
authorization and nothing apparently known about it until the 
bill came in. Another example on a smaller scale was the 
purchase of seventy-five gross of special pens at $1.50 per 
gross. Enough to last for ten years if used regularly, but 
these pens are not liked in the office and not used. 

The conclusion of the whole investigation must give the 
impression of a loosely managed business, a “ happy-go-lucky” 
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sort of supervision which depended mainly upon the honesty 
of the “ other fellow,” and which is the reverse of what should 
be required in municipal affairs. 


ARCHITECT’S DIVISION. 


The investigation of this division has comprised so many 
details that it might well require a special report in itself. 
Brevity is essential, however, and the results are as follows: 

The present division is a survival of the former Architect’s 
Department, which came to an end in June, 1895. The last 
annual report of that department gives comparative figures 
for the previous twenty years, covering expenditures by the 
department as a percentage of the payments upon construc- 
tion work, new buildings, repairs, ete. From 1874 to 1891, 
this average percentage is 7.6 per cent.; in 1889 and 1890, 
10.9 per cent.; in 1891, 1892 and 1898, 3.4 per cent., and in 
1894, 4.3 per cent. From the reports of the Architect's 
Division since 1894, these percentages appear as follows: 
1895, 1.2 per cent.; 1896, 3.1 per cent.; 1897, 9.3 per cent. ; 
1898, 3.1 per cent.; 1899, 3.4 per cent.; 1900, 7.5 per cent. ; 
1901, 9 per cent. As these percentages vary irregularly, no 
reliable conclusions can be drawn from them. The total 
annual expenses of the division have averaged $8,442, during 
the past five years. 

The division was established in July, 1895, to complete 
the unfinished work of the abolished Architect’s Department, 
and has been continued upon the theory that there is a consid- 
erable amount of work (mostly repairs, alterations and’exten- 
sions) which can be better and more economically done by 
such a division than by outside architects. This, asa theory, 
is true, but in practice the truth is not so apparent. As in 
all business operations the success or failure depends in great 
part upon the man at the top. 

There is no doubt that there is ample work in the city for 
such a division to do; enough to keep a few good men steadily 
employed with resulting economy for the city; but in the 
past there has been strong opposition in the other departments 
to calling upon the Public Buildings Department for work of 
this character. 

During the years that the division was transferred to the 
Engineer’s Department it appears that a good professional 
standing was built up, but that since its retransfer to the 
Public Buildings Department this standing has been, in great 
part, lost. 

It appears to be the fact. that, rightly or wrongly, many 
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of the other departments have had no confidence in anything 
originating in the Public Buildings Department, and will 
not deal with it if they can help it. 

This view is most unfortunate, and unless it can be elimi- 
nated by persistently effective and economical work in the 
Architect’s Division, it is evident that this division should be 
abolished. 

The present force appears to be capable, and to be deter- 
mined to make the division a success. As practically all 
bills for work done through outside architects and for repairs 
by other departments must be passed upon by this depart- 
ment before payment, it is essential that the Architect’s 
Division should have on file copies of the plans, contracts, 
etc., for all work so done, and I advise such action by the 
Mayor or by the Council as will hereafter compel every out- 
side architect and contractor to promptly file a copy (blue 
print or other) of each plan with the Architect’s Division. 


Goop WorRK. 


The excellent character of certain work done at the Public 
Buildings Department deserves special mention. 

The general book-keeping has been intelligently and accu- 
rately done so far as possible under the instructions, or lack 
of instructions, of the superior officers. 

The book-keeping in the Architect’s Division has also been 
well done. ‘The fuel inspector’s books and methods are 
models of excellence and care. The electrical engineer’s 
work has been well done, and the heating and ventilating 
work also. ‘The draughtsmen in the Architect’s Division 
are good men, thoroughly interested in their work, and I have 
no doubt that if the list of janitors, cleaners and others were 
gone through in detail, the majority of the individuals would 
be found to be desirous of giving an equivalent to the city 
for the wages they receive. 

The trouble has been mainly one of supervision. An 
evident lack of the necessary pushing force at the top. The 
head of this department must have an eye open for all 
economies as well as for all necessities, and he must have 
a full realization of the impossibility of conducting public 
or private business successfully in these days without a com- 
prehensive system of accounts and reports which will allow 
no unportant detail to be lost. 
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COMPARISONS WITH OTHER CITIES. 


Your examiner has obtained from a majority of the ten 
cities mentioned in his first report to you, copies of the 
annual reports of their Public Buildings Departments, and 
after eliminating the items which are not included in Boston’s 
figures, the results appear as follows:

The expenditures set forth for each city do not include 
exactly the same functions in each case, but they are as near 
the mark as can be obtained by your examiner without a 
special investigation in each city. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


The Public Buildings Department is in theory, and should 
be in fact, a subordinate department. Its province is merely 
to assist the executive departments by providing offices and 
materials for them to work in and with. It should not be 
expanded ; it should, on the contrary, be reduced to its lowest 
terms, and kept there. 

On account of the patronage at the disposal of the head 
of this department, it has for many years been carried on 
less in the interest of public business than in the interest of 
whichever political party was in power, and the latter in- 
terest has frequently been diametrically opposed to the 
former. Viewed from the standpoint of public interest, the 
head of this department should be a man thoroughly familiar 
with buildings and building operations —-in short, a practical 
builder —and his time should be given to supervising the 
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execution of contracts for buildings and for repairs and 
alterations to the best advantage of, and least expense to, the 
city. He should be out and about at all times, and have a 
complete system for daily itemized reports from his in- 
spectors, and also a thorough book-keeping system at his office 
which should be simple and yet as comprehensive as possible. 
Your examiner has endeavored to lay out such a system, 
which will be hereafter outlined to you in a subsidiary 
report. ‘ 

A superintendent of this character—an expert upon 
buildings — would be of unmistakable value to the Mayor, 
and to all the other departments whose buildings or offices 
require changes and repairs. Such a man should have as 
assistants capable and practical men in electrical work, in 
heating and ventilating, in architectural draughting, etc., and 
he should have authority to consult with some highly trained 
and successful architect in outside practice whenever im- 
portant buildings or alterations are to be undertaken; like- 
wise with an outside highly trained engineer in ventilation, 
and with an outside electrical engineer, etc. 

These consulting engineers and architect should stand in 
the first grade of their respective callings, and should be re- 
tained by the city upon a per diem basis, 7.e., paid by the 
hour or day for the actual time they are engaged upon con- 
sultation work, the detail work being done by the assist- 
ants to the superintendent, mentioned above, and by addi- 
tional draughtsmen, etc., who can be hired as needed. 

It will be noted that up to this point your examiner has 
made no mention of that portion of the superintendent’s 
duties which consists in appointing and removing janitors, 
cleaners, elevator-men, etc., in the various buildings. It is 
a somewhat suggestive fact that these duties have heretofore 
been the preponderating ones in this departnient. That they 
are important none will deny, but heretofore they have ab- 
sorbed an utterly disproportionate amount of the superin- 
tendent’s time to the unavoidable neglect of other public 
business. 

Appointments must be made. Numbers of applicants for 
these appointments must always, apparently, be vastly in 
excess of the number of places. Choice among these 
applicants requires time and patience on the part of the 
appointing power. Applications are frequently made by 
eligible persons coupled with apparently true statements of 
their families’ urgent needs, and often with pitiful stories of 
actual distress, and these cases must be considered and acted 
upon. This is by no means an easy task. The public that 
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pays the bills must necessarily be patient with the less fortu- 
nate public that has bills to pay. 

Certain applicants, however, should be summarily dealt 
with. For instance, those persons, and they are not few in 
number, should be given short shrift who urge as a reason 
for appointment that they have “thrown up a job” in a 
private establishment, or in another city, in the hope of 
obtaining an easier berth with the city of Boston. 

This question of appointments is not a new one, though 
always a serious one. It is, perhaps, being solved in part 
through extensions of the civil service laws. 

The recent extension of the civil service grades to include 
janitors will hereafter, it is hoped, somewhat relieve the 
superintendent of this department, and allow him to devote 
his time to more vitally important matters. 

These important matters appear to me to be as follows : 

1. To introduce the thorough book-keeping system 
previously mentioned, eliminating all unnecessary books. 

2. To introduce daily detailed reports by inspectors, and 
weekly reports by janitors and others, to be made upon 
standard blank forms. : 

3. To eliminate unnecessary employees and readjust the 
work so as to bear equitably upon those remaining. 

4. To correct the present method of renting the ward- 
rooms and halls, the regular charges for which have hereto- 
fore been frequently remitted as a matter of friendship or 
politics. 

5. To apply a business system to the general conduct 
of the department office, and to arrange certain restricted 
hours for consultations with the superintendent by the pub- 
lic; and other hours for reports, interviews with assistants, 
etc., and still other hours for personally visiting the work in 
process at the various buildings. 

6. To reduce the janitor force in the various buildings to 
a point consistent with both efficiency and economy. 

T. To introduce a method of quarterly reports made to 
the Mayor, stating what work has been done in the previous 
period, and what work is necessary to be done in the coming 
period. 

8. To provide for thorough inspections of all contract 
work, and for complete records of the same. 

9. To select in a manner conformable to law the consult- 
ing architect and engineers herein suggested, and to cause all 
plans for new work or for alterations of importance to be care- 
fully passed upon by them before bids are advertised for or 
contracts made. 
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10. To comply with the laws and ordinances in relation 
to contracts after making such recommendations in regard to 
changes in ordinances as past experience would indicate to 
be practical and beneficial.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, —In accordance with your instructions I have under- 
taken an investigation of the expenditures of the Street 
Department during recent years. 

As the total expenditures for all purposes in this depart- 
ment during the past fiscal year exceeded the amounts 
expended respectively by every city in this country for the 
operation and maintenance of all their departments, except- 
ing only the six largest cities, it may be easily seen that 
in order to reach conclusions which can be depended upon 
and which will be of practical value to the City of Boston, 
your examiners must necessarily give a very great amount 
of labor and care to the investigation. This will be done, 
and whatever results are reached will be submitted to you as 
soon as possible. 
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In this connection, as the matter of street assessments is 
now before the Legislature, it may be advisable to call atten- 
tion to a detailed report upon this subject published as City 
Document 83 of 1901, which includes a financial statement 
of the results of special assessments for the past ten years 
and a codification of the special assessment laws relating to 
Boston. 

I now submit herewith certain considerations upon the 
revenues of the City of Boston. In my preliminary report 
upon expenditures delivered to you on February 10, 1902, 
the matter of the revenues was referred to and the state- 
ment made that a subsidiary report thereon would be sub- 
mitted later. This report is as follows: 


REPORT ON REVENUE. \« 


Two methods of considering the revenues have been 
adopted : 

First, the receipts of various years have been compared 
upon a per capita basis, and also upon a basis of percentage 
with the average of ten years, 1882 to 1891, taken as a 
standard, 100. 

Secondly, Boston has been compared with New York and 
with the average of the same ten cities quoted in my 
report upon expenditures. 

These cities are Chicago, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Balti- 
more, Cleveland, Buffalo, Milwaukee, Providence, Indian- 
apolis and Kansas City. 

The total population of these ten cities is almost exactly 
ten times the population of Boston. The average population 
being therefore practically identical with Boston. All figures 
unless otherwise specified are for the fiscal year 1900, as this 
was the census year. 

Table I gives the total ordinary revenue of Boston for the 
nine years 1892-3 to 1900-1. ‘The figures from which the 
calculations for this table have been made were taken from 
the special publications of the Statistics Department. 

The total ordinary revenue is shown to have increased from 
$14,787,294 in 1892 to $20,503,738 in 1900, or an increase 
of 39 per cent. 

Of this total revenue 86.05 per cent. was collected from 
property taxes in 1892, while 86.43 per cent. was collected 
from the same source in 1900; 5.35 per cent. was collected 
from liquor licenses in 1892, against 5.84 per cent. in 1900. 
Licenses other than liquor licenses furnished about one- 
quarter of 1 per cent. of the revenue in all these years. 
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Fees and fines provided a somewhat larger percentage in the 
earlier years than in the later years, while miscellaneous 
sources provided 7.21 per cent. in 1892 and 6.98 per cent. 
in 1900. 

Compared with the receipts of 1892 as standard, 100, the 
receipts of following years were as below : 

Years and Ratio of Receipts. —1892, 100; 1899) 91.0%: 
1894, 100; 1895, 101; 1896, 106; 1897, dala coals, whales 
1899, 128; 1900, 139. 

Table II gives the sources and amounts of the revenues of 
various cities (excluding borrowed money) for the fiscal 
year 1900. The data for these calculations were taken from 
the Bulletins of the United States Department of Labor. 
Certain of these comparisons are interesting, viz. :

It will be noted that Boston’s taxes were greater than the 
average of the ten cities, though less than New York. Bos- 
ton’s liquor license collections were greater than New York’s 
proportionately, but considerably less than the average of the 
ten cities. In “other licenses” and “fines and fees ” Boston 
is also much behind. 


FRANCHISES. 


In collections from franchises Boston received proportion- 
ately only 40 per cent. of New York’s ratio, and but 18 per 
cent. of the average of the ten cities’ ratios, so that it is 
evident that the question of franchise collections requires 
special attention in Boston. 
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On the basis of population, Boston received 10 cents per 
capita from franchises, New York 16 cents, and the average 
of the ten (nine) cities 29 cents; the highest of the ten 
cities, Baltimore and Providence, being over 60 cents per 
capita, while the lowest, Buffalo and Kansas City, were 
higher than Boston, excluding Philadelphia which gives no 
report of franchises. 

It is certainly surprising’ that Boston, whose situation 
offers almost unrivalled opportunities for public franchises, 
should be, in fact, at the bottom of the list of cities in ‘re- 
gard to the ratio of revenue actually derived therefrom. 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


The collection of special assessments in Boston was 1.38 
per cent. against 3.27 per cent. in New York, and 5.63 per 
cent. in the average of the ten cities. Per capita Boston 
received 63 cents, while New York received 99 cents, and the 
average of the ten cities 102 cents. 


Here again Boston is far in the rear, and it is evident that. 


in this city a very much larger proportion of the cost of 
street construction is paid out of the public treasury than in 
other cities. In other words, the abutters upon new streets 
or reconstructed streets in Boston pay a much less propor- 
tion of the cost of those streets than is paid by abutters in 
the average of the other cities of our table. 

This is a matter of very great importance to Boston, and 
will be carefully considered in my report upon the Street 
- Department. 


BORROWED Monkry. 


,When money derived from loans is considered, Boston and 
New York are found to exceed nearly all the other cities. 
Boston in 1900 borrowed $17.08 per capita, against $25.59 
in New York and against $5.21 in the average of the ten 
cities. Boston borrowed on the average $24.68 per capita 
in each of the preceding five years. These figures include 
temporary loans issued in anticipation of taxes. 

Excluding temporary loans, Boston borrowed in 1900 per 
capita, $5.64, and on the average for the previous five years 
$14.63; New York in 1900 borrowed $12.20 per capita; 
Chieago borrowed practically nothing ; Philadelphia, $4.49; 
St. Louis, nothing; Baltimore, $11.75, and Buffalo, $4.18. 

In proportion to revenue from taxes and all other sources, 
the loans (excluding temporary) made by Boston in 1900 


were 12 per cent., and average of five -years, 38 per cent. ;

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by New York in 1900, 40 per cent.; Chicago, nothing ; 
Philadelphia, 22 per cent.; St. Louis, nothing ; Baltimore, 61 
per cent.; Buffalo, 19 per cent.; Providence, 75 per cent. 
In proportion to total valuations the loans (excluding tem- 
porary) made by Boston were .28 per cent.; the loans made 
_by New York, .84 per cent. 5 Philadelphia, .51 per cent. ; 
Baltimore, 1.06 per cent.; Buffalo, .41 per cent. ; Providence, . 
1.70 per cent. | 

For the preceding five years, 1895-1899, the average loans 
in Boston (excluding temporary tax loans) in proportion to 
total valuations were .76 per cent. 

No comparison of loans can be complete without careful 
consideration of the purpose for which the borrowed money 
was expended in each of the cities. 

It may well be the fact that one city with a high percent- 
age of borrowed money, provided these loans had been 
expended for necessary and permanent construction, could 
be considered more prudent and conservative than a city 
which expended the proceeds of loans for ordinary current 
expenses instead of permanent construction, even though in 
the latter city the percentage of borrowed money should be 
much less than in the former. 


DEBTS. 


These considerations bring us to the questions of the rela- 
tive net debts of these cities and to the relative values of 
their fixed assets of land, buildings, equipments, etc. 

Table III gives the debts of the cities per head of the 
population and also these debts as percentages of the total 
valuations. Boston’s net debt at the end of the fiscal year 
1900 (including County debt) was $91.61 per capita. New 
York’s net debt was $81.27, and the average of the ten cities 
was $38.67 per capita. 

The limit of indebtedness by statute in these various cities 
is also given in this table, viz. : Boston, 23 per cent. of actual 
valuation (average three years, etc.) ; New York, 7,3; per 
cent. of actual valuation (the statute gives the per cent. on 
real estate only). The average of the ten cities, 32 per cent. 
of actual valuation. 

Owing to the passage of special laws for loans ‘outside 
the debt limit ” in Boston, the total net debt now stands at 
44 per cent. of the actual valuation of the year 1900. New 
York stands at 53 per cent. of its valuation, while the 
average of the ten cities is 8% per cent. of their average valu- 
ation. 
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‘Table IV gives the net debts in Boston at the close of 
each fiscal year. The average of the debts for ten years 
1883 to 1892 is taken as standard 100, and the debt of each 
succeeding year compared therewith. 

The ratios of net debts to valuations (wealth) in Boston 
from 1875 to the present time have been as follows: . 
1875, 382 per cent.; 1880, 4.8. per cent.; 1885, 3-8, per cent.; 

1890, 3,8, per cent. ; 1895, 37"7 per cent.; 1900, 52, per cent. 

That is to say, while the valuations increased at the rate of 
20 per cent. during the five years 1885 to 1890, the net debt 
increased at the rate of 26 percent. From 1890 to 1895 the 
valuations increased 16 per cent., and the net debt increased 
19 per cent. From 1895 to 1900 the valuations increased 19 
per cent., and the net debt increased 57 per cent.

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While wealth (taxable valuations) increased 55 per cent. 
in these ten years, the net debt increased 72 per cent., 
and meanwhile the annual payments for sinking funds and 
interest have become 181 per cent. of what they were in the 
year 1892. 

In connection with the debt question it must be remem- 
bered that there is no mystical quality in a sinking fund, as 
is frequently believed, apparently. All the accretions to 
such a fund must necessarily come out of the actual taxes 
and collections of each city (aside, perhaps, from premiums 
on bonds sold above par), and these accretions reach the 
fund through interest payments upon the municipal bonds 
held by the fund. 

The readiness with which loans are frequently made by 
municipalities and eased off by sinking fund provisions 
might be considerably modified if, instead of providing for a 
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sinking fund, the loan should be made payable in definite 
portions each year for a series of years, thereby setting up 
absolute debt requirements which must be paid annually. 
Moreover, when these payments are made, the interest 
charges cease and the complications of sinking fund require- 
ments disappear. 

The practical value of this method of financing a city is 
evidenced in many localities, but nowhere more forcibly than 
in an adjoining municipality whose per capita expenditures 
are one-half greater than Boston’s, but whose debt require- 
ments and interest payments have decreased nearly fifty per 
cent. in the six years from 1895 to 1900, while Boston’s 
payments for similar purposes have increased 38 per cent. in 
the same period. 


REVENUE PER CAPITA. 


Table V gives the revenues per capita in the various cities, 
and the following comparisons are interesting, particularly if 
the wealth (actual valuations) per capita of each city 1s 
noted at the same time.

Boston’s per capita revenue is shown to be greatly in ex- 
cess of that of New York and of the other cities, and this 
showing verifies the figures previously submitted to you in 
my report of February 10, which gave tables to prove that 
the expenditures per capita in Boston were much larger 
than in the other cities. 
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‘The relation between revenue per capita and wealth per 
capita and the percentages of these ratios compared with 
Boston’s ratio as standard, 100, are as follows:

Of these twelve cities Boston’s ratio of revenue to wealth 
is higher than any of the others except the ratios of Phila- 
delphia and Providence. 


CRITICISMS OF PREVIOUS REPORT. 


Concerning the figures of my first report, dated February 10, 
I desire to reply to certain criticisms upon them which have 
appeared in the public press by stating that nearly all of 
these criticisms have been made upon conclusions which 
were not drawn in the report and were not intended to be 
drawn. ‘These criticised conclusions have in the main been 
deduced by the critics themselves and afterwards ascribed to 
the report. Two of these, however, require consideration. 
The first of which is the criticism upon “per capita” as a 
basis of comparison for cities. 

In common with all statisticians I agree that the per: 
capita basis of comparison is not a perfect one, but it is the 
only one which can be readily and accurately computed, and 
it is also the only one used by standard publications like the 
“Statistics of Cities” bulletins of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

It is easier to criticise “per capita” than to find another 
basis which has as many points in its favor as “per capita” 
has. In the present report I have endeavored to present 
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. 
certain tables of comparisons upon the basis of percentage of 
wealth (valuations) and also upon “ wealth per capita,” and 
I have tried comparisons by areas (acres of land) and other- 
wise, but with unsatisfactory results. 

In comparing a city with itself in previous years, however, 
it is quite possible to make satisfactory comparisons on other 
than per capita lines, and I submit some tables herewith upon 
Boston’s expenditures in comparison with Boston’s wealth in 
various years. 

In my first report the conclusions which were actually 
drawn were in fact based upon just such comparisons, 
and the statement that ‘‘ Boston’s expenditures were increas- 
ing faster than either its population or its wealth and that 
this excessive increase of expenditures must be stopped,” was 
drawn from Tables IV, V and VI of that report, which 
compared Boston with itself. Comparisons with other cities 
played no part in these conclusions. 

The second criticism requiring reply is that drawn from 
my statement that “it has been estimated by careful account 
ants that, taking the year together, the average clerk in com- 
mercial business houses does fram twice to three times the 
actual work done by the clerk in municipal offices. This 
statement is not made in disparagement of individual clerks, 
but to contrast the systems,” etc. 

These remarks have been twisted by certain critics, and 
have been applied by them to all city departments of Boston, 
when no such application was intended and no such applica- 
tion can be justified. 

On the contrary, my statement was the consensus of 
opinion of a considerable number of eminent public account- 
ants gathered from many cities to reorganize the municipal 
accounts of Chicago. It applies to the average of the cities 
in this country, and as so applied is doubtless true. 

It is not true, however, when applied to many city depart- 
ments of Boston. In fact, I am acquainted with few com- 
mercial houses whose clerks attend to their business with 
greater care, promptness and efficiency than do the clerks in 
a number of the departments at City Hall; notably in the 
Auditor’s Department, the Treasurer's Department and 
others. 

The Auditor's Department of Boston is everywhere 
acknowledged to be one of the best organized departments 
of its kind in the country, and its publications are universally 
accepted as standard. 

I desire to say a good word also for the Statistics Depart- 
ment. The investigations made by this department have 
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been very thoroughly done, and a vast amount of data has 

been accumulated, tabulated and made available. Certain of 

these data have been used in this report, as already 

acknowledged. ) 
I.XPENDITURES. 


Table VI gives the actual valuations of the various cities 
in 1900. These figures have been reached by raising the 
assessed valuations of the cities (which run from 20 per 
cent. to 80 per cent. of the actual) up to 100 per cent. The 
valuation of Chicago is taken as a round figure from personal 
investigations made by ‘your examiner in that city. The 
table also gives the ratio of expenditures for operation and 
maintenance (current expenses) of each city to its valuation; 
the ratio of expenditures for construction to the same; and 
the ratio of the total of these three to the same, viz. :

In proportion to taxable wealth, therefore, Boston’s ex- 
penditures were relatively less than New York’s, but greater 
than the average of the ten cities. 

Taking Boston as standard, 100, the relative position of 
the cities in this respect (ratio of current expenses to wealth) 
would be as follows: Boston, 100; New York, 150; aver- 
age of ten cities, 77 ; Chicago, 59; Philadelphia, 106; St. 
Louis, 88; Baltimore, 82; Cleveland, 88; Buffalo, 100; 
Milwaukee, 77 ; Providence, 112; Indianapolis, 58 ; Kansas 
City, 59. 

The relation between expenditures and taxable valuations 
must not be forgotten, however, for it is evident that as any 
city’s expenditures increase, its taxable valuations are also 
usually pushed upward in order to get the necessary revenue 
to meet these increased expenses without greatly increasing 
the tax rate, for the reason that the average citizen looks 
more closely at the tax rate compared with other cities than 
he does at relative valuations. 

Table VII gives the actual expenditures of Boston sepa- 
rately for city and for county in the ten years 1892 to 1901, 
inclusive, compared with the average of the previous ten 
years, 1882 to 1891, taken as standard, 100.

CONCLUSIONS. 


It is evident from the tabulations herein given, in addi- 
tion to those of my previous report to you, that viewed from 
any standpoint the expenditures, and conversely the reve- 
nues, of Boston have been increasing annually faster than 
the increase of either wealth or population, and that these 
expenditures are very much heavier per head of the popula- 
tion than in any of the cities of this country excepting only 
a few of the cities and towns immediately adjoining Boston, 
which, for the purposes ofthese comparisons, may properly 
be considered portions of Boston. 

It is also evident that the citizens of Boston (Greater 
Boston) demand as necessities many things, such as_ better 
schools, better streets, better police and fire service, better 
hospitals, and exceptional public bathing facilities, which in 
many less favored communities would be considered luxuries. 

So long as the financial ability of the city to pay for these 
things is not exceeded, the more we have of them the better ; 
but if any point is made evident by your examiner’s investi- 
gations it is this, that Boston has in recent years exceeded 
the limit both in requirements for current expenses and in 
issuance of new debt, and therefore that retrenchment is 
imperative. The pace has been too rapid, and it must neces- 
sarily be decreased. : 

Not only has this condition been shown by per capita 
comparisons, but also by comparisons on the basis of actual 
wealth, so far as such wealth has been found by the tax 
assessors in the various cities. 
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It is true that the tables herein show that Boston’s expend- 
itures in comparison with valuations are relatively less than 
New York’s, and also less than certain other cities; but this 
disproportion arises in most cases from the disparity in the 
valuations of property rather than from lesser proportionate 
expenditures. 

The net debt in Boston per capita is also much heavier 
than in other cities, two and one-half times the average of 
the ten cities, although when this debt is compared with 
wealth (valuations) Boston’s ratio is less than New York’s, 
and less than the ratios of a number of New England cities. 

The causes for these differences in ratios are the same for 
both expenditures and debt, namely, a higher valuation of 
property in Boston, and in New England generally, than is 
the case in other communities. | 

The result of relatively high valuation is that Boston has 
a smaller margin into which valuations can be increased 
than have nearly all the other cities of our tables. 

Boston’s debt, as is well known, exceeds the statutory 
“limit” nearly two for one, on account of loans granted 
by the Legislature outside the limit. Such a practice is 
unknown in almost all other municipalities. 

The conclusions forced upon us by all this mass of mate- 
rial are evidently these : 

That either the ratios of expenditures and debts in Boston 
must be markedly reduced, or that new methods must be 
found for raising additional revenue. | 

The remarks in the body of this report upon revenue from 
franchises, from special assessments, etc., are therefore per- 
tinent. None of these sources of revenue, however, except 
possibly special assessments, can in the immediate future 
become more than additional drops in the bucket, even_ 
though the amounts received from them should be tripled 
or quadrupled. 

There appears to be, therefore, no other recourse than to 
restrain expenditures and to permit no increases of either 
current expenses or loans except for absolutely necessary 
requirements, and thereby to give the needed opportunity 
and time for our wealth and population to resume normal 
relations with our expenditures. This much-to-be-desired 
result must come about naturally within a reasonable time, 
if such a course of unavoidable economy be resolutely taken 
and persistently pursued. ;

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, —In accordance with the instructions of Mr. James 
H. Dodge, City Auditor, I have, with my assistants, made an 
examination of the books and accounts of the City Treas- 
urer’s Department for the fiscal year ending January 31, 
1902. | 

The City Treasurer is also treasurer of the Sinking Funds, 
and is custodian of nearly all of the funds held in trust by 
the city under various legacies, bequests and gifts for par- 
ticular purposes. In virtue of his office he is also custodian 
of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund. | 

On Thursday, April 17, the cash in office was counted and 
the book balances verified. Statements were obtained from 
each of the fifty-four banks and trust companies of the 
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-balances held by them on deposit at the close of business 
on the same date to the credit of the City of Boston, the 
Sinking Funds, and of the other funds, and these balances 
were carefully verified by the books. 

The financial book-keeping embraced by the Auditor’s 
Department, the Treasurer’s Department, and the Collector’s 
Department of this city, supplemented by certain records in 
the Mayor’s Department, forms one of the most perfect 
systems in use in any municipality in this country, and the 
arrangement of checks and balances, verifications in duplicate 
and triplicate, is so complete that it is impossible for items in 
the regular course of business to be in error or to go astray, 
provided only, of course, that the system is actually carried 
out in practice, daily, hourly and all the time, and that the 
verifications and balancings provided by the system -are 
actually made and not neglected nor slurred over. 

Considering thatit is the province of your special examiner 
to establish the fact that this system is carried out satisfac- 
torily and completely, I have given especial attention to this 
matter, and I have also given especial attention to the few 
odds and ends, such as “old claims,” “pay-roll tailings,” 
“sewer assessment refunds,” etc., which are to some extent 
outside the system, 7.e., these items have once gone through 
the system but were not calledfor by the persons to whom 
they were due, and are thereafter paid out of accounts which 
are in the nature of contingent or Suspense accounts. 

All of such items in the treasurer’s cash-books for the year 
have been carefully verified by tracing the payments into the 
receipt-books, and noting the signatures of the recipients, or 
by special vouchers duly filed. 

As this examination was the first annual audit by an out- 
side accountant since the death of the former treasurer, it was 
considered advisable to make it as comprehensive as possible. 

The general draft, special draft, and pay-roll draft-books 
for the year were carefully examined, and the payments for 
interest and other accounts were checked so that we are now 
able to certify that the entries in the books for the past year 
are correct, and that all of the verifications required by the 
book-keeping system between the offices mentioned have 
been done so far as relates to the department examined. 

The bonds and securities in the Trust Funds and in the 
Sinking Funds were also examined and verified in detail, and 
the balances called for by the books of the various funds 
were found to be on hand and to be correct. 

The stubs of all city bonds issued or exchanged during the 
year were examined, and the amounts verified by comparison

with the books and with the actual bonds cancelled and on 
file in the Auditor’s office. 

The income sides of the accounts were also proved by the 
receipts from the Collector, and from other sources. 

The total of cash in office, deposits in banks and securities 
in the various funds on April 17, 1902, amounted to nearly 
thirty-two million dollars, as follows:

In addition to these items are the income accounts from 
certain of these securities which are carried as “special 
accounts ’’ in the Treasurer’s books, but not as “ funds.” 

All footings; postings, and balances of the general ledger 
accounts were proved, and the Balance Sheet of March 31, 
1902, was completely verified, thereby establishing to our 
satisfaction the accuracy of the Balance Sheet at the close 
of the fiscal year, January 31, 1902. 

In the course of the examination only such minor errors 
were found as were evidently clerical ones, and only such 
slight discrepancies in cash balances-in-hand as must neces- 
sarily occur in transactions of such magnitude. In fact, such 
minor discrepancies prove the general accuracy of the 
accounts rather than otherwise, as they show that the facts 
have been stated exactly as they occur, and have not been 
manipulated to fit the book requirements. 

The results of the examination, therefore, covering, as 
book entries, receipts of over fifty-three millions of dollars 
during the year, and covering disbursements of nearly the 
same amount, as well as transactions in the sinking funds 
and trust funds aggregating as book entries nearly thirty- 
seven millions of dollars more, are eminently satisfactory, 
and it is no more than justice for your examiner to state that 
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it. is evident from the examination that the officials and 
employees of this department have carried out their various 
duties during the year with accuracy, efficiency, and honesty. 

In the course of the examination, certain items were pointed 
out by the Treasurer or were found by us which require 
attention as follows: 

Among the trust funds is the Webb Franklin School Fund, 
invested in one $1,000 bond of the City of Boston. It was 
stated that no interest had been collected upon this bond for 
many years, and that authority was required from the Law 
Department or from the Council to clarify the matter. 

The Sawyer-Marcella Street Home Fund is in practically 
the same condition. This fund contains two bonds of the 
City of Boston for a total of $2,300. 

The books in which the trust funds have heretofore been 
kept are inadequate, and your examiner has advised the 
opening of a larger and more complete set, and this is in line 
with the intentions of the Treasurer. 

The sewer assessment refunds books are in poor condition 
and should be rewritten, — preferably upon a card system, as 
there is still outstanding a large number of items due to 
persons who originally paid these assessments, which were 
later declared unconstitutional by the courts. 


The Expenditures of the Treasurer’s Department Compared 
for Ten Years. 
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While the total business done (payments) increased from 
100 per cent. to 178 per cent. in the ten years, the running 
expenses increased only from 100 per cent. to 131 per cent. 
That is to say, while in 1892 the running expenses were 
13-100 of one per cent. (.0018) of the business done, they 
had been relatively reduced in 1901 to 95-thousandths of 
one per cent. (.00095) of the business done. 

This decrease of expenditures compared with business 
done is therefore very satisfactory. 

Compared with inorease of wealth and increase of popula- 
tion, the results are as follows: 


Increase of expenditures, Treasury Depart- 


ment, in ten years : : : : 31 per cent. 
Increase of wealth in Boston, ten years : 29 per cent. 
Increase of population in Boston, ten years 23 per cent. 


These results in the Treasury Department, when com- 
pared with results in other departments, previously reported 
upon by your examiner, are notable and encouraging. 

Apparently the conclusion may be fairly drawn that when 
@ municipal office is carried on for a long series of years in a 
business-like manner, and when the officials and employees 
-who have been especially adapted to their work by the ex- 
periences of these years are retained, and when this retention 
has been dependent wholly upon merit and behavior, the 
results are all that can be asked for, and these results then 
can be favorably compared with the corresponding outcome 
in successful banks or business houses.

Sir, — Before submitting to you a report upon the Street 
Department which is now in course of examination according 
to your instructions, it seems advisable to state certain gen- 
eral conclusions which have been reached during the progress 
of the investigations in this and other departments. 

These conclusions apply with equal if not greater force to 
other cities, and your examiner has been led to them as much 
through his experience in various other cities as through the 
present investigations in Boston.

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The present appears to be an opportune time to make a 
special report of this character on account of the annual 
meeting of the National Municipal League, which is now 
being held in this city, and the presence in connection there- 
with of many noted municipal officials, statisticians, and 
highly trained students of municipal affairs, who are particu- 
larly desirous of introducing the best modern methods into 
municipal accounting throughout the country. 

This report therefore relates to the methods of municipal 
accounting looked upon as a whole — as a complete system — 
in the same way that it is common to consider the accounting 
methods of our great railway corporations as complete, 
accurate, and satisfactory systems of account. 

In comparison with the municipal reports of almost all 
other cities in this country, the financial reports of the City 
of Boston are superior. The City Auditor’s report is more 
comprehensive, and at the same time much more intelligible 
than are any of the other large cities’ reports. Certain of 
the departments’ reports, however, need to be completely 
revised and rearranged in order to bring them into line with 
the Auditor’s schedules, and to so adjust them that they will 
supplement and amplify the more generalized statements of 
the chief financial officer’s report. 

There is, however, one important particular in which the 
inquiring citizen in Boston is at the same disadvantage that 
he is in practically all other cities. This particular is the 
alphabetical arrangement of the departments and subdivisions 
in the Auditor’s reports. 

The reason for the alphabetical arrangement has been the 
heretofore excellent one, that there was no other standard 
arrangement which had been accepted and adopted by any 
number of cities, and which could also be practically applied 
to Boston’s accounts. 

Within the past few years, however, the National Munici- 
pal League has attempted to provide such a standard arrange- 
ment, and it is one of the objects of this report to show what 
would be the results of the application of this system to Bos- 
ton’s accounts, and these results are shown by the schedules 
appended hereto. 





City DEPARTMENTS’ ANNUAL REPORTS. 


Before taking up these schedules, however, it is necessary 
to consider the place which the annual printed statements of 
the separate departments should take in a comprehensive sys- 
tem of municipal reports. 
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It is evident that the chief financial officer’s report (Comp- 
troller or Auditor) cannot, in a large city, contain all the 
items of receipts and expenditures in every department of the 
city government without becoming unwieldy and bewildering. 

The Comptroller’s Report must therefore deal with the 
facts and figures in detail only down to certain practical 
limits, and after that point these facts and figures should be 
set forth in the particular report of the department in question. 
In a complete system of municipal reports, the interlocking 
of the department reports with the chiet financial officer’s 
report is therefore an essential feature. At present the 
annual reports of the departments are issued in great num- 
bers each year in Boston, and their cost is many thousands of 
dollars annually for paper and printing, without corres pond- 
ing advantage being derived from them. Ex-Mayor Mat- 
thews, in his valedictory address delivered in 1895, after- 
administering the government of Boston for four years, says 
of these reports previous to 1891: : 

«The annual reports of the different departments I found 
to be much fuller than those published by most cities; but 
they were deficient in financial information. Statistics relating 
to the total cost or net results of the various public under- 
takings described in the reports were almost wholly lacking, 
and, when given, generally inaccurate ; while the few compara- 
tive statements of annual expenditures and receipts were 1n- 
complete and misleading. . . - 

«Tt may be said of the department reports, as a whole, that 
they contained little information of the kind described; and 
that such information as they did contain was always insuth- 
cient, generally inaccurate, and often purposely misleading.” 

« This condition of affairs made it impossible for any citi- 
zen to secure, without a most laborious investigation, accurate 
and complete information concerning the original cost of our 
various public undertakings, the annual cost of the various 
branches of municipal service, and the probable annual 
revenues. 

While these department reports have greatly improved 
since these paragraphs were applied to them, they are still 
far from being satisfactory to-day, and it is evident that no 
more important work can be undertaken by your present 
examiner, in codperation with the Auditor’s Department 
and with the Statistics Department, than to endeavor to 
rearrange as many of the department reports as possible 
along the lines of the best and most modern methods and 
practice. 

The only way in which these various reports can be made 
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to give identical statements of the same matters is to have 
them passed upon by the Auditor or other authority who 
shall have control over the schedules and detailed figures of 
all financial reports. While at present the Mayor has the 
power to establish the forms of all reports, yet the detail 
work involved in the examination of them renders it impos- 
sible for the Mayor in person to do more than pass upon the 
general form and possibly upon the text of any department 
report. 

The establishment of permanent annual schedules is ex- 
ceedingly important. 

These schedules should be uniform in character and com- 
prehensive in scope, with series of carefully designed tables 
showing first in gross and then in detail the results of the 
year in question in comparison with the results of past 
years — five years or ten — together with proper use of com- 
parisons by percentage, and with accurate tabulations of the 
total costs to date of all permanent construction and with 
subsidiary tables of details. The issue of these reports 
should be made immediately after the close of the fiscal year 
in order for the matter in them to be of interest and value. 
The absurdity is evident of publishing an annual report 
many months behind the time it should appear, and when, as 
has happened in certain departments, a year elapses before 
the report appears, it becomes a mere waste of the taxpayers’ 
money. Reports of this character should of necessity be 
issued promptly, or not be issued at all. . 

Few of the department reports as now published are read 
by any one except professed students of municipal affairs and 
by officials of similar departments in other cities, yet they 
might be made very instructive and valuable parts of our 
municipal machinery by proper use of such schedules and 
comparisons as have been suggested above. It is evident 
that they should become so or be abolished altogether. 

It would be, however, unjust and untrue to infer that none 
of the department reports of Boston are satisfactory. On 
the contrary, some of them, like the Street Department 
reports and the City Engineer’s reports, are exceedingly com- 
prehensive, and give evidence that much care and intelligence 
have been devoted to their arrangement and to their tabula- 
tions. There are many others which have called for great 
labor and perseverance on the part of their compilers, and 
your examiner does not intend to detract from the eredit 
which should be bestowed upon good work of this character. 
Notwithstanding this, it is apparently the fact that a large 
number of the annual reports are of no value, and that 
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dependence for information in regard to most of the depart- 
ments is placed wholly upon the City Auditor’s reports, or 
upon the carefully designed tables of the Statistics Depart- 
ment. 

The Statistics Department tables are very carefully and 
thoroughly prepared, but the time required for such thorough- 
ness is liable to render the reports less valuable than if they 
could be issued immediately upon the close of the fiscal year. 
If leaflets or pamphlets could be promptly issued in which the 
departments and functions of the city government should be 
taken up one ata time in comparative schedules and tables 
and brought down to date, even though absolute accuracy in 
all the minute details should not for the moment be attained, 
they would prove to be very important additions to the 
literature of the city. 

Absolute accuracy in minute details, which, of course, is 
essential also, could very properly be taken care of in later 
publications intended to be of historical importance. 

In all our great commercial enterprises the bookkeeping is 
so designed that results can be deduced almost immediately 
upon the: close of a fiscal period, and the same ought to be 
true of municipal accounts. It is true, indeed, in the 
Auditor's Department, where an admirably designed set of 
books, accurately and concisely kept, permits the total results 
to be known almost as soon as the last entry is made. The 
extension of this system to the departments, together with the 
establishment of a central financial authority which should 
have full power to design the department reports and compel 
observance of its requirements, would ina reasonable time 
make Boston in this respect, as the city is already in many 
other respects, a model for the great municipalities of this 
* country.

The first important feature of these schedules is the arrange- 
ment of the summaries or statements of totals. These follow in 
order of importance, and precede the detailed statements in every 
case, 7.¢./ First appear consolidated, summary statements. 
Schedule A -1, B—-1, ete. 

Then follow subsidiary detailed statements of the items in the 
first schedule. Then more detailed statements of the items in 
the secondary schedules, and so on down to the lesser items of the 
accounts. 

The next important feature of the League’s system is the dis- 
tinction between ‘‘ Revenue and Expense” accounts which are 
statements of the receipts and expenditures of the fiscal year, 
and the ‘* Balance Sheet’ accounts which are statements of 
condition of the city’s assets and liabilities at the end of the fiscal 
year. These are the usual distinctions of commercial book- 
keeping. 

The third important feature is the emphatic distinction between 
‘‘ ordinary ”’ revenue and expense, and ‘‘ extraordinary ” revenue 
and expense. ‘The former relates only to the income of the city 
from ordinary sources (excluding sales of bonds and other capital 
accounts), and to the expenditure of the city for ordinary running 
expenses, ¢.€.. For operation and maintenance. The latter — 
extraordinary —relates only to income from extraordinary sources 
like borrowed money, etc., and to expenditures for permanent 
construction or other capital outlay. 

The fourth important feature, and one which is practically 
the creation of the League, is the arrangement of the totals and after- 
ward the details of the departments accounts, not in alphabetical 
order, but in an order based upon the general purpose or function 
of each department or division of the municipal government. 
This arrangement is applicable to every city and town, and under 
it the figures of annual reports can be recast and rearranged 
without serious interference with the accepted methods and books 
in any of these cities, provided of course that these methods and 
books are already sufficiently detailed and are accurate statements 
of the facts. | 

Nearly all cities’ accounts state the individual facts correctly 
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at present, but one trouble is that they state too many discon- 
nected facts, while the main trouble is that the arrangement of 
these statements in the report is, generally, neither logical nor 
intelligible. | 

Referring to the attached Schedules, A-1 gives the consoli- 
dated summary of the total receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year, including everything which enters into the debits and 
credits of the year, and also the balances of cash on hand at the 
beginning and at the end of the year. 

Schedule A-n gives the large items which together make up 
the total receipts item in the first schedule, and these figures are 
arranged to accord very closely with the plan adopted by Carroll 
D. Wright, U. S. Commissioner of Labor in the publications of 
his department in relation to the ‘‘ Statistics of Cities” of 30,000 
population and over. 

Schedule A-m1 gives the corresponding items which make up 
the total of the expenditures in the first schedule. 

Schedule A-1v divides the total revenues and expenditures 
into distinct categories ‘‘ ordinary,” ‘‘ extraordinary,” ‘* trust 
funds,” and ‘* temporary accounts.” 
~ Schedule A-v takes up a more detailed study of the 
‘ordinary ’’ and ‘‘extraordinary’’ items arranged in groups 
according to general purposes or functions. 

Schedule A-vr expands the items of the previous schedule in 
still more detailed figures and gets down to the revenues, appro- 
priations and expenses by departments and divisions, still grouped 
according to the League’s system. 

Schedule A-vu takes up the budgetary questions, balances 
forward, appropriations, additions, transfers to and from, ex- 
penditures and balances remaining, with the departments still 
grouped as before, and finally : — ; 

Schedule A—virr consists of the ultimate details of each 
department’s accounts so far as the Auditor's or Comptroller’s 
report will deal with them, taken up in order separately, and 
with sufficient space given to each so that all the important 
divisions of expenditure, viz. : — salaries, expenses, rent, lighting, 
printing, etc., of each can be completely set forth. 

Schedule B-1 sets forth the balance sheet at the end of the 
fiscal year, with the assets and liabilities, first in gross and there- 
after in detail, B-m, B-1m, etc. These (B) schedules are not 
given herein on account of the space which would be required for 
them. 

It will be seen that the schedules progress consistently and 
steadily from the gross statements to the details, each schedule 
being an ‘amplification of the preceding one and in complete 
harmony with it, and all arranged upon a definite, consistent and 
uniform system applicable to any and all municipal accounts.

Sir,-—In accordance with your instructions I have, with 
my assistants, made an investigation of the Street Department 
and submit herewith a report upon certain divisions thereof. 

The expenditures for all purposes in this department in 
the fiscal year 1901-2, amounted to over five and _ three- 
quarters millions of dollars, which exceed the total expendi- 
tures for maintenance and operation of all the departments 
in each city of this country excepting only New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, St. Louis, and Baltimore. 

Of these five and three-quarters millions of dollars, almost 
exactly one-half was expended through ordinary appropria- 
tions, viz; — $2,883,739.14. 

This amount was expended through the operations of nine 
divisions whose percentages of the total ordinary expendi- 
ture were very nearly as follows: 1. Central Office, 1 per cent; 
2. Bridge Division, 6 per cent.; 8. Cambridge Bridges 
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Division, 3 of 1 per cent.; 4. Ferry Division, 8% per cent. ; 
5. Paving Division, 82 per cent.; 6. Sanitary Division, 213 
per cent.; 7. Sewer Division, 12 per cent.; 8. Street Clean- 
ing Division, 12 per cent.; 9. Street Watering Division, 6 
per cent. 

As this investigation was undertaken primarily to discover, 
if possible, wherein the expenditures of the past ten years 
have been excessive and what relations the expenditures of. 
later years bear to those of former years, I have devoted the 
greater part of the time to the examination of those divisions 
whose ratios of increase of expenditures are the greatest. 

These ratios are shown in Table I, attached hereto, which 
gives “a” the total expenditures of each division each year 
for the past ten years, viz.: —1892-3 to 1901-2, and “b” 
the ratios of the expenditures of the past five years to the 
average expenditure of the fiscal years, 1894, 1895, and 1896, 
taken as standard, 100. 

These three years were chosen for the reason that each rep- _ 
resents a different administration, viz.: — Mayor Matthews, 
Mayor Curtis, and Mayor Quincy, and an average of these 
years was considered to be as fair a basis as could be readily 
obtained with which to compare the results of. later years. 

In the same table the ratios of increase of population and 
of wealth (taxable valuations) are given for comparison with 
the expenditures of these divisions. 

It will be noted in the table that while population has 
increased 154 per cent. in these six years (1895 to 1901), 
and, while wealth has increased nearly 21 per cent. in the 
same time, the increases of expenditures in most of these 
divisions have been considerably greater and are as follows: 


PERCENTAGE OF INCREASE OF EXPENDITURES IN SIX

Central Office, 29 per cent.; Bridges, 39 per cent.; Cam- 
bridge Bridges, 44 per cent.; Ferries, 14 per cent.; Paving, 
88 per cent.; Sanitary, 36 per cent.; Sewer, 20 per cent. ; 
Street Cleaning, 16 per cent.; and Street Watering, 110 per 
cent. 

As it is evident that all of these divisions can not be com- 
mented upon ina single report with any approach to fullness 
or fairness without making the report of unwieldy length, I 
have been compelled to take up these matters in three parts, 
and will confine the present report to the first four divisions, 
viz.: Central Office, Bridges, Cambridge Bridges and Ferries. 
A second part will attempt to cover the Paving Division and 
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the Sewer Division, while the third part will deal with the 
Street Cleaning Division, the Street Watering Division, and 
the Sanitary Division (garbage removal). 


First PART. 


Central Office Division, Bridge Division, Cambridge 
Bridges Division and Ferry Division. 


Central Office. 


Reference to Table I shows that the expenditures in this 
division did not increase materially until 1901. In that 
year various items were included in Central Office expendi- 
tures which in other years were charged to other divisions. 
The salary of a secretary was also added in 1901. 

The increases in the charges for printing during these six 
years are rather striking, viz.:

1894-5-6. 1897. 1898. 1899. 1900. 1901. 
100 % 147% 238%, 154%, 211%, 499%, 


This increase of nearly 400 per cent. in six years is due 
in part to the fact that in 1901 certain charges heretofore 
entered against other divisions were in that year entered 
against Central Office as mentioned above. Notwithstand- 
ing this fact, however, it is evident that the actual printing 
charges were greatly increased last year, and this conclusion 
is in line with the statements of your examiner’s report upon 
the Printing Department submitted February 17, 1902. 

Office and travelling expenses were also considerably 
larger in the last two years than in previous years, although 
the gross amount of work done as measured by gross expend- 
itures was no greater in those years than in preceding 


years. A portion of this increase is explained in the same 


manner as the increase of printing mentioned above. 


Bridges. 


Table II (a) gives the expenditures of recent years of 
the Bridge Division in comparison with the average expense 
of the three years, 1894, 1895, and 1896, also the expendi- 
tures for Cambridge Bridges Division.

Table II (6) gives the drawtenders’ and assistants’ salaries 
in these years upon various bridges of the Bridge Division, 
and Table II (¢) gives similar figures for the Cambridge 
Bridges Division. Comment upon these figures is unnecessary 
further than to call attention to the increase of expenditures 
in the later years, and to note that the effect of the eight-hour 
law must be taken into consideration before drawing con- 
clusions from these comparisons. Table II (6) and Table 
II (ec) are appended. 


Ferry Division. 


The City Auditor’s report for the last fiscal 

year states on page 250 that the total 

expenditures for the East Boston ferries 

for the forty-four years since 1858 have 

been. . ; . $8,705,287 15 
And the total receipts have been ; . 0,009,841 90 


——

Or an average loss of $72,624 per year for the forty-four 
years. 

For the past ten years the average loss is given as 
$102,164, and the past three years the average loss is given 
as $151,288. It is evident that the losses on account of the 
ferries are increasing with somewhat alarming rapidity. A 
careful investigation of. the accounts of this division has 
therefore been made. 

The ferries were purchased by the city in 1870 for 
$275,000. ‘The expenditures made previous to that year 
were for real estate purchases and for the construction of 
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avenues in East Boston which were charged to the ferry 
accounts. 

Table III (a) gives the appropriations for ferries for each 
year of the past decade, 1892-8 to 1901-2, and the expendi- 
tures under different headings for the same period. The 
receipts are also given for these years. 

Table III (0) gives the corresponding percentages for the 
results of each year of the past five years compared with the 
average results of 1894, 1895 and 1896, taken as standard. 
These tables are appended. 

During the ten years the appropriations increased from 
$215,000 per year in 1892, to $250,600 in 1901, or 164 per 
cent., and the ordinary running expenses of the ferries in- 
creased from $211,567.19 in 1892 to $248,754.06 in 1901, 
or 174 per cent., while the ordinary receipts increased from 
$154,667.81 in 1892 to $167,879.86 in 1901, or 82 per cent. 
That is to say while the expenses increased 17% per cent., the 
receipts increased only 8% per cent., and practically all of this 
increase was from tolls from foot passengers, the tolls from 
vehicle traffic having remained at about the same figures, 
notwithstanding the great growth of population, wealth, and 
amount of business done in the City of Boston during these 
ten years. 

In addition to the ordinary running expenses are the ex- 
traordinary expenditures for new boats, landings, head-houses, 
slips, etc. These expenditures amounted to #579,561.10 in 


_ the ten years, but were partially offset by sales of boats to U.S. 


Government and other receipts amounting to $182,084.50. 
The average extraordinary expenditure per year, net, has 
therefore been $44,747.66. To this expenditure must be 
added the interest upon the money originally invested by the 
city in the purchase of the ferries in April, 1870, $275,000, 
and upon the city debts created by issues of bonds for funds 
from which the extraordinary expenditures have been made, 
and there should also be added a sufficient charge for depre- 
ciation, or else a charge for annual payments into sinking 
funds for the redemption of these bonds. 

The average charge for interest should be about $22,000.00 
annually, and the charge for depreciation, or for payments to 
sinking funds, should be about $15,000.00 annually, so 
that the ferries, looked upon as “Public Industries,” have 
been confronted with expenditures for all these purposes 
amounting to over $300,000.00 per annum, while the receipts 
have only amounted to about $160,000.00 per annum. 

It is evident that this state of things would not be tolerated 
in a private business. It should not be tolerated in munici- 
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pal management. ‘The ferries are necessarily public indus- 
tries similar to the water works, or the markets, or the print- 
ing plant, and like all of these they should have been handled 
as separate businesses, and made to stand each upon its own 
feet with charges for the services rendered, which should be 
put at such a figure that the revenue derived therefrom 
would be sufficient to pay all of the expenses, economically 
administered, including interest and provision for sinking 
funds. 

The argument, which has heretofore been invoked to allow 
the ferries to run along as they have done at an average loss 
of $150,000 or more per year in recent years, is this, that 
the ferries are public highways for the citizens of East 
Boston, and that they take the place of the streets and bridges 
with which other outlying portions of Boston are connected 
with the central city, and therefore that the service should 
not be expected to pay, but on the contrary should be made 
entirely free, just as the above mentioned streets and bridges 
are. Moreover it has been said that the development of East 
Boston for business purposes would be greatly assisted by free 
ferries, and that the results to the city from increased taxes 
would more than repay the losses on account of the abolish- 
ment of ferry tolls. These were the arguments used in City 
Document 64 of 1877, and City Document 86 of 1878, which 
advocated reduction or abolishment of tolls. Document 112 
of 1872 gives the opinion of the City Solicitor of that year to 
the effect that the City Council had no power under the Act 
of the Legislature, 155 of 1869, by which the ferries were 
purchased, to abolish the tolls except by the apportionment of 
the cost of the ferries partly upon the city and partly upon 
the owners of real estate in East Boston and Breed’s Island. 

Table IV gives comparisons of the taxes collected by the 
city from the East Boston district for each of the last ten 
years, and also the percentage of each of the amounts to the 
total taxes collected throughout the city in that year. These 
percentages are as follows:

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They show a remarkable and constant decrease. ‘That is. 
to say, while the expenses of the ferries for the benefit of 
East Boston have constantly increased the burdens which 
other parts of the city have had to bear, the relative portion 
which East Boston has paid has been less and less with each 

ear. 

: This result is directly contrary to the argument advanced 
for the reduction of the ferry tolls in years past, and would 
appear to completely upset any objection to restoring the 
ferry tolls to such a point that the expenses, including 
interest and depreciation, would be taken care of by the 
receipts. Under such conditions the citizen of East Boston 
would evidently pay only his fair share of the city burdens, 
while the citizens of Roxbury and Allston and South Boston, 
etc., who now pay quite a proportion of those ferry expenses 
would be relieved from what is apparently unjust taxation. 

With a ferry rate of two cents for foot passengers or three 
tickets for five cents and with the same traffic as in past 
years the receipts would have paid all expenses including 
interest, and could have laid by in sinking funds a consider- 
able percentage of the outstanding amounts of bonds issued 
for ferry construction. 


Requirements for New Boats, Ete. 


The justice and importance of establishing the ferry tolls 
at figures which will pay the expenses of the service is fur- 
ther emphasized by the fact that the city is now confronted 
with the necessity for extensive repairs of boats and build- 
ings and for purchase of new boats which will demand new 
loans and therefore additional requirement for interest and 
for sinking funds, while at the same time the traffic over the 
ferries and the receipts from foot passengers thereon will 
doubtless be considerably diminished upon the completion of 
the tunnel now in course of construction between Kast Boston 
and the city proper. East Boston (Wards 1 and 2) for the 
past ten years has had on the average about 8 per cent. of 
the population of the whole city. It had, in 1900, 23 per 
cent. of the total real and personal valuation of the city, and 
it has contributed on the average about 2.4 per cent. of the 
total tax collections. 

It appears therefore that in connection with the ferries 
. there is an opportunity to save to the general treasury of the 
city over $150,000 per annum, and not only would such an 
increase in tolls be justified by the facts above given, but 
also thereby the City of Boston would take the only safe 
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ground upon which “municipal industries” can be estab- 
lished, viz.: That each industry must be viewed as a business 
enterprise of the city, separate and complete in itself, and 
with its own revenues, its own expenditures, its separate and 
complete set of books in which the actual assets and liabili- 
ties (original capital invested by the city, bonds issued, ete., 
etc.) are accurately kept, and its separate annual report in 
which all the summaries and details of the year’s business 
shall be set forth with proper allowances for interest, depre- 
ciation, requirements of sinking funds, etc., exactly as though 
the enterprise were a private business. In fact every * mu- 
nicipal industry” is a private business venture of the city, 
and although not primarily for purposes of profit yet subject 
to the same laws of business in almost all ways that private 
ventures are. Only by this method can the public have 
information as to whether its money has been wisely invested 
in these enterprises or not. This method is now advocated 
by all municipal experts threughout the country, and has 
been adopted and is being adopted in all progressive cities, 
particularly in connection with municipal water works and 
electric light plants. 

The gross expense per annum of maintaining the ferries, 
including interest charges and depreciation, has been nearly 
equal on the average, to the whole amount of the tax col 
lections from East Boston, while the net expense of the 
ferries has been about forty-three per cent. of these col- 
lections. That is to say, out of every dollar of taxes 
collected from East Boston (Wards 1 and 2) ninety-five 
cents have been paid over immediately for the support and 
construction of the ferries, while of this ninety-five cents 
only fifty-two cents have been returned through the ferry 
tolls. In the future, upon the completion of the street car 
tunnel to East Boston, probably a larger percentage of the 
taxes will have to be paid to maintain the ferries if the 
estimate of the division officials, that the ferries will then 
lose 60 per cent. of their present receipts, is correct, and on 
the basis of the present rate of tolls. 


Ferry Tolls. 


These present rates for tolls were established by the Board 
of Aldermen in 1887, when the previous rates were horizon- 
tally reduced fifty per cent., upon the theory, which has been 
stated above, that a reduction of these tolls would stimulate 
enterprises in East Boston and bring returns in increased 
taxes to the city. 
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The tables herein given do not support this theory, and it 
is evident that the reduction was a mistake and a costly one. 
The present schedule of toll rates should be entirely re- 
arranged and equalized, for not only should these tolls be put 
at figures which will provide the revenue necessary to cover 
the expenses, including interest and depreciation, but, as the 
present schedules are unequal in their charges, they should 
also be equalized. The following are instances of this ine- 
quality. At present three persons in a pleasure carriage 
with one horse, pay 4 cents, or in package tickets 22 cents, 
while those same three persons if walking would pay three 
cents, and if riding upon an express wagon or other “team” 
would pay 6 cents. A hack with two horses, four persons, 
and driver will pay 6 cents, while a light “team” of two 
horses, driver and four men will pay 12 cents. 


Bookkeeping and Reports. 


An examination of the books and accounts at the Ferry 
office in East Boston has been made. The income side of 
the accounts is excellently kept, the forms of daily reports of 
cash received by the gate-men and toll-men are well devised, 
and the entries in the books are properly made. There are 
satisfactory methods for proving the mathematical accuracy 
of the book entries, so that, provided all of the actual cash 
collected by the toll-men and gate-men is turned in to the 
cashier, the system is excellent. There are, however, no 
methods for checking the actual money collected by the toll 
or gate-men, and in this respect the system is deficient. On 
the expenditures side, while the actual book entries are 
carefully and accurately made, and the books present a very 
neat appearance, the system is the same which has been used 
for twenty years or more, and is antiquated and cumbersome, 
and should be rearranged and simplified immediately. 

The annual report of the Ferry Division is also compli- 
cated and somewhat unintelligible. Your examiner is prepar- 
ing a new form of report for this division with a series of 
standard schedules, comparisons with previous years, and 
other matter similar to what has already been outlined in my 
previous report to you upon Department Accounting. (Docu- 


ment 62, Part VI.) 


Free Passes. 


Since the Ferry Division was made a part of the Street 
Department, in 1895, the employees of all the divisions of 
the Street Department have been given free passes over the 
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ferries, under orders of a former Superintendent of Streets, 
whereas all other departments are compelled to pay for fer- 
riage. ‘These free passes have amounted to about $1,200, and 
represent that much loss to the ferries, besides complicating 
the bookkeeping and interfering somewhat with proper 
footings in the accounts. I recommend therefore that all 
free passes be abolished. 


Wharf Lease. | 


Just previous to the purchase of the old ferry company by 
the city in 1870, a lease was entered into by the company for 
certain wharf property upon the Boston side at the rate of 
$4,000 per annum for 999 years. 

This wharf is not now used by the ferries, but the pay- 
ment of the lease continues. The Penal Institutions Depart- 
ment sub-rents the wharf at the rate of $2,000 per year, and 
this payment goes into the sinking funds, as your examiner 
is informed. ‘This condition of things is unsatisfactory, and 
the lease should be modified, if it is possible, so that the fer- 
ries shall be relieved of this unnecessary burden. 


Physical Condition. 


The present condition of the boats, houses, slips, drops, 
etc., etc., has been recently set forth in full detail in an 
admirable report by two mechanical engineers after an exam- 
ination of the property, and this report has already been pub- 
lished in the daily papers. Messrs. William F. Keough and 
William L. Toby, who make this report, have had wide 
practical experience in boat and engine building, and they 
point out many requirements for removals and repairs which 
demand serious and immediate attention. In a supple- 
mentary report they estimate the cost of the work, which 
they have advised to be done immediately, at about $39,215, 
exclusive of other work which must also be done soon in 
order to keep the boats in condition for use. 

In conclusion, therefore, it may be stated that the ferries 
need much immediate attention, viz.: 


1. In regard to their physical condition. 

2. In regard to their finances. 

3. In regard to their bookkeeping system and annual 
reports, and 

4. In regard to making them in fact and in name a 
‘municipal industry,” with the use of their own revenues, 
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first, for the purpose of paying their own running expenses ; 
secondly, of paying the interest on bonds issued for ferry 
purposes; thirdly, for paying annual and sufficient amounts 
into the sinking funds for the redemption of the ferry bonds ; 
and fourthly, for paying over the balance of revenues, if any, 
to the public treasury after providing for new construction 
and for depreciation.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 
TRANSMITTING

Sir, —In accordance with the instructions of Mr. James 
H. Dodge, City Auditor, I have, with my assistants, made 
an examination of the books and accounts of the Collecting 
Department, and report as follows : 

The total collections for the year 1901-2, turned over to 
the City Treasurer, were $32,08 9,337.10. 

Of these collections $7,531,000.00 were received from the 
Commonwealth on account of the purchase of the Boston 
Water Works for the Metropolitan District, and $3,657,- 
383.91 more were received over the counter as ‘cash 
deposits’ on account of licenses, interest, and other items, 
leaving $21,800,953.19 as the collections made on account 
of the tax levies of various years and from miscellaneous 
sources. 

The balance of outstanding and uncollected accounts at 
the beginning of the year was $7,206,103.48, and out of this 
amount $734,414.19 was abated, while $441,993.78 addi- 
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tional uncollected accounts (net) are shown at the end of 
the year, leaving the total balance uncollected on January 
31, 1902, $6,913,683.07. 

These large balances of uncollected accounts are partly 
fictitious. According to the experience of past years the 
city will recover not more than two-thirds of this stated 
asset, leaving a very large amount to be hereafter abated. 
This large amount consists in considerable part of balances 
of poll taxes uncollected and in great part uncollectible, viz. :

The polls back of 1897-8 have been abated by order of 
the City Council in accordance with recommendations made 
by your examiner in previous years. A careful calculation 
of the cost of collecting poll taxes was given in the report 
upon this department last year, which showed that for a 
series of years 31 per cent. of the total polls assessed were 
collected, and that the cost of collection amounted to nearly 
one-half of the money received. 

I therefore suggest that the outstanding poll taxes for 
1897-8 be abated by the following order which is in the form 
approved by the Corporation Counsel last year, viz. : 


“ Ordered, That the City Collector be hereby authorized 
and directed to cancel the balances standing upon the books 
of his department for money due on account of the poll taxes 
for the year ending January 31, 1898, which on January 31, 
1902, amounted to $214,391.00, specified in his account 
thereof, recently transmitted to the City Council, and the 
Collector and the sureties on his bonds are hereby relieved 
from all liability for the collection of such taxes.” 


It is evident that the collection of poll taxes by the 
deputies should be pushed more energetically. If twice the 
amount were collected, then as the deputies are salaried 
officials and as the expenses are therefore fixed expenses, the 
ratio of cost of these collections would be radically reduced. 
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OUTSTANDING ACCOUNTS BETWEEN DEPARTMENTS. 


On April 1, 1901, as stated in my report last year, there 
were in the Collector’s hands for collection bills amounting 
to $197,125.28 for charges made by one city department 
against another. During the past year these accounts have 

een paid or abated only to the extent of $9,105.58, leaving 
still outstanding $188,019.75. These accounts encumber 
the books, and should be paid or abated immediately. After 
a careful examination of these accounts I have drawn up 
typewritten schedules of each department’s items, and suggest 
that each of these be sent with a letter from the Mayor’s 
office, requiring the prompt attention of the heads of depart- 
ments to these items, so that they may be paid so far as the 
charges are correct and proper, and abated so far as they 
have been improperly charged to the departments respect- 
ively. 

These schedules of items have been submitted separately. 


EXPENDITURES OF THE COLLECTOR’S DEPARTMENT. 


In Table I, appended hereto, are given the total expendi- 
tures for carrying on the Collector’s Department in each of 
the past ten years, 1892-3 to 1901-2 

These expenditures are compared, first, with the total 
collections turned over to the Treasurer each year, and, 
secondly, with these total collections diminished by the 
“cash deposits,” ¢.e., by the money which comes in over the 
counter from licenses, state payments, etc., which require no 
exertion on the part of the Collector’s Department. 

From this table it is evident that the expenses of the 
department in proportion to business done by the exertions of 
the department (omitting “ cash deposits ”) have not varied 
greatly in the past ten years, and average about 5,5 of one 
per cent. This pergenlage for the past three years has been 
reduced to about 4, of one per cent. on account of the 
increase of business done in these recent years. 

The ratios of expenses of the department for the past ten 
years, compared with the expenses of 1892 as a basis and 
with the corresponding ratios of population and wealth, are 
as follows:

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Table Ila gives the collections on account of taxes 
assessed in each of the past ten years. The ratio of collec- 
tions each year to the taxes levied for that year show a 
continual diminishing percentage of collections during the 
year in question. 


Percentage of Collections of Taxes for Ten Years. 
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Table III gives the collection from the ‘various sources 
of revenue of the last fiscal year in totals and in percentages, 
and it is apparent that 563 per cent. of the collections 
were from taxes of that year and previous years; 238% per 
cent. were from the payments of the Commonwealth for the 
Water Works, including interest; 7 per cent. were from 
water rates, etc.; 43 per cent. were from liquor licenses ; 
24 per cent. from Street Department revenues, sewer assess- 
ments, etc.; 13 per cent. from Bank taxes; 3 of 1 per cent. 
from Rapid Transit collections ; $ of 1 per cent. from Lay- 
ing Out and Construction of Highways, and the balance 
from about thirty different sources in lessening proportions. — 

Table IV gives the collection of taxes in 1901-2 by Wards. 

Out of a total of $14,977,756.76 in the whole city,

Ward 15, which provided $119,058.07, or .79 per cent. 


RESIDUE OF TAX SALES. 


The cashier of the Collector’s Department has been accus- 
tomed to hold certain residues from tax sales, amounting on 
April 30, 1902, to $1,614.75, of which $623.75 was on 
deposit at the Massachusetts National Bank, and the balance 
was in cash or cash items at the office. As this is practi- 
cally a trust fund of the city, I advise that it be transferred 
to the Treasury Department and handled with the other trust 
funds, of which the Treasurer is custodian. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR FRAUD OR WASTAGE OF THE 
Pusiic Money. 


When cash has once reached the hands of the cashiers and 
tellers in the Collector’s office there is very little chance for 
it to be diverted from the regular course, and daily deposits 
of all the Collector’s receipts are made with the Treasurer. 
The system of verifications in triplicate with the Auditor’s 
books and with the Treasurer’s books is all that can be 
desired on the score of accuracy and security. 

Before the cash is turned in by the deputies, however, 
there is opportunity for a dishonest deputy to “ pilfer consid- 
erable sums,” as was stated in the examiner’s report last 
year, “by failing to turn in money collected from taxpayers 
whom he may know to be careless about taking receipts or of 
preserving them when taken. 

“This can be remedied, probably, only by changing the 
men occasionally from district to district.” 

«As a matter of fact,” the report states, “ very little pecu- 
lation of this description has occurred in the department, 
which speaks well for the integrity of the deputies.” While 
it is true that the total amount of money taken in this way 
has been small, it is nevertheless true that occasionally in 
past years what has appeared to be pilfering of this character 
has been turned up, and the offender, if he could then be 
reached, has been compelled to make good the discrepancy, and 
if he could not be reached, the loss has been made good by the 
Collector himself, or otherwise. Notwithstanding these few 
discrepancies, the great majority of the deputies have proved 
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themselves by many years of service to be honest and to be 
reasonably efficient. No cases of actual peculation made 
during the last administration of the Collector’s office have 
been found so far as your examiner is aware. 

There has been for many years, perhaps, some lack of 
stringency in the supervision of this department. Men have 
come and gone without a satisfactory system for daily reports 
of work accomplished by each deputy, and without sets of 
books or sheets which should show the comparative 
results of the work of the different men each month. Such 
methods and systems of daily reports are in your exanuiner’s 
opinion essential in order to increase the efficiency of the 
outside work. 

The inside work of the tellers and clerks varies greatly in 
amount at different seasons of the year. Sometimes the 
clerks are overloaded, and are obliged to work in the even- 
ings, and at other times there is comparatively little going on. 

Your examiner’s observation of the daily work done leads 
him to infer that after two o'clock, when the office closes to 
the public, much less work is done proportionately than is 
done in preceding hours. 

The custom, which has sometimes been abused, of pay- 
ments to clerks and others of comparatively large sums for 
extra work, may be criticised as offering inducements for 
inaction during regular hours, the result of which is that 
extra time is put in and extra pay drawn therefor. There 
is no doubt that in many, and perhaps the majority, of cases 
extra time is actually required and properly paid for, but, 
notwithstanding this, there has been apparently some wastage 
of the public money from this cause. This should, of 
course, be promptly remedied. 

Another custom, which has grown up in this department 
and in many other departments, and which should be discon- 
tinued, is that of carrying over deficits from one administration 
to the next. When a new appointee takes charge of a 
municipal office and finds that his predecessor has left the 
department in debt, that is, with expenses incurred in the 
previous year unpaid, and which must be paid out of the new- 
comer’s appropriation, he is very likely to think it only a fair 
thing that he should do the same by his successor, and that 
thereby “one hand will wash the other.” This custom is 
somewhat widespread in the departments, and must necessa- 
rily be sharply criticised. 

In a later report your examiner will take up this matter 
at somewhat greater length. 

An important point, which needs to be considered and ree- 
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tified, is the matter of collection of costs for advertising and 
other expenses of tax sales. At present the department’s 
appropriation is charged with all of these costs, which are 
recoverable against the estates sold for taxes. When 
recovered, however, instead of being turned into the depart- 
ment’s credit as repayments of these expeuses, these receipts 
go into the general treasury and the Collector’s Department 
gets no benefit from them. This acts as a decided brake 
upon the needful activity of the Collector in promptly adver- 
tising and selling, or threatening to sell, estates whose taxes 
are not paid, while if these repayments were turned in to the 
credit of the department there could be no excuse for lack of 
diligence in prosecuting the collection of delinquent taxes. 

It is evident from this examination that the Collector’s 
office has been honestly and accurately administered, that all 
money received has been properly accounted for, and that, as 
the appended tables show, the low point in percentage of col- 
lections was passed two or more years ago, and this percentage 
is now slowly arising again toward the larger figures shown 
by the earlier years of our tables. This proof of a turn in 
the tide and of increasing efficiency in the office should be 
regarded with satisfaction, and the attempt should be earnestly 
made to still further increase the efficiency of the department 
along the lines suggested above and otherwise. These views 
are strongly endorsed by the present administration of the 
office. |

Sir, — Herewith I submit a rearrangement of the annual 
report of the Ferry Division of the Street Department for 
the past fiscal year, 1901-2, in accordance with the suggest- 
ions made in my report of May 8, 1902. (City Document 
62, Part VI.) This rearrangement is in the form which in 
your examiner’s opinion should be made a standard for all 
reports of departments of a similar character. 

The report as rearranged gives: Ist, a statement of the 
total receipts (revenue) of the department for the year and 
what disposition was made of these receipts; 2d, a statement 
of the total appropriations for the year, with balances of pre- 
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vious appropriations brought forward, expenditures there- 
under, and balances carried forward; 8d, a statement of the 
«Results of operation” for the year, viz.: Total receipts, 
total expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary), charges for 
interest, depreciation, and decrease of stock of supplies on 
hand (if any), etc., making total expenses of the year after 
allowing for increase in value of real estate, etc., and leaving 
finally an excess or deficiency of receipts for the year, 2.e., 
a gain or a loss upon the operations of the year. In this re- 
port this balance is a loss of $107,288.39 for the past fiscal 
year. 4th, the Balance Sheet at the end of the fiscal year, 
giving all the assets and all the liabilities of the division 
under three heads, “available,” “contingent, and “fixed.” 
5th, comparative tables of Receipts, Appropriations and Ex- 
penditures in detail for the last five fiscal years. These tables 
are exceedingly important and valuable. 6th, comparative 
Balance Sheets for the same period. Tth, a detailed state- 
ment of the total expenditures of the ferries since the 
accounts were opened in the city’s books in 1858-9. (The 
ferries were purchased in 1870.) 

Following these tables are others giving details of the work 
of the year and the financial results thereof. 

Taking this rearranged report and comparing it with the 
form in which reports have been published for many years in 
the Ferry Department, the marked advantage of the present 
form will be evident, not only on account of the clearness, 
consistency and conciseness of the new form, but also from 
the fact that the figures given in the present form are in har- 
mony with the figures given in the reports of the City 
Auditor for the same period, and both of these sets of figures 
are now in accord with the facts so far as your examiner 
has been able to ascertain by careful investigation. 

I therefore urge that the arrangement of this report be 
followed in all other departments or divisions which are in 
general similar to the Ferry Division. This can readily be 
done by introducing tables in these other department reports 
which shall correspond to those herein, and which shall be 
arranged in the same order from 1 to 7. Following these 
there may be added such other tables, statements and explana- 
tions as appear to the head of the division or department in 
question to be advisable and necessary for the particular 
requirements of his department.

Hon. PATRICK A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, — According to your instructions I have made an in- 
vestigation of the books, accounts and reports of the Street 
Cleaning, Street Watering and Sanitary Divisions of the 
Street Department covering the last ten fiscal years. In 
connection with this investigation a comparison has been 
made of the expenditures in these divisions with the expend- 
itures for similar purposes in ten of the largest cities in 
this country, and also with those of certain foreign cities, 
namely: Manchester and Birmingham in England; Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow in Scotland, and Paris, France. ‘The 
civic reports of these cities for various years were obtained 
and were carefully studied, tabulated and compared. 

Schedules are appended hereto which give the results of 
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this work in as simple and yet in as comprehensive form as 
we were able to devise. ‘The difficulties which arise when 
comparisons of this sort are attempted, are exceedingly 
troublesome, and the results, even though much effort and 
care have been bestowed upon the figures and deductions, 
must yet be somewhat tentative. Certain general conclu- 
sions may be safely drawn from these tables, however, and 
it is only by the continual endeavor to draw comparisons of 
this sort that ultimately a considerable measure of uniformity 
will be brought into systems of municipal accounting and 
into the forms and tabulations of city reports. In your ex- 
aminer’s opinion, nothing is more important in municipal 
affairs of this country at the present time than bringing uni- 
formity of method and practice into city accounts so that re- 
lable comparisons may easily be made of the results of 
municipal work in cities of the same class, and so that each 
city may be enabled to profit by the experience of the others. 


FOREIGN CITIES. 


Tables “A” and “B” appended explain themselves by 
means of references and foot-notes which give the derivations 
of the figures and the deductions. From these tables it is 
evident that the expenditures of Boston for cleaning and 
watering streets, for garbage disposal, for sewer maintenance, 
for maintenance of pavements and for street lighting are 
greater per head of the population, per mile of streets and 
per square yard of streets than the corresponding expendi- 
tures of the first four foreign cities above named, but that 
Boston’s expenditures for these purposes are relatively much 
less than those of Paris. 

A careful study of these tables will bring out many inter- 
esting points, and they are submitted by your examiner in the 
hope that they may be found suggestive, especially along the 
line of bringing about greater uniformity in municipal SYs- 
tems of accounting, notwithstanding certain unavoidable im- 
‘perfections in the “tables, which have been already explained. 


CITIES OF THIS COUNTRY. 


Similar comparative tables “C” and “D” have been 
drawn up covering the expenditures of New York and of the 
same ten cities of this country which were used by your 
examiner in previous reports of this series. These cities have 
collectively ten times the population of Boston, and there- 
fore the average population is practically identical with that 
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of Boston. Some of the deductions from this table for the 
fiscal year 1900 are as follows:

It is evident by these figures that Boston’s expenditures 
for nearly all of these purposes are much heavier, both per 
capita and per mile of streets, than are the corresponding 
expenditures of New York or the average of the other cities. 


COMPARATIVE AMOUNTS OF WorK DONE. 


In order to intelligently determine whether Boston’s greater 
expenditures were efficiently or inefficiently expended, a series 
of comparisons of the amounts of work accomplished by these 
expenditures has been instituted, and the results are submitted 
in tables “ E,” ete., which follow: 


COMPARISON WITH OTHER CITIES. 


In Table “E” are set forth figures showing Boston’s ex- 
penditures for street cleaning and watering and garbage re- 
moyal in comparison with certain domestic and foreign cities. 
The functions of street cleaning and watering are so com- 
bined in many cities that it is necessary to make comparisons 
based on the cost of both together. Reference to the figures 
for domestic cities shows that, excepting New York and 
Chicago, the expense per mile for cleaning and watering 
streets may be stated as about $600 in other cities as against 

~about $1,200 in Boston. The small expenditure in Provi- 
dence is explained by the fact that all street sprinkling, 
except a trifling amount in the immediate vicinity of City 
Hall, is done by private contract and paid for by abutters 
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upon the public streets. In the case of foreign cities the 
expenditures for street cleaning and watering in the four cities 
of Great Britain mentioned in the table compare closely with 
those of the domestic cities cited above. Paris, however, is 
very much in excess in this line of expenditure, as indeed in 
nearly all others relating to streets. These figures are partic-- 
ularly valuable in showing how much more Boston is doing 
in this line of work than most other cities, either domestic or 
foreign. 

Reference to the comparative figures for garbage removal 
and disposal in Boston and the domestic and foreign cities 
cited in the table shows that here, as in the case of street 
cleaning and sprinkling, Boston exceeds other cities in ex- 
penditure. In the foreign cities the functions performed 
and the expenditures vary so widely that a close comparison 
is difficult, the figures being especially affected in those 
cities which have an inadequate system of sewers. The 
per capita basis is used as the only one available for com- 
parisons, and it will be noted that in the domestic cities the 
expenditures indicate an average of about one-third of those 
of Boston. 


INCREASE OF EXPENDITURES IN BOSTON DURING THE 
Past. TEN YEARS. 


Of the total ordinary expenditures of the street department 
for the year 1892-8, the amount expended by the Street- 
Cleaning Division was $288,320, or nearly 12 per cent. The 
amount expended in 1901—2, ten years later, was $356,446, 
or 12 and 2-5 per cent. 

The relative expenditures of the division for ten years are 
shown by the following ratios, which indicate a steady increase 
during the period. The expenditures of 1892 are taken for 
the purposes of this comparison as standard, 100.

During the ten years the increase of population in Boston 
was 23 per cent., and the increase of wealth (taxable valua- 
tion) was 29 per cent., so that the expenditures of the Street- 


a a 
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Cleaning Division have about kept pace with the increase of 
population. 


ToTAL Cost OF STREET CLEANING. 


While the above figures give an accurate statement of the 
amount expended under the appropriation for the Street- 
Cleaning Division, they do not constitute a complete state- 
ment of the cost of cleaning the streets of the City of Boston, 
for the reason that a large amount of work of this character in 
the suburban districts, Dorchester for example, is paid for out 
of the appropriation for the Paving Division. 

Table “« F”’ contains a series of figures made up from the 
reports of the Street Department, and here these additional 
expenditures are added to show the total cost of street 
cleaning. Eliminating the cost of snow removal, which is an 
exceedingly variable amount, the total cost of street cleaning 
for the year 1892 is shown to have been $260,804.34, in- 
creasing in 1901 to $367,108.59, or an increase of 40 and 
76-100 percent. During this period of ten years the miles of 
streets to be cared for increased from 443.34 miles to 496.90 
miles, or an increase of about 12 per cent. This ratio of in- 
crease of expenditure is considerably greater than the increase 
of either population or wealth in Boston during these ten 
years. 

An examination of the details of expenditures of the 
division as given in table “F” shows that the principal 
items of increase are for the patrol system and for stable and 
yard expenses. The expenditures for the patrol system in- 
creased from $26,989.56 in 1892 to $69,996.13, or an 
increase of 159 per cent. 

The expense of stable and yards increased from $25,799.73 
in 1892 to $50,469.64 in 1901, or an increase of.96 per cent. 
The cost of sweeping streets increased during nine years 
from 100 per cent. to about 114 per cent., but decreased in 
the last year to about 98 percent. of the expenditures for 
1892. The cost of superintendence decreased slightly in the 
ten years, and other items than those mentioned above vary 
but little. 


WorK DONE. 


Table “G,” compiled from the tables contained in the 
street department reports, is designed to show the work 
accomplished by the expenditures set forth in preceding 
tables. If the increase of expenditures has been justifiable 
there should be corresponding increases in the items in 
the table. A comparison of the figures contained in the 
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table with those of the preceding tables gives results as 
follows: 

The total miles of streets reported cleaned in 1892 was 
8298.06 and in 1901 was 11,808, or an increase of 42.29 per 
cent., While, as shown above, the expenditures of the Street- 
Cleaning Division increased only 234 per cent., which in- 
dicates increased efficiency and a lower cost per unit for work 
performed. This conclusion is corroborated by the figures 
published in the department reports, which show a decreased 
cost per mile for the machine sweeping of the streets. By 
an examination of the figures relating to the work of the 
push-cart patrols it appears that more than three times as 
many barrel loads of material were removed in 1901 as in 
1892. As the expenditures for this patrol system in 1901 
were only about 22 times those in 1892, it is evident that 
increased efficiency and economy were also attained in this 
branch of the service. 


STREET WATERING jinn 


The method of conducting this division of street expen- 
diture has undergone various changes during the past ten 
years. On March 6, 1895, this division was separated from 
the Paving Division, and placed in the charge of a deputy 
superintendent. Up to 1895 it was the custom to let out to 
contractors the watering of the Back Bay and South End 
districts. This arrangement did not give satisfaction, and 
in 1895 day work was substituted for contract work in these 
districts. Prior to 1891 all street watering was done by 
private subscription, but in that year the city began watering 
the macadam streets, leaving the other paved streets to be 
watered by private subscription. In 1898 a further change 
was made, and the city undertook to water all streets and to 
recover the expenses thereby incurred by levying special 
assessments at the rate of 5 cents per foot of frontage, upon 
all estates which were within four miles of City Hall and 
which abutted on public highways. - Outside of the four-mile 
limit, the street watering was paid for out of the general tax 
levy. 

In 1899 the method of assessment was modified and so 
arranged by districts that those receiving the most service 
should pay the highest rate of assessment. These districts 
were somewhat changed in 1900 in the endeavor to make a 
more equitable arrangement, and afterward, on recomendation 
of the Mayor, the City Council ordered that all watering of 
streets should be paid for out of general taxation. 

By Table “ H,” herewith, it appears that from 1892 to 1896 
a steady decrease of expenditure occurred, indicating in- 
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creasing efficiency of management. In 1897 the expenses 
were increased by the payment of a water bill, amounting to 
$76,980. Otherwise the expenditures for that year re- 
mained about the same as for the three preceding years, while 
after 1898 the expenditures were more than doubled by the 
city’s action in undertaking to water all the streets.

By reference to Table “I,” compiled from the department 
reports, it will be seen that the miles of streets watered in- 
creased from 277.32 in 1892 to 460 in 1901, an increase of 
nearly sixty-six per cent. The increase in expenditures for 
the same period, per Table “ H,” was seventy-four per cent. 
At the same time it may be noted that the efficiency of the 
cartage was decreased from about two and one-half miles per 
cart in 1898 to a little less than two miles per cart in the 
later years. This additional cost and decreased efficiency 
may be explained in part at least by the increased difficulty 
attendant upon watering the granite paved portions of the 
city. 

: ELECTRIC RAILWAY WATERING CARS. 

In Appendix I, attached hereto, is given a brief account 
of the experience of Boston with watering cars intended to 
run over the electric railway tracks and to water the streets 
in a more rapid and more economical manner than can be 
accomplished by the ordinary watering carts. This sort of 
service has been installed with apparent success in a number 
of cities, and quotations from official letters from some of 
these cities are included in the appendix. It would ap- 
parently be to the public advantage if means should be found 
for removing the legal or other obstacles in the way of this 
improvement, so that a successful street sprinkling service of 
this description can be established and continued in this 
city. 

SANITARY DIVISION. 

The functions of this division are the collection and dis- 

posal of house dirt, ashes and offal. These functions have 
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not varied greatly in the past ten years, except in regard to 
the final disposal of waste and offal. In 1892 the bulk of 
house offal and also that collected from markets was carted 
to scows and towed to sea, while a portion of the garbage was 
disposed of to farmers. In 1894 the New England Construc- 
tion Company began to reduce a small portion of this offal at 
a plant on Gibson street, Dorchester, but in 1895 this plant 
was closed by the Board of Health in response to appeals 
from citizens of Dorchester, and the material from that dis- - 
trict was again disposed of by sale to farmers. In 1897 an 
arrangement was made with the New England Sanitary 
Product Company, whereby this company should receive and 
dispose of the greater part of the city offal at a plant to be 
erected by them at the “Calf Pasture.” In 1898 this 
garbage plant began operations, and in this year another plant 
controlled by the City Refuse Utilization Company at Fort 
Hill wharf also began operations for disposing of com- 
bustible waste. 
In Table “J” will be found the expenditures of the 
Sanitary Division for ten years. Deducting certain con- 
struction work, the expenditures for ten years expressed in 
percentages have been as follows:

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Of the considerable increases of expenditures during the 
past three years about 10 per cent. were incurred through 
payments to the New England Sanitary Product Company, 
and about 1 per cent. more on account of payments to the 
City Refuse Utilization Company. That is to say, if these 
payments were eliminated the expenditures expressed in. per- 
centages would become:

On April 1, 1897, the dumping and disposal of offal at 
Highland street, Roxbury, was dispensed with. This neces- 
sitated the hauling of offal from that district to the South 
Knd yard, which tended to increase the expenses. From 
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1898 to 1901 the item of rents was largely in excess of pre- 
ceding years, and in 1900 and 1901 the results were very 
appreciably affected by the operation of the eight-hour law. 

The expenditures of the Sanitary Division in 1892 were 
$469,371, or 19% per cent. of the total ordinary expenditures 
of the Street Department, while in 1901 they were $623,000, 
or 214 per cent. of the total. 


WorK DONE. 


The amount of work done by this division, as indicated by 
the total number of loads of material of all kinds removed, 
has increased 224 per cent. in the last ten years. ‘This 
increase is shown year by year in Table “ K,” compiled from 
the department reports. It has been shown above that 
eliminating the items of expenditure on account of the 
garbage plant and refuse destructor the expenses increased 
214 per cent., indicating that the increase in the amount of 
work performed was somewhat greater than the increase of 
expenditures. 

In Table “K” are given certain figures relating to the 
cost per load of material removed, which are based upon the 
total expenditures of the department, and the total number 
of loads removed. ‘These figures show a decreasing cost per 
load up to 1899, from which point the cost increases to a 
figure somewhat in excess of that of 1892. 


METHODS FOR DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


A number of years ago your examiner had occasion to 
make a very careful investigation of the various processes for 
garbage disposal which were then before the public, and at 
that time it was evident that none of these processes were 
more than partially successful from either the financial or the 
sanitary point of view. 

These conclusions were the same as those reached by other 
impartial examiners, and they hold true in great part to-day. 

In Appendix II., attached, is given an analysis of the 
present contracts of the City of Boston with certain refuse 
destroying corporations, and comparative figures of costs per 
ton of material destroyed during the years that these contracts 
have existed are also given. It is apparent that these costs 
per ton are being considerably reduced year by year, and this 
is a fact of hopeful significance. Garbage destruction in 
every large city is an exceedingly difficult, expensive and 
unsatisfactory matter, yet is imperatively demanded for sani- 
tary reasons, while success can only be worked out through 
a long series of experimental plants, each succeeding plant 
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having some improvement over its predecessors. Boston’s 
contributions to these experiments have been valuable, and 
the costs to the city thereby have been no greater, and prob- 
ably have been proportionately less, than the costs to other 
cities which undertook extensive operations of this character 
previous to 1896. 

Such success as has been attained elsewhere has come 
about largely through insistence by the sanitary and other. 
authorities upon the separation of the refuse of every house- 
hold into three distinct parts, viz.: 1, ashes; 2, paper and 
other combustibles; 8, garbage (swill, etc.), and upon a 
separate barrel or can in every house for each of these 
classes of material, special carts and routes being established 
by the department for the collection of each class separately. 
These requirements have not been sufficiently emphasized in 
Boston, and without them very little can be further done to 
improve the sanitary conditions and at the same time to lessen 
the expense of destruction. 

The experience and methods of New York are exceedingly 
instructive in this connection, and Boston should immediately 
take steps to follow these methods closely, both in regard to 
legal enactments requiring “ three-part”? separation, and in 
regard to the thorough and impartial enforcement of such 
requirements by the sanitary inspectors and the police. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


It is evident from the tables herewith submitted that the 
expenditures for cleaning and watering the streets, and for 
the removal of garbage in Boston, are very much _ heavier 
than the expenditures for similar purposes in other large 
cities of this country or of Great Britain. It is also evident 
that a considerable proportion of this expenditure is justified, 
first, by the greater amount of work required by public 
opinion to be done in Boston in comparison with that 
required in other cities of this country ; and, second, by the 
higher rates of wages paid to employees in Boston in com- 
parison with the rates paid by the cities of Great Britain and 
certain cities of this country. It is also evident that, in the 
main, there. has been in Boston some increase of efficiency 
in these departments in recent years, measured by the amount 
of work reported done for a given expenditure, and such a 
showing must be considered gratifying and encouraging. 

Nevertheless, it 1s also evident that, measured by the work 
accomplished per unit of expenditure in private business, 
2.e., by contractors and others, there is abundant opportunity 
for still further relative decrease in expenditures in each of 
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these divisions and for still greater increase in amount of 
work performed per unit of expenditure. 

The work of each of these divisions is technical in its 
nature and should have, as it frequently has had, thoroughly 
trained technical men with business capacity and experience 
as heads of the divisions and departments. All work of this 
character depends wholly for efficiency and success upon the 
man at the top, exactly as it does in private affairs, and a 
final and satisfactory condition of such service can only be 
reached when our cities find the way to make municipal 
superintendence an attractive field for the trained and capa- 
ble engineer, whose tenure of office will be assured so long 
as efficiency and economy are maintained by him. A muni- 
cipal official of this character will require the additional 
assurance that by means of an accurate and uniform system 
of city accounting and reports the facts of his success or 
non-success will be impartially recorded and published so 
that his employer, the public, may promptly ascertain the 
value of his services by comparing his record, thus pub- 
lished, with the records made by other similar officials in 
other cities of about the same size and condition, or with the 
results of previous years in the same city. 

Your examiner’s investigation of these divisions is there- 
fore seen to lead to the acknowledgment of the same re- 
quirements that the previous investigations of other depart- 
ments have led to, namely: the establishment of a practical 
system of uniform municipal accounting and reports as a 
basis for identifying and retaining the capable and efficient 
officers and dispensing with the services of the indolent, in- 
capable or dishonest ones. Sucha requirement for a uniform 
system of municipal accounts has recently been made a part 
of the statute law of the State of Ohio, and the practical 
working out of this system in that State will be watched with 
increasing interest throughout the country, and in your ex- 
aminer’s opinion the practical demonstration of its success, if 
attained, will be followed by the passage of similar legisla- 
tion in many other Commonwealths of the United States, and 
the system will, not improbably, be extended to other coun- 
tries whose institutions are in general similar to our own. 
The effect of such a system upon the publicity of municipal 
affairs, and the resulting improvement in the efficiency and 
the economy with which such affairs must hereafter be con- 
ducted, can only be left to the imagination until actual re- 
sults are demonstrated by practical experience in Ohio and 
elsewhere.

STREET WATERING DIVISION. 


FACTS IN REGARD TO USE OF STREET WATERING CAR 
ON ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


From Report of Superintendent of WStreets of Boston for 
1896. Page 383. 


“ Considerable attention was given the past year to the 
system of watering, in use in other cities, by means of 
electric watering cars. This system has been on trial for 
some years with great success. After formal correspondence 
and apparently satisfactory arrangements with the West End 
Street Railway Company, hydrants were constructed in the 
section of the city shown on the map herewith annexed for 
the purpose of giving the system a thorough trial. From 
the five hydrants as indicated on the map, a very large terri- 
tory might be watered at a comparatively small expense. 
After one day’s trial, the West End Railway Company 
notified the department that under their charter such service 
was not allowed, and the experiment was discontinued. A 
bill has been introduced in the State Legislature this year 
providing that street railways may enter into contract to per- 
form such work, and on its passage this system will be given 
a fair trial, and, if the results are satisfactory, plans will be 
made for the extension of the service the coming year. 
Pending the passage of the bill, the West End Street Rail- 
way Company have refused to consider any proposition. 
They oppose the department bill, and will probably be able 
to hold back the so-called ‘permissive bill’ until such time 
as it is too late to make arrangements for this season. This 
electric sprinkling car service would be of the greatest value 
on the long macadam roads extending through the suburban 
districts, where proper watering is a matter, under the present 
system, of too great expense to be undertaken.”

“The trial of watering streets by electric watering cars 
has proved such a success that it should be one of the 
earliest efforts of the department to make the West End 
Street Railway Company water the streets through which 
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its tracks run. If this is accomplished the increase demanded 
for the regular force could be provided from the carts 
removed from the streets on which the West End Street 
Railway Company will operate its cars. Nothing is risked 
in saying that not only could the division do this, but it 
could also give extra watering service throughout the city.”

‘¢ As mentioned in my last report, it was expected that a 
thorough trial would be given the electric watering-car ser- 
vice. The matter, however, was blocked by the manage- 
ment of the West End Street Railway Company and the 
experiment still remains untried. Under present conditions, 
however, I anticipate no trouble of this sort the coming 
season, and the subject will be thoroughly gone into.”

“In many of the cities heard from very little is attempted 
in the line of street watering, . ... and in a number the 
street railway companies are obliged to contribute to the 
expense of watering, or render some actual watering service.”

“ One electric watering car was in service during the sea- 
son, and gave excellent satisfaction. It was not possible to 
extend the system, owing to certain uncontrollable condi- 
tions.”

‘The car sprinkler proved after trial that it would be a 
satisfactory addition to our street-watering force. The 
American Car Sprinkler Company furnished the car for the 
test free of charge, and the only expense incurred was that 
for labor, freight and insurance. The experiment extended 
from June 15 to the end of the season. From close obser- 
vation the following appears to be the utmost daily working 
capacity of the car:

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“To do the above work it is assumed that hydrants are 
conveniently located, that is, about 4,500 feet apart. In 
treating macadam or asphalt streets, six sprinklings are 
necessary. 

“A fifty-foot roadway is the extreme width of a street 
which can be taken care of by the car; anything wider will 
be left dry near the gutter. The car does its best work on 
paved streets, and can be worked to the best advantage in 
the outlying sections. One car does the work of three and 
one-half ordinary watering carts.” 

Expense of four months test as per report of Deputy 
Superintendent, 1898, was $1,448.70, but these figures can- 
not be taken as a reliable basis to work from, as they covered 
only certain expenses borne by the city for the purpose of 
making a test. So far as the test went in Boston it can only 
be said that the testimony of the Street Department officials 
is all distinctly favorable to the employment of a car or cars, 
and when interviewed in regard to the matter they have 
stated that the experiment was entirely satisfactory to them, 
but that the extension of the service was prevented by the 
action of the street railway company. 


The following portions of correspondence are pertinent: 


(a.) From American Car Sprinkler Company under date 
of July 28, 1902: 

«The results of the tests in the City of Boston were not 
made public to us; in fact, we never made any special effort 
to obtain the precise results, owing to the Elevated Road’s 
opposition to running the cars. .... We do know that the 
City of Boston considered it very favorably and desired to 
make a contract with us for cars, but we were unable to 
accomplish this owing to the opposition of the West End 
Road. 

«We have our car in quite a number of cities. In this 
State it is in Fall River, Quincy, Lowell, Lynn, Worcester 
and Holyoke. 

“We have always taken contracts for sprinkling the entire 
city, or for furnishing it a car to do all it will do for so much 
money. ‘The cost of operation varies very materially, even 
in different parts in this State, and of course, on our methods 
of doing business is somewhat of a confidential. nature, 
although not entirely so.” 


The Car Sprinkler Company further says: 


“ The car is sprinkling a 75-foot street here in Worcester 
between curbs, which is 25 feet more than they (the Boston 
officials) say it will do.” 
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(6.) The Commissioner of Public Works of Quincy states: 

“In reply to your favor of the 25th, I beg to say that we 
have a contract with the American Car Sprinkler Company of 
Worcester to sprinkle certain streets, aggregating about 
twelve miles in length. This company own and operate 
their own car sprinkler, making arrangements with the Street 
Railway Company for use of tracks and power. ‘The cost per’ 
mile is about $290. Their work is very satisfactory.” 


(e.) The Street Commissioner of Worcester says: 

« Your favor of 25th inst. at hand. In reply will say that 
we use, under contract with the American Car Sprinkler 
Company, four car sprinklers, which sprinkle about 25 miles 
of streets daily. These car sprinklers are owned and 
operated by the Car Sprinkler Company. We pay all the 
way from about $300 to $1,000 per mile per year, according 
to the width of street.” 


(d.) The Superintendent of Streets of Fall River replies 
as follows: 

“ Yours of the 25th received, and in reply thereto would 
say that we have in use a car sprinkler. The expense of 
this car is borne entirely by the city, the street railway com- 
pany contributing nothing. As to the cost per mile of 
sprinkling streets in this manner I am unable to say, as our 
car has only been in operation a little over two months and 
is working at a great disadvantage on account of the delay 
in putting flush hydrants in the street. At the present time 
they are loading the car from the fire hydrants, which con- 
sumes considerable time and lessens the capacity of the car, 
besides wearing out hose and necessitating another man on 
the car. : 

“ Our contract with the American Car Sprinkler Company 
of Worcester, Mass., guarantees the watering of seven and 
one-half miles of streets a day in a thorough manner with 
flush hydrants, but under the disadvantages we are laboring 
only about seven miles are covered. 

«The contract price for this car for 184 days is $2,860, 
with a rebate clause of $15.50 per day when the car is not 
operated on account of its being disabled. 

“JT consider this method of street watering an improve- 
ment over the cart system, and the property owners and 
merchants along the route that this car is operated are much 
pleased over the change of methods.” 


(e.) The Superintendent of Streets at Lowell states: 


«In reply to your letter of the 25th inst., would say that 
I have not had occasion to figure the cost per mile of the 
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miles sprinkled by the car sprinkler; the car is operatea by 
the City of Lowell. 

“Our first contract was for $2,900, from April 15 to 
November 1, and the contract for the second car was for 
$1,600, from July 15 to November 1, the city to pay for 
water and mileage, the Car Sprinkler ‘Company to pay for 
labor necessary to run the two cars.” 


APPENDIX II. 


Facts In Recarp TO REFUSE AND GARBAGE DESTRUCTORS. 


The City of Boston has a contract running to December 1, 
1908, with the City Refuse Utilization Company, for the 
destruction of combustible waste, the terms of which are as 
follows: . 

The contractor has exclusive use, without compensation to 
the city, of the premises on Atlantic avenue, where he has 
erected and equipped a plant for the separation and dispo- 
sition in a sanitary manner of all the refuse that is daily 
collected and delivered by the city to the plant. The con- 
tractor must ‘separate and dispose of, without creating a 
nuisance, and in a sanitary manner, or burn in said plant, all 
said refuse, and dispose of all substances, material, residue or 
waste of every kind therefrom without dumping or discharg- 
ing any part thereof except ashes from said plant, or harm- 
less residuum which said city hereby agrees to allow the con- 
tracter to place upon its ash-carrying scows or to dump at 
any of the various authorized dumps of said city.” 

The contractor is at liberty to take advantage of new and 
improved methods, but must carry on the plant in such a 
way as not to become objectionable or create a nuisance; 
he must not sub-let, except with the approval of the Super- 
intendent of Streets; must maintain personal supervision; 
give preference in employment to citizens of Boston, and 
must conform to law in regard to permits, etc. The con- 
tractor must take all the responsibility and bear all losses 
and shall have no claim for damages on account of delays on 
the part of the city, but shall have more time. He must 
defend the city in all suits for damages and on account of 
patents, etc. The Superintendent of Streets and any person 
designated by him shall be permitted to enter and inspect the 
plant, and the contractor must comply with the regulations 
of the superintendent in regard to receiving, transporting 
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and disposing of refuse. Proper terms are included to cover 
failure by the contractor to dispose of the material, ete. 

The city shall deliver to the plant all refuse except ashes 
and street sweepings collected in that part of the city proper 
bounded by the water front and Massachusetts avenue from 
Harvard bridge to the South bay, and in South Boston 
bounded by the water front and E street, and Ames street 
from the water front to Dorr street, and from Dorr street to 
the water front. ‘This refuse shall be separated from other 
material, shall be dry, and shall be unloaded under the super- 
vision of an inspector provided by the city, who shall keep a 
record of the weight of such material open to inspection, and 
when so unloaded the refuse becomes the absolute property 
of the contractor. The contractor may refuse to accept wet 
material, but shall have no claim for damages if reasonable 
care has been used by the city, except such wet material 
amount to 3 per cent. of the whole in any one month. 

“The city as payment for the work, including everything 
furnished or done by or resulting to the contractor in doing the 
work, shall from and after December Ist, 1898, so long as the 
contractor shall carry on the work under this contract, on 
or before the 15th day of each month of each year pay to 
the contractor, as the payment for the preceding calendar 
month, one-twelfth of the sum of $5,500, viz., $458.33 
monthly.” Provision is made for deductions and penalties. 
The city may at anytime during the last six months of the 
first five years, or during the last six months of the first ten 
years, examine the books and accounts of the contractor, and 
may notify him that it wishes to purchase the plant at the 
end of five of ten years, and in such case the contract con- 
stitutes a bill of sale. On the expiration of the contract the 
contractor shall remove the plant, or the city have the right to 
take same and operate or destroy it. 

This contract is accompanied by a bond of $10,000 and 
specifications of the plant. Under this contract the city in 
1899 delivered to the City Refuse Utilization Company 16,926 
loads of refuse, of an average weight of 796 lbs., or 6,736 
tons. The payments in that year amounted to $4,882, 
making cost of destruction of rubbish per ton 723 cents 
exclusive of incidental expenses not included in payments 
to the contractor. In 1900, 16,423 loads of an average 
weight of 1,045 lbs., or 8,681 tons in all, were delivered, and 
payments amounted to $5,500, or an average of 64 cents per 
ton. In 1901, 17,585 loads of an averge weight of 1,100 lbs., 
or 9,672 tons, were delivered. Payments amounted to $5,500, 
or 57 cents per ton. 
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THE GARBAGE PLANT. 


The Superintendent of Streets, in his report for the year 
1892 (p. 81), enters into an extended discussion of the merits 
of various systems for the sanitary reduction and disposal of 
garbage. In 1893 a joint special committee of the City 
Council, appointed for the purpose of investigating the various 
methods of garbage disposal in use in this country, presented 
an elaborate report of the results of its investigation, and 
described several systems covering both cremation and reduc- 
tion by the use of chemicals. In 1893 the Superintendent 
of Streets, in his report (p. 86), further describes the process 
of the New England Construction Company, and gives the 
results of experiments carried on at the Albany street yards 
by the Brown Developing Company. In 1894 the Superin- 
tendent reports (p. 82) the beginning of operation by the 
New England Construction Company, and in 1895 (p. 118) 
the fact that operation by that company was suspended on 
account of objections by citizens. In the report of 1896 
(p. 29) the appointment of a committee is referred to; in| 
1597 (p. 19) the fact that arrangements have been made for 
a garbage plant and refuse destructor is announced, and in 
1898 (p. 25) both plants are stated to be in operation. 

The city now has a contract running originally to June 1, 
1908, but under agreements in regard to re-location at Spec- 
tacle Island, running to January 1, 1912, with the New 
England Sanitary Product Company. ‘The terms of the 
contract as altered on account of re-location are as follows: 

Exclusive use without compensation to the city is granted 
to the contractor of land and flats and wharves and water 
front at the “Calf Pasture.” The contractor is required to 
erect and equip a plant capable of cremating or rendering 
every twenty-four hours all the garbage, except that from West 
Roxbury and Brighton, delivered by the city at dumps to the 
amount of about 300 tons per diem. “The contractor shall 
keep at least one scow at each dump at all times, and shall 
remove garbage properly covered in such a way as not to de- 
file the waters of the harbor. Dumps not to exceed five in 
number shall be at the expense of the city. 

The contractor shall cremate or reduce the garbage with- 
out dumping or any discharge except harmless liquid. If 
prevented from carrying on the reduction by reason of fire or 
any other extraordinary cause the contractor may dump in 
the harbor as approved by the superintendent. The con- 
tractor must install apparatus for the evaporation of effluent 
water and for disposing of gases. He may use improved 
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methods and must carry on the work and maintain the scows 
in an unobjectionable manner. The contractor may not sub- 
let without the approval of the Superintendent of Streets ; 
must maintain personal control of the work and conform to 
law in the matter of permits, etc. City employees shall be 
allowed access to the plant and the contractor must dismiss 
any employee at the request of the superintendent. The 
contractor must take all the responsibility, bear all the loss 
and shall have no claim for damages on account of delays on 
the part of the city, but shall have more time to perform the 
work. The contractor must defend the city againt law-suits. 
The Superintendent of Streets shall be permitted to enter and 
inspect the plant, and the contractor must conform to his 
requirements in regard to receiving and removing garbage, 
etc. 

The contractor shall deposit the sum of $5,000 with the 
city for the purpose of meeting any expenses, loss or damages, 
and any amount out of this sum so used by the city shall be 
replaced by the contractor within forty-eight hours after notifi- 
cation. After ten years or upon the purchase of the plant by 
the city this deposit of $5,000 shall be returned to the contrac- 
tor. The city may retain a sufficient sum from any monthly 
payment to make good any loss or damage, and if the payment is 
insufficient the contractor shall be lable for the balance. 
The city may also retain sufficient sums to settle suits. The 
city shall cause all refuse organic matter other than street 
sweepings from the city, except West Roxbury, Brighton, 
East Boston and Dorchester, separated so that 90 per cent. 
will be organic matter other than street sweepings, and shall 
deliver same to scows of the contractor at dumps. Upon 
expiration of this contract the contractor shall remove plant 
or the same shall become the property of the city. This 
contract is accompanied by a bond of $100,000 and a des- 
cription of the plant and process. 


Alterations of Contract. 


After November 8, 1901, the contractor shall acquire land 
at Spectacle Island and erect a plant equal to the one at Calf 
Pasture. The Calf Pasture property then becomes the 
property of the city, though the contractor may remove any 
part of the plant except the building, stack, wharves, bulk- 
heads and foundations. The contractor may occupy the 
premises at Calf Pasture until removal is completed. If 
during removal the contractor is unable to dispose of the full 
amount of garbage the city shall dispose of it for not more 
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than three months and pay the contractor one-half the 
stipulated monthly payments, and during removal the pro- 
visions in regard to compelling performance of contract 
are suspended. In consideration of the removal the city 
shall pay the contractor the sum of $140,000 in payments as 
follows: $40,000 upon delivery of city property at Calf 
Pasture, $30,000 upon completion of foundations at Spectacle 
Island ; $20,000 when building is roofed in; $20,000 when 
the Mayor is notified of removal, and the balance when plant 
is complete and running. 

After November 8, 1901, payments shall be one-twelfth of 
$52,400, or $4,367 monthly, less any rent paid by the city 
for premises. The city shall have the privilege of examining 
the books of the contractor only during the six months 
preceding July 1, 1907, or prior to January 1, 1912. If the 
city desires to purchase the plant it shall pay the contractor 
the sum of $80,000. 


Process. 


The process used by the New England Sanitary Product 
Company is one known as the “ Arnold.” The material to be 
treated is first placed in closed vessels known as “ digesters,” 
and is cooked for several hours, the heat being supplied by 
steam. The oil rises to the surface during this process, and is 
drawn off. The remainder of the material having been rendered 
harmless by this cooking is placed in cloths and subjected to 
pressure to remove the remaining liquids. These solids were 
at first thoroughly dried and ground and used in the manu- 
facture of fertilizer, but now are burned under the boilers. 
The oils are subjected to further. refining in order to put them 
in merchantable condition, and the water is distilled and 
utilized to some extent. Operating under this contract, the 
city delivered to the contractor in 1899, 45,566 loads of an 
- estimated average weight of 13 tons,* a total of 68,349 tons. 
The total payments in that year amounted to $49,375, 
making net cost per ton 724 cents, excluding any incidental 
expense to the city not included in payments to the contractor. 
In 1900, the city delivered 50,450 loads, or 75,675 tons. 
The payments for that year amounted to $47,400, making an 
average cost per ton of 623 cents. In 1901, the city delivered 
02,724 loads, or 79,086 tons. The payments amounted to 
$47,900, an average cost of 60% cents per ton. 

According to the figures published in the report of the 
joint committee in 1893 it appears that at Cincinnati a 





* One and one-half tons is the estimate of the department, but in your examiner’s 
opinion this is high. One and one-quarter short tons, or about 2,500 pounds per load, 
being probably fully equal to the average weight. The figures of cost per ton given 
herewith are therefore somewhat too low. 
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plant operating under the Simonin process was treating 
about 90 tons of garbage a day, at a cost to the city of about 
45 cents per ton. A Rider furnace at Pittsburg was cremat- 
ing about 30 tons a day, at a cost to the city of about 90 
cents per ton. And at Richmond an Engle furnace was in 
operation, at an expense of about $1.18% per ton. 

The Superintendent of Streets of Boston, in his report for 
1892, mentions the cost of garbage reduction by the Merz 
process as being about $1.80 perton. In his report for 1893 
the results of experiments with the Brown furnace show 
cost of from $1.20 to $1.90 per ton. All of these costs have 
very probably been reduced by means of improvements in 
designs and materials since the date mentioned above.

Hon. Patrick A. COLLINS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr, —In accordance with your instructions I have inves- 
tigated the financial condition of the Department of Schools 
with especial reference to comparative expenditures for oper- 
ation and maintenance of the schools in Boston during the 
past ten fiscal years, and report as follows: 

During the past ten years the average expenditure 
per annum for schools, including expenditures for school- 
houses, has been $3,119,013.49, which is 123 per cent. of 
the total city expenditures for those years on the average. 
During the previous ten years, 1881 to 1890 (omitting 1891, 
when the fiscal year covered only nine months) the average 
expenditure for schools was $1,936,721.72, which is about 
the same figure, 123 per cent. of the total city expenditures, 
while during the preceding ten years, 1871 to 1880, the 
schools expended an average of $1,778,345.27, which again 
was nearly the same figure, 12,5 per cent. of all the city’s 
expenditures, showing that during these thirty years the 
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average school expenditures have borne almost exactly the 
same ratio to the total city expenditures. of those years, 
namely, about one-eighth. But when the last decade is more 
closely examined it appears that during the past fiscal year, 
1901-2, the proportion which the expenditures for operation 
and maintenance (support) of schools bore to the total ex- 
penditures for operation and maintenance of all departments 
of the city government was 14,°, per cent., while ten years 
ago, 1892-3, this ratio was 13 per cent., which is an increase 
of one-tenth in the ten years, or an average increase of 1 per 
cent. of the earlier ratio each year. 

In 1900, the census year, the expenditures of Boston for 
operation and maintenance of the schools, not including cost 
of school buildings, were $5.31 per capita (population), while 
the expenditures of New York in the same year for the same 
purposes were $4.74 per capita, and the average expenditures 
of the following ten cities, whose average population is the 
same as Boston’s, was $3.04 per capita. 

The expenditures per annum for operation and mainte- 
nance of schools per capita (population) and per pupil (aver- 
age number in attendance for the year) of these cities are as 
follows :

It is evident from the above figures that the costs of main- 
taining schools in Boston are much greater, relatively, both 
to the number of pupils and to the total population, than are 
the expenses of the other large cities of our table. 

It is also evident that the “running expenses” (support) 
of the schools per pupil in Boston have been markedly in- 
creased during the past thirty years, viz.: In 1870 these 
expenses were $33.25 * per pupil, while in 1901-2 they were 
$39.60 *, or a ratio of increase of 19 per cent. ‘The average 
cost per pupil “belonging to the scheols,” including costs of 
buildings, during the decade 1870 to 1880, was $36.85 ; 
during the decade 1880 to 1890, it was $31.49; while the 
average during the past decade, 1892 to 1902, was $39.07. 

Examining the last decade in detail, it appears that during 
the fiscal year 1892-8 the costs per pupil, including costs of - 
buildings, were $37.13, while during the past fiscal year 
1901-2 the costs per pupil were $43.90, which is an increase 
of 18.2 per cent. in the ten years (including costs of school 
buildings). 

During this decade the population of Boston has increased 
about 23 per cent., the wealth of Boston (assessed valuation) 
has increased 29 per cent., the total number of pupils attend- 
ing schools has increased about 36 per cent., while the ordi- 
nary running expenses of the schools have increased nearly 
61 per cent. 

During this decade the ordinary running expenses of the 
schools, not including costs of buildings, per pupil in attend- 
ance, have increased from $29.91 per pupil ¢ in 1892-98 to 
$35.40 per pupil ¢ in 1901-02, which is an increase of 18.4 
per cent. That is to say, it costs nearly 20 per cent. more 
per pupil to support the schools in Boston than it did ten 
years ago. : 

I have drawn up another table based upon a recently pub- 
lished report of the Statistics Department (Special Publica- 
tion No. 5) which gives comparisons of the expenditures of 
Boston by averages of five years over a period of thirty years, 
1870-71 to 1899-1900. 

This publication of the Statistics Department is exceedingly 
timely, well arranged and valuable. I have changed the 
totals of school expenditures given therein into percentages 
in order that the results may be readily comprehended. 





* Average attendance at day schools. 


+On the basis of average number of pupils attending the schools including even- 
ing schools. 
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The time which has elapsed between the first and last of 
these averages is twenty-five years, and the results of these 
computations are interesting. While the average population 
of Boston has increased 89 per cent. in this quarter of a cen- 
tury, and while the average wealth of Boston has increased 
50 per cent. in the same time, the average expenditures for 
ordinary operation and maintenance of schools have increased 
84 per cent., which is slightly less than the increase of popu- 
lation,but which is 13 times the increase of taxable wealth. 

The total average expenditures for schools, including costs 
of school buildings, etc., have increased 87 per cent. or about 
the same as the increase of population, although 1% times 
the increase of wealth in these twenty-five years. 

Looked at as averages of six periods of five years each, 
the expenditures for schools appear to have increased at only 
a normal ratio, but when attention is given to the last decade 
by itself, it becomes evident that the increases of school 
expenditures during these. last ten years require the most 
careful consideration. 

In table A, attached hereto, are given comparative figures 
for 1892-93, and for 1901-02 in Boston, together with a 
~ column of ratios of increase during the ten years. Some of 
the most interesting of these ratios are as follows: 

Population increased in ten years 22.8 per cent.; wealth 
increased, 28.9 per cent.; children of school age increased, 
32.5 per cent.; average number of pupils in attendance 
increased, 35.6 per cent; total number of teachers (includ- 
ing evening schools) increased 44 per cent.; average pupils 
per teacher decreased nearly 6 per cent.; total expenditure 
for operation of schools increased 60.6 per cent.; cost of 
books, etc., per pupil increased 46 per cent.; average salary 
per teacher increased 11 per cent.; average salaries of 
teachers, per pupil increased 19 per cent.; valuation of 
school buildings increased 62.3 per cent.; valuation of build- 
ings, per pupil, increased 19.6 per cent.; te., the cost of 
housing each pupil apparently increased 20 per cent. in the 
ten years. This means that not only have the buildings 
required by the increase of pupils been much more expen- 
sive per pupil housed, but that they have been so much 
more expensive that the relative cost of housing all pupils, 
both in old houses and in new ones, bas been increased 20 
per cent. It is evident from these figures that many of 
these expenditures for school-houses in the past must have 
been almost recklessly extravagant. 

In the high schools the salaries of teachers per pupil 
have increased 104 per cent., while per capita (population ) 
they have increased 60 per cent., and their actual increase 
over tem years ago in money is 95.3 per cent. or nearly 
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double. In grammar and primary schools the salaries of 


teachers per pupil have increased 15 per cent.; per capita 
(population) 22 per cent.; while the increase in actual 
expenses over those of ten years ago is 49.8 per cent. or 
one-half greater. 

In kindergartens the increase of salaries per pupil is 5.2 
per cent.; per capita (population) 92 per cent. ; and increase 
in money spent over ten years ago is 135.6 per cent., or 24 
times as much as in 1892-98. 

Salaries for special instructors in music, drawing, physical 
training, etc., for all the schools have increased in the ten 
years per pupil 41 per cent., and per capita (population) 
55 per cent. 

Cost of books has increased, per pupil, 89.5 per cent. ; per 
capita, 54 per cent.; and in actual money spent 89.3 per 
cent. Cost of printing, stationery, etc., has increased per 
pupil, 83 per cent.; per capita, 107 per cent., and in actual 
money spent, from 50 to over 200 per cent. 


COMPARISONS WITH OTHER LARGE CITIES. 


In table B, attached hereto, are given comparative figures 
for Boston, New York, and the ten cities previously used in 
these reports.

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EXPENDITURES FOR SCHOOLS COMPARED WITH .OTHER 
EXPENDITURES IN BOSTON. 


During the past fiscal year, 1901-02, the ordinary expen- 
ditures for schools, excluding expenditures from loans, were 
over $3,000,000, or about 14 and =% per cent. of the total 
ordinary expenditures of the City of Boston not including 
County of Suffolk expenses. The total ordinary expenditures 
on account of the public debt were, for interest $2,128,000, 
and for sinking-funds $1,860,000, which together represent 
about 17.9 per cent. of the total ordinary expenditures of the 
city. 

The total ordinary expenditures for streets, including 
street lighting, were $3,680,000 nearly, or 16.6 per cent. of 
expenditures for all purposes (excluding County). The 
total ordinary expenditures for Police, Fire, Health, and 
other departments of Public Safety were 16.1 per cent. of 
the above total, while the ordinary expenditures of Water 
Works, Ferries, Printing and other “public industries ” 
amounted to 14.3 per cent. of the same total. 

It is evident that these five great divisions of the city’s 
activities, namely: Education, Public Safety, Public Indus- 
tries, Public Works (streets, etc.) and Public Debt, require 
nearly 80 per cent. of the total expenditures of the city 
for all “running expenses,” not including County expenses. 

In order to effect any appreciable saving in the total city 
expenditures it would be necessary that the expenses of these 
five great divisions should be markedly decreased. The final 
results of your examiner’s investigations of the city depart- 
ments will be given in the last report of this series, which 
will follow the special reports upon Water Works and upon 
Street Paving and in that report attention will be given to 
as many of these general questions as possible, but in the 
present report we are confined to education. It is, however, 
plainly evident that with expenditures for schools at 14.3 
per cent. of the total city expenditures a cut down of a very 
considerable percentage in schools would be required in 
order to appreciably lessen the total city expenditures and 
the tax rate. Evidently to reduce total city expenditures 
_for ordinary purposes by only 1 per cent. would require a 
cut down of about 7 per cent. in ordinary school expen- 
ditures and as teachers’ salaries are about 71 per cent. of the 
total school running expenditures it would require horizontal 
reductions of 10 per cent. in teachers’ salaries to effect a 
saving of 1 per cent in the total ordinary expenditures of the 
city for all purposes. 
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While it is evident that only a measure of this violent 
character would have an appreciable effect upon the tax rate, 
it is nevertheless apparent from your examiner’s investiga- 
tions, that there are abundant opportunities for economies in 
school expenditures, which are important even though small 
in comparison with the larger figures which we are now dis- 
cussing. All of these economies should have attention, par- 
ticularly the methods of furnishing supplies and incidentals 
to the teachers and pupils. A saving of a considerable pro- 
portion of the supplies now issued should be made. ‘The 
increase of these items by 50 per cent. to over 200 per cent. 
in the last ten years, and by 50 to 100 per cent. more per 
pupil than was the case ten years ago may be considered 
sufficient evidence that proper economy in these particulars 
is not being exercised in many of the schools at present. 


COMPARISONS OF Costs OF SCHOOL—HOUSES DURING THE 
LAST FIVE YEARS WITH suUCcH Costs IN PREVIOUS 
YEARS. 


A careful comparison was instituted along these lines and 
much labor and time have been spent by your examiner and 
his assistants in endeavoring to reach results which can be 
depended upon and which will give a fair idea of the differ- 
ence in costs of similar school-houses during the past thirty 
_ years. The results attained, however, are not entirely satis- 
factory. They are given in part in Table H, attached. 

So many elements enter into the cost of school-houses, so 
differently have the accounts been kept during succeeding 
administrations and so scattered are the records of these total 
costs that it is exceedingly difficult to make reliable compar- 
isons. This state of things should not, of course, be con- 
tinued. Some one office should contain all of the data required 
for ascertaining promptly and accurately the cost of any 
school-house in reasonable detail, together with the number of 
pupils originally provided for, as well as the average number 
of pupils actually occupying the rooms. 


RELATIVE Costs FoR HIGHER EDUCATION IN Boston. 


In order to determine with fairness whether the very large 


expenditures in Boston for school purposes are caused in - 


considerable part by a much broader and necessarily more 
expensive scheme of education than appertains in many of 
the other cities of our table, comparisons are given of the 
relative expenditures in each of these cities, not including 
costs of buildings, for (1) High School and all other grades 
above the Grammar Schools; (2) for the Grammar Schools, 
and (3) for all grades below the Grammar Schools, viz. : 
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(a) Includes grammar and primary. No division having been kept in these cities. 
(b) Kindergartens only. 


COMPARISONS OF BOSTON WITH THE AVERAGE OF 
MASSACHUSETTS CITIES AND TOWNS. 


The following comparisons of costs of education in Boston, 
with the averages of such costs throughout the State of 
Massachusetts, are interesting.

ScHOOL DEBTSs. 


Table G gives the results of tabulations of the indebtedness 
of the City of Boston on account of the schools in 1892-98, 
and in 1901-02. 

During these ten years the school debt (gross) has 
increased from $1,620,472.07 to $7,219,325, that is to 
say from 100 per cent. to 446 per cent. 

During the same time the total city debt (omitting county 
and water debts) has increased from $36,182,374.06 to 
$65,104,055, which is to say from 100 per cent. to 180 
per cent. 

In 1892-98 the school debt was only 44 per cent. of the 
total city debt, but in 1901-02 the school debt has become 
over 11 per cent. of the total city debt. That is to say the 
school debt has been increasing at a rate 24 times as fast as 
that of the average city debt, excluding county and water 
debts, during the past decade. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


To draw conclusions from these investigations and tabula- 
tions, and to express these conclusions briefly so that they 
may be of some practical value, is by no means an easy task. 
It is very evident that the expenditures for operation and 
maintenance of schools in Boston have increased in the last 
thirty years greatly out of proportion to the increases of 
population, of wealth, or of the number of pupils in 


| 
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the schools. During the past ten years these ratios of 
increase have been, respectively, 61 per cent., 23 per cent., 
29 per cent. and 36 per cent. Which is to say that the 
increase of school expenditures has been 22 times as great as 
the increase of population, twice the increase of wealth, and 
12 times the increase in school attendance. This, from the 
point of view of the taxpayer, is a very serious condition 
of affairs. 

It is also evident from the tables herewith submitted that 
the school expenditures of Boston are very much heavier, 
both per head of the population and per pupil in the schools, 
than are the corresponding expenditures in other large cities 
of this country. The average of nine cities’ ratios (Buffalo 
not given) being about 74 per cent. of Boston’s expenditures 
per pupil in attendance at the schools. ‘That is to say, Bos- 
ton expends one-third more per pupil than is expended by 
the average of other large cities, not including New York, 
whose ratio is nearly 98 per cent. of Boston’s. 

On the other hand, it is plain that this heavier expense in 
Boston is incurred mainly through higher salaries of teachers. 
These salaries average from 20 per cent. to 40 per cent. 
higher than in the other cities, and yet, according to the tes- 
timony of those with whom your examiner has been brought 
in contact during this investigation; and according to the 
admirable reports of the Massachusetts State Board of Edu- 
cation, it may well be the fact that the public is getting its 
money’s worth out of these increases of expenditures, and 
that the latter are essential to progress in education and to 
the development of the foundations for broader and _ better 
citizenship in this community. 

On analyzing the school expenditures in comparison with 
other cities it appears, contrary to your examiner’s expecta- 
tions, that the ratios of expenditures for secondary education 
in Boston (High Schools, etc.) are not greater than those 
shown in a number of other large cities, and are even less 
than certain of these other cities’ ratios. This rather sur- 
prising fact contravenes the idea that Boston’s excessive 
school expenditures are caused by exceptional expenses for 
higher education, which heretofore has been accepted in 
many quarters as true. 

The same discrepancies in salaries paid to teachers exist 
between Boston and other cities in regard to high schools, 
but the same justification for these increased rates may apply 
as contended, namely, a better trained and more efficient 
corps of teachers and correspondingly better work done in 
the schools. 

It is evident that any reduction in teachers’ salaries in 
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Boston, in order to have an appreciable effect in lessening 
city expenditures and the tax rate, must be a very consider- 
able proportion of these salaries, for the reason that the total 
salaries of teachers comprise only about one-tenth of the total 
ordinary city expenditures. 

As the tables show that the number of pupils per teacher 
in Boston has decreased only about 6 per cent. in ten years, 
and as this number of pupils per teacher is considerably 
greater now than the average of the ten large cities, and is also 
greater than the average of all Massachusetts cities and 
towns, it is evident that the total number of teachers in Bos- 
ton is not excessive, and that there is therefore no excessive 
expenditure from such cause, other than that which arises 
from the higher rate of salaries already mentioned. 

It is also apparent that the main cause of excessive 
expenditures in many of the other city departments of Boston, 
namely, the employment of two or more men to do what 
would be one man’s work in private business, cannot be 
applied to the schools, and the questions come down to these. 
Would reductions of individual salaries of teachers be wise 
or unwise? Does the City of Boston obtain results from its 
system of education sufficient to justify the higher salaries 
paid ? 

It is strikingly apparent that there is among the teachers 
in Boston schools, particularly in the higher schools, an 
admirable spirit of devotion to the work, and an enthusiasm 
for the modern ideal of individual development of the pupils. 
The results of this devotion and enthusiasm cannot be 
measured in money. ‘To lose or to check this spirit by a 
reduction of salaries, and to incur the consequent defection of 
many of the best teachers, would not be true economy. We 
must, however, recognize a limit to the expense which the 
city can rightfully incur on account of education, due regard 
being had for other city necessities, such as public parks, 
public works, public debts, and the requirements of public 
safety and general government. When all such are consid- 
ered, it is evident that the ratio of school expenditures to 
other expenditures in Boston is as high as, and perhaps 
higher than, can properly be sustained, and that it should, 
under no conditions, be increased. 

In minor ways ordinary school expenditures may be and 
should be diminished, while extraordinary expenditures for 
school buildings, and the heavy increases of the city debt 
thereby incurred, should be radically diminished. This state- 
ment may sound somewhat absurd in view of the pressing 
requirements for new school-houses, in order to accommodate 
the large numbers of children of school age who cannot now 
find sittings in our public schools; but: its application is not 
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absurd when directed to the proper expenditure of available 
funds for a considerable number of school-houses of moderate 
cost each year rather than for a small number of ornate and 
extravagant buildings. 

Debt requirements are the preponderating items of our 
city expenditures. More than one-sixth of all ordinary 
“running” expenditures of the city go for interest on public 
debt and for sinking funds, and these requirements are 
increasing at an amazing ratio. All other economies are 
secondary to the great one of diminishing these debt require- 
ments. This can be done, according to the experience of 
other municipalities, by changing the method of issuance of 
city bonds. At present the method is to issue bonds whose total 
principal is due at the expiration of a given period — usually 
thirty years — and which are paid at that time by the pro- 
ceeds of sinking funds which have been accumulated out of 
tax levies and other sources during the period. 

In place of this method it is proposed to. substitute the 
issuance of bonds of which a portion matures each succeeding 
year. Unavoidable debt requirements are thus set up which 
must be taken care of each year irom the tax levy, and which 
can be exactly tabulated for years ahead and become evident 
to every city official and to every citizen. 

These absolute requirements, which always stare the debt- 
making authorities squarely in the face, tend to bring about 
caution and economy in debt increases. 

Such a method would be especially applicable to issues of 
bonds for building the new school-houses required by the 
natural increase of children of school age in this city. As 
these school-houses are to be used by the city for a series of 
years their cost may properly be distributed over those years. 
If one-tenth or some other proportion of the bonds should 
be arranged to mature each year, then the annual burdens 
from this source would be equitably distributed over the future. 
Interest payments will then cease, as the bonds are paid and 
the complexities of sinking fund requirements will disappear. 

The objection commonly made by financiers to such issues, 
viz., that they are not so readily marketable as long time 
bonds, is contravened by the experience of those cities which 
handle their bond issues in this manner. No difficulty is ex- 
perienced by those cities in disposing of such bonds at as close 
rates, practically, as long-term bonds. Moreover, any possible 
saving of interest will be a very small matter in comparison 
with the possible saving in the principal of the debt, which 
s the aim of the method here proposed.

Sir, —In accordance with your instructions I submit 
herewith a report upon the Paving Division of the Street 
Department. 

The total expenditures of the Street Department in the 
fiscal year 1901-02 were #5,766,306.55, of which $2,882- 
567.36 were expenditures under special appropriations for 
particular streets. Of the balance ($2,883,739.19), the Pav- 
ing Division expended $931,349.52, or about one-third of the 
“running expenses” of the Street Department. This 
amount is about 4% per cent. of the total running expenses 
(ordinary expenditure) of all departments of the city during 
the year. These expenditures of the Paving Division were 
made for the following general purposes :

The details which make up these figures are given in 
Table “ E,” appended. 

It is evident from this table that more than one-half of the 
total expenses of the division go for labor, including salaries, 
wages and those portions of the items labelled “ Contractors.” 
and ** Teaming,” which consist of labor. <A careful study of 
these expenditures for labor has therefore been made. 
Expenditures for previous years have been compared with 
the year under consideration. Expenditures in other large 
cities for similar purposes have been compared with those of 
Boston, and as much personal investigation as possible has 
been given to the work itself as it is carried on in various 
parts of the City of Boston to-day. 

This latter manner of investigation is the province of the 
engineer rather than of the accountant, and in justification 
for undertaking this it may not be improper for your exam- 
iner to state that he was technically trained as a mechanical 
engineer, and was in practical work as superintendent and 
engineer in charge of water works and gas works construc- 
tion for ten years before becoming a public accountant. 

The questions which asserted themselves at the beginning 
of this investigation were these: 

First. Have the expenditures of the Paving Division in 
recent years been excessive in comparison with previous 
years in this city or in comparison with similar expenditures 
in other cities ? 

Second. If excessive, is the excess due to excapianniie 
high wages and short hours of labor in Boston? or 

Third. Is the excess due to inefficiency either in apie 
tendence or in the laborers, or both ? 

Fourth. Is there, as has been claimed, a very large pro- 
portion of superannuated men upon the paving pay-rolls to 
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whom the city is paying what are in fact pensions at very 
high rates ? 

Hifth. Is it true, as it has also been claimed, that the city 
has nothing for about one-quarter of the paving force to do 
during the winter months, and that this proportion of the 
force is, for that period at least, practically pensioned by the 
city. 

Siath. If these questions, or any of them, are to be 
answered in the affirmative, then what can be done about it? 
W hat can the city do, practically, to reduce these inefficiencies 
and losses ? 

It is apparent to your examiner that if the first five of 
these questions are to be honestly answered they must be 
answered mainly in the affirmative. Certain of the facts and 
ficures which have compelled these conclusions are given in 
the appendices and tables attached to this report. 

It should be first stated that owing to the complete change 
in the organization of the Street Department, and the methods 
of keeping the accounts which took place about ten years 
ago, your examiner has found it exceedingly difficult to make 
comparisons of the fiscal years previous to 1901-2 with the 
years after this period. It has been impossible to compare 
the per capita wage or the total annual wage of the earlier 
years with those of the later years. 

It is, however, apparently the fact that up to about 1898 
or 1899 the laborers of the Paving Department were 
employed as their services were needed and were dismissed 
when their work was completed, in the same manner that 
private individuals hire and discharge men according to the 
requirements of the moment. 

About the time mentioned, however, it became the custom 
to consider the laborers in the Paving Division as a perma- 
nent force of the city, similar to the police or - firemen, 
whose wages were to be paid whether there was work for 
them to do or not. So far as there is work which must be 
done in the winter, this work has been parcelled out among 
the men, and made to cover as much ground as possible, while 
a considerable amount of time has been consumed in refacing 
old crossing blocks at the yards, etc. ‘These matters suffice 
to keep the men out of absolute idleness, pending a heavy 
snowfall, when for a limited time there is work enough for 
all. Meanwhile the laborers in the division are steadily 
growing older, and therefore there has been for some time a 
constantly increasing number of men in the division who are 
too old or infirm to do the city’s work as economy would 
require it done, and yet, since many of these men have 
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families dependent upon them, they naturally feel compelled 
to hold their places as long as they can. 

It is estimated by those familiar with the situation that 
the city is paying a considerable proportion of the labor 
expenses in the Paving Division for what are practically pen- 
sions, so far as accomplishment of the city’s work is con- 
cerned, and that similar payments are being made in the 
Sewer Division, in the Street-Cleaning Division, and in vari- 
ous other divisions, and that a comparatively large percentage 
of these laborers could be discharged without any interfer- 
ence with the city’s business or any requirement for others 
to take their places. 

In addition to these superannuated men, it is estimated 
that another considerable percentage of the street employees 
are inactive laborers who could be discarded, and their places 
taken by one half-the number of active workmen and still 
have the city’s paving done as well as at present. 

It is. very difficult to weed out such employees, for the 
reason that in addition to the expression of public opinion 
in opposition to the wholesale discharge of laborers, the offi- 
cials in many city departments are frequently confronted 
with the opposition of individual citizens, often prominent 
and influential men, who vehemently oppose the discharge of' 
an incapable city employee on account of their acquaintance 
with his family, or knowledge of his necessities, or other- 
wise. 

The difficulties of reducing the force to the actual req uire- 
ments of the work are further complicated by the tremendous 
pressure continuously brought to bear upon the head of a 
department, similar to the one we are considering, by appli- 
cants for positions and their backers. Large numbers of 
citizens in Boston are * job-mad,” as it has been expressed. 
The eight-hour day and half holiday on Saturday, the cer- 
tainty of good and constant pay and the moderate amount of. 
work demanded by the city are attractive to a multitude of 
men, and on this account the head officials in departments 
like the Street Department are driven nearly to desperation 
by the appeals, demands, and persistence of the applicants 
and their backers. Indeed, to escape from this pressure and 
get time for the real work of the department becomes a mat- 
ter of great difficulty, which seriously interferes with legiti- 
mate public business. | 

Under these conditions an answer to Question 6, ‘“ What 
can be done about it?” is exceedingly difficult, especially as 
it is the fact in nearly all cities that a department which 
employs large numbers of laborers becomes necessarily a 
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battle-ground for party politics. In any inquiry into the 
causes of excessive expenditures in such departments the 
inquirer is obliged to face the fact that the ordinary induce- 
ments:and compulsions to efficient labor in private concerns 
are in great measure absent from public ones. This is the big 
“leak,” to which all other “leaks” are subordinate. This 
leak, however, cannot be considered as peculiar to any individ- 
ual official or to any particular city. It is common to all 
cities, large or small, although in varying degrees. Actual 
improvement in efficiency of municipal labor can be expected 
only when city foremen and superintendents have full 
authority over the men under them, and when sufficient 
inducement is offered to the efficient officer in the shape of 
substantial recognition of work well done. 

The fundamental necessity is, therefore, that the results of 
the work in each department and division in every city 
should be made plainly evident, and should be published by 
means of standard and uniform schedules, so that compari- 
sons can be easily and accurately made by any intelligent 
citizen. 

These comparisons must include corresponding results in 
previous years in the same city and also corresponding results 
in the same department in other cities. In this way a capa- 
ble city employee can establish a reputation for effectiveness 
which should be rewarded with continuous service, adequate 
pay, and possibly hereafter by the security of a pension in 
oldage. On the other hand a department inefficiently carried 
on can be detected immediately, as there will be no oppor- 
tunity to cover up the facts. A suggestion can therefore be 
made here which is practical, and which can be and should be 
promptly applied, and when so applied will serve to put the 
officials and citizens of other cities as well as Boston in pos- 
session of the figures and facts upon which intelligent action 
along the lines of this and other reports can be taken. 


UNIFORM ACCOUNTING. 


This proposal is the almost self-evident one that Massachu- 
setts, following the lead of Ohio, shall establish a system of 
uniform municipal accounting and reporting so designed that 
the actual expenditures in Boston and in all other cities and 
towns of the State shall be made public annually and promptly 
upon uniform tables and schedules which shall be published 
by the State as an impartial authority. 

It is the opinion of your examiner that by these means, and by 
these means only, can the actual facts and figures of municipal 
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revenues and expenditures in all departments and details be 
ascertained and established beyond dispute. This suggestion 
can be turned into a practical reality by the introduction and 
passage in the next legislature of a bill requiring uniform 
accounting in all municipalities and a uniform system of 
reports submitted to a central state authority by all the cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth. If this be done a flood of 


light will be thrown upon many questions now in dispute. 


Nearly all cities, for instance, are endeavoring to determine 
whether “day labor” or ‘“ contracts” is, all things considered, 
_ the better way to handle public works; whether old age 
. pensions for incapacitated workers may not be a measure of 
economy as well as substantial justice ; whether or not the 
civil service law as now administered is an effective agent for 
good government. 

These and many other equally important questions will 
stand some chance of solution when the facts and figures of 
all municipalities in the State are established beyond dispute 
by State authority and made available in promptly published 
reports, wherein shall be given comparisons of the results of 
expenditures in all cities and towns as well as financial state- 
ments of the expenditures themselves. That is to say, when 
accurate comparisons are given of the benefits and conven- 
lences which the citizens of different cities actually receive in 
return for the taxes which are collected and expended by 
those cities.

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APPENDIX. 


BOULEVARDS AND SPECIAL ASSESSMENT. 


On May 8, 1901, your examiner submitted a report to the 
Mayor of Boston upon the financial results during ten years of 
the special assessment laws passed in 1891. (Document 83 of 
1901). This report contained tables showing that the total 
expenditures and liabilities for additional expenditures by the 
City of Boston for laying out and construction of highways up 
to January 381, 1901, amounted to nearly eleven millions of 
dollars, of which the loans authorized and mostly issued at that 
date amounted to nearly nine and three-quarters millions of dol- 
lars; that the original intention of the laws of 1891 was to re- 
imburse the city for such expenditures by collections of the total 
cost from abutters by special assersments, but that out of these 
liabilities of eleven millions only one and one-quarter millions had 
been collected ffom these abutters. 

In addition, the city had paid over one million dollars for inter- 
est, of which only about one hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
had been collected as interest from abutters. 

At the close of the present fiscal year the additional loans, ex- 
penditures and estimated liabilities should be calculated for the 
two years since the date above given and a complete tabulated 
statement should be published. 


TABLES. 


Table A gives the expenditures for each year during the past 
ten years upon five great boulevards: Columbia road; Blue Hill 
avenue, Columbus ayenue, Commonwealth avenue and Huntington 
avenue. 

The first-mentioned avenue was authorized by chapter 394 of 
1897, and the expenses of the other four avenues were authorized 
to be paid out of an issue of bonds (chapter 334 of 1895) not to 
exceed two and one-half millions of dollars, the costs to be recov- 
ered as prescribed in previous laying out and construction acts, 
L501 etc. 

Taking the figures published annually in the City Auditor’s 
reports for expenditures upon these avenues from 1897 to 1901, 
it appears that nearly a million and a half of dollars had been 
expended on Columbia road up to January 31, 1902, and that in 
addition there had been expended $337,000 upon the ‘* Strand- 
way” connecting Columbia road with Marine park, a total 
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expenditure of one and five-sixths millions of dollars, not including 
the cost of construction of sewers under this boulevard. 

Upon Blue Hill avenue, from 1893 to 1902, $485,000 has been 
expended; upon Columbus avenue, 1894 to 1902, over $1,500,000 
has been expended ; upon Commonwealth avenue, nearly $1,000,- 
000 more, and upon Huntington avenue over $600,000 has been 
spent, or a total of nearly $6,000,000 upon these five great boule- 
vards during the past seven years, exclusive of the costs of sewer 
construction. 

These figures have been very carefully compiled, but are still 
open for additions and corrections hereafter. 


DEBTS. 


Excluding the so-called ‘** Burnt District Debt,” which was a 
legacy of the great fire of 1872, the total bonds outstanding on 
account of street improvements of all kinds at the end of the 
fiscal year 1892 amounted to nearly $9,000,000, which was 24.9 
per cent. of the total city debt, excluding county.and water debt, 
at that date. 

On January 31, 1902, the total street debt (gross) , including 
rapid transit, etc. (see Table B), amounted to over $21,000,000, 
and was 824 per cent. of the total city debt. The increase of 
debts on account of streets and rapid transit during the ten years 
is therefore more than 135 per cent., while the increase of total 
city debts, omitting county and water debts, has been about 80 
per cent. in the same time. These figures are shown in detail 
on Table B herewith. 

Table C gives the detailed miscellaneous expenditures of the 
Paying Division during the past ten years. These totals have 
increased from about $51,000 in 1892-8 to about $292,000 in 
1901-2. The large items of this increase are as follows :

Srr,— Following your instructions I have investigated the 
books and methods of accounting in the Water Department, 
and report as follows: 

In order to answer your question, “Why is it that the 
Water Department in its estimate of income and expenditure 
for the fiscal year 1901-1902 showed a deficency of income 
of about half a million dollars?” I have “followed the 
accounts back to the establishment of the Water Works in 
1846,” as you desired me to do if necessary. 

A careful study has been made of fifty or more city docu- 
ments relating to Water Works which have been published 
since 1846, and especial attention has been given to the 
annual reports of the department in recent years. The books 
and accounts of the Metropolitan Water Board and the 
Treasurer of the Commonwealth have also been examined 
through the courtesy of the officials. ” 
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The ordinary receipts of the Water Department for the 
fiscal year ending January 31, 1902, amounted to $2,314,- 
625.41, according to the Auditor’s report. In addition to 
this amount, $237,948.80 was received from the state as 
interest upon the purchase of Water Works property hereafter 
described, and $37,362.78 from the state as the city’s share 
of Metropolitan receipts, making a total of $2,589,936.99. 
The expenditures for the same year (1901-2) were as 
follows :

The reasons for this deficiency I find to be four in number, 
and the first of these is the following: The Metropolitan 
Water Board in 1897 .and 1898 took possession of all the 
Boston Water Works property, dams, reservoirs, pipe lines, 
etc., westward from Chestnut Hill reservoir, under the 
requirements of the statutes which established that Board. 
Compensation for this property of the Water Department 
was made by payments of $5,000,000 by the state in 1898 
and $7,531,000 in 1901. This total of $12,531,000 was the 
amount agreed upon in 1901 by the Governor of the state 
and the Mayor of Boston as a fair price for the property 
taken. Interest upon these sums was also allowed and paid 
to the city by the state. These payments were made from 
money derived from the sale of Metropolitan Water bonds, 
of which $40,000,000 have been authorized by the Legista- 
ture. The ultimate payment of these bonds is secured by 
sinking fund accumulations into which are paid annual 
assessments levied by the Board upon the cities in the Met- 
ropolitan Water District. Of the total of these annual 
assessments Boston pays about 83 per cent., and expects to 
pay this out of the revenues of the Water Department. 

It is evident, therefore, that the Water Department of 
Boston is expected to repay to the state 83 per cent. or similar 
ratio (less earnings of the funds themselves) of this amount 
of $12,531,000 which has been paid by the state to the city, 
as well as to pay the same ratio of the interest on the state 
bonds. It is further evident that this $12,531,000 paid to 
the city should have been established as a permanent fund 
for the Water Department as an offset for its property sold, 
and that the earnings and principal of this fund should have 
been exclusively used to pay the assessments levied upon 
Boston by the Metropolitan Board. Instead of establishing 
such a permanent fund for the Water Works this money has 
been used by the city authorities to pay off city debts as 
follows: |

On account of this diversion of about seven million dollars 
of these funds the Water Works have lost the income upon 
this amount per annum, which will account for $200,000 or 
more of the present annual deficiency of income in the Water 
Department. In addition, the Water Works have lost the 
principal also, $7,000,000, as above. 

The second reason for the above mentioned deficiency is 
this: That the Water Department previous to 1899 charged 
against other city departments considerable sums annually 
for water furnished these departments, and these payments 
were credited to the income account of the Water Depart- 
ment. In 1900, however, these charges were discontinued 
and no collections for water furnished other city departments 
since that date have been made. This has resulted in a 
further large loss to the Water Department. The actual 
collections of charges against other city departments averaged 
about $114,000 during the five years —1894 to 1898. The 
actual charges in 1899 amounted to $238,000; of which only 
$49,776 were collected, the balance having been abated when 
the change of policy took place. The charges in the year 
1902° would have amounted to about $320,000, of which 
$118,000 would have been for fire purposes, $68,000 for 
street watering, and $58,000 for school purposes, ete. ; 

It is evidently inequitable to compel the Water Department 
to bear more than its own burdens. All other departments 
should pay for the water used by them exactly as if the Water 
Works were an outside private concern. Water Works are 
‘municipal industries,’ and should stand absolutely upon 
their ‘own feet, distinct and separate from all other functions 
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of the municipality whatsoever. This is the approved 
practice throughout the country, and is compulsory under 
recent enactments applying to all cities in Ohio. 

The third reason for the deficiency appears to be the fol- 
lowing: Under the requirements of the Statutes (488 of 1895, 
and amendments) Boston is obliged to pay to the state such 
a proportion of the total expenditures of the Metropolitan 
Water Board for operation, including interest on debts, and 
sinking-fund requirements, as Boston’s assessed valuation 
bears to the total valuations of all cities and towns of the 
Metropolitan Water District, with certain modifications for 
municipalities which do not use or only partially use the 
water. This proportion, which Boston pays, has been about 
83 per cent. of the total expenditures of the Board, whereas 
it is computed by the engineers of this city that Boston does 
not use 83 per cent. of the water furnished by the Board, and 
therefore that the present scheme of apportionment bears 
unduly heavily upon this city. 

If Boston paid according to water used, roughly estimated 
by the engineers as about 70 per cent. of the total assessment, 
the amount required would be about $175,000 less than the 
present assessment. Here, then, is a third loss in addition 
to the first and second losses above, and the total of these 
three is more than half a million dollars per annum. 

A fourth reason is evidently not required to account for 
the deficiency in water income, but in order to point out, if 
possible, a method whereby this income can again be made 
to equal or exceed its expenditures, this fourth suggestion is 
given as follows: 

During various years from 1894 to the present time, 
extensions of mains have been paid for in considerable part 
out of income rather than from proceeds of bonds sold. 
There has been considerable controversy over the policy of 
issuing bonds for these extensions, and much may be said 
upon each side of the matter. It is evident, however, that 
if there is sufficient income it is a conservative and safe rule 
to pay for new construction out of whatever surplus remains 
after operation and maintenance, including depreciation, 
have been provided for. Heretofore there has at times been 
a surplus of this sort in the Water Department, but under 
the combined losses already described this surplus income 
has now been wiped out and a deficiency substituted ; there- 
fore, unless the unsatisfactory situation shown above, under 
captions 1, 2, and 8, be markedly improved so that the 
present deficiency may again become a surplus, it will 
evidently be necessary to issue bonds sufficient to provide 
for extension of mains each year.

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BOOKKKEEPING. 


The bookkeeping at the Water Commissioner's office is 
very carefully and thoroughly done. The system of general 
books dates from 1878, and is somewhat laborious and cum- 
bersome, but permits accurate compilations of figures in 
answer to nearly all possible questions of detail, such 
questions being frequently asked by members of the City 
Council and others. 

Exact accord with the City Auditor’s balances in all 
details is also kept in the water books, and for this reason 
the present system should be highly commended. When, 
however, generalizations are looked for, and when questions 
regarding annual reports are asked, the answers are not so 
satisfactory. | 

The annual report of the department for the fiscal year 
1901 was not printed until December, 1902, which is alto- 
gether too late to be of any particular value to the citizens of 
Boston, for whose information it is supposedly published. 

Reports of all departments should be completed immedi- 
ately after the close of the fiscal year, and the bookkeeping 
in each department should be so arranged that this result can 
be readily attained. Bookkeeping systems have been fre- 
quently devised to accomplish this result, and are applied in 
all successful commercial enterprises. Similar methods will 
produce the same effects in city departments if properly car- 
ried out. For this reason, and because of the laboriousness 
of the present system, and, further, on account of the lack of 
uniformity in the ledger titles with the standards accepted by 
the Water Works Associations of the country, I advise a 
thorough overhauling of the methods, forms and general 
books of the department, the installation of the latest and 
best labor-saving methods and devices, and a complete re- 
arrangement of the ledger titles so that they shall be standard 
and uniform. 

The Boston Water Works, regarded as a “public indus- 
try” standing upon its own feet in every particular, must 
have a complete modern system of accounting and reporting 
whereby accurate comparisons can be easily and promptly 
made of the results of its operations with the results of the 
operations of similar Water Works in other cities of the same 
class. 

METROPOLITAN WATER Funps. 


There are two principal water funds in the State Treasury. 
One, the Metropolitan Water Loan Fund, arises from pro- 
ceeds of bonds sold, and the other, the Metropolitan Water 
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Loan Sinking Fund, arises from the proceeds of assessments 
levied upon the cities and towns of the Metropolitan Water 
District. Forty million dollars of bonds have been author- 
ized by the Legislature for water purposes, of which 
$34,500,000 have been issued up to January 1, 1903. Suffi- 
cient amounts have been annually withdrawn from the sink- 
ing fund to pay the interest on the Metropolitan Water Debt, 
beginning with 1897, up to 1900. In addition to expenses 
paid out of the sinking fund, certain amounts have also been 
transferred from time to time to the Metropolitan Water 
Loan Fund (construction account), including a transfer in 
1901 which amounted to $729,476.05, and is designated 
« Operations of the Board from July 1, 1895, to January if 
1901,” upon the books. 

The sinking fund requirements have been figured by the 
bookkeepers on the following basis: The amount of an in- 
vestment of ¢1 annually with interest compounded each 
year at 3 per cent. has been ascertained for the period of years 
during which sinking fund payments must be made. Each 
issue of bonds is divided by the amount thus obtained, and 
the result is the sum required annually to produce the 
amount of these bonds at the end of the period. The pay- 
ments into this fund in 1895, 1896 and 1897 consisted only 
of premiums on bonds sold, to which were added the annual 
interest accumulations. Out of this fund certain amounts 
were withdrawn for various purposes, and as a result of 
these operations the fund amounted, on December DIELS oT; 
to $954,469. In 1898 the assessments on the cities in the 
metropolitan district began, and were added to the sinking 
fund until 1901. In that year only those portions of the 
assessments which were specially levied for sinking fund 
were added to that fund. 

The estimated Metropolitan water assessment for Boston 
in the coming year 1903 is $1,622,700, which is an increase 
of about $350,000 over the assessment paid by the city in 
1902. The estimates for ensuing years are still higher up 
to a maximum in 1907. These estimates are based upon the 
proviso that Boston’s proportion of the total district pay- 
ments will decrease from the present rate, about 83 per cent., 
to about 75 per cent. in 1909. If, however, the valuations 
of Boston continue to increase in a ratio as great, or greater, 
than the ratios of the other portions of the Metropolitan 
district, as has been the case in the past, it is doubtful if the 
above-mentioned decrease (from 83 per cent. to 75 per cent.) 
will be attained. If not, then the amounts assessed upon 
Boston under the present statutes will be considerably in

And this may be considered as representing the cost to Bos- 
ton of the water received from the Metropolitan system. 

The amount shown above as payments into -Metropolitan 
Sinking Funds represents Boston’s contributions to the prop- 
erty in lands, dams, reservoirs, conduits, etc., of the Metro- 
politan Water District. This contribution represents what 
should be a real asset of the city, viz., the city’s present 
share of the actual property. 

As these contributions increase through the coming years 
until finally all the Metropolitan bonds have been paid 
off and the property stands free of debt, Boston’s equitable 
share in this great estate will be represented by something 
like $85,000,000: 

No provision has been made in the city’s bookkeeping up 
to this time to recognize this equity, which will become 
definite and tangible whenever the Metropolitan District is 
again divided, or if ever a Greater Boston should arise out of 
portions of this district. Either of these events would re- 
quire a rearrangement of the ownership of the property— 
now centred only in the Commonwealth. Then the neces- 
sity for such bookkeeping as is here proposed would become 
very evident. 

The lack of proper methods for handling transactions of 
such magnitude and, indeed, the general crudeness and 
looseness of the “capital accounts” in the Water Works’ 
book-keeping ever since the foundation of the plant are aston- 
ishing. No commercial enterprise of this size could long 
remain solvent with similar negligence upon this (capital) 
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side of its accounts. These deficiencies and neglects are not 
faults of the bookkeepers, but are faults of the system or 
rather of the lack of system in these exceedingly important 
particulars. 

| PREVIOUS YEARS. 


As I have found a series of excellent reports, by well- 
known public accountants, from 1896 to 1899, which deal 
with the conditions of the detail bookkeeping in the Income 
Division, the storerooms, and various other sub-divisions of 
the department, and which refer to these matters in 1899, as 
then in satisfactory condition, I have not attempted to go 
over that ground again. 


EMPLOYEES. 


It is evident that much of the criticism given in the 
undersigned’s report to you under date of December 4, 1902 
(Document 62, Part XII.), upon the condition of employ- 
ment in the Paving Division of the Street Department will 
also apply to the Water Department, and for the same 
reasons. 

There has been in the past excessive expenditure for work 
done through the employment of unnecessary men, by the 
employment of aged and infirm men, and by other means 
whereby the costs of work have been heavily increased. 

The necessity for prompt, clear and exact reports upon 
what has occurred, and what the costs have been, is 
fundamental. 

Publicity is the first step toward a cure for waste, extrava- 
gance, and recklessness in municipal expenditures. When 
the facts are brought out so that the public can understand 
them through a system of uniform accounting and reporting, 
which will render accurate comparisons possible, then it will 
be safe to trust to public opinion to enforce the modifications 
and improvements which will be thereby shown to be 
jmperative.

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APPENDIX I. 


BrigF History. 
(Report, 1851 — Appendiz.) 


The first official act relating to Water Works for the City 
of Boston was the appointment in 1825 of Prof. Daniel 
Treadwell to ascertain the practicability of bringing in a 
supply. In March, 1838, the Mayor was directed by the 
City Council to apply to the Legislature for power to bring 
in water. In 1834 a new commission was appointed to 
examine sources of supply. In 1836 R. H. Eddy, civil 
engineer, examined and reported on Spot and Mystic ponds, 
and on August 16 of the same year, at a general meeting in 
Faneuil Hall, it was voted to appoint a permanent board of 
commissioners. In 1837 a new commission was appointed 
to examine sources of supply, and in the same year, at a 
public meeting, it was voted that it was expedient for the 
city to provide a supply of water at the public expense. 
April 6, 1838, the City Council ordered an application to be 
made to to the Legislature for permission to bring in water 
from Long or Mystic and Spot ponds, but too late for action 
that year. January 10, 1839, the petition was again 
presented and a bill drawn, but on account of remonstrants 
it was recommitted, and resulted in the appointment of a 
commission by the Governor to report the facts in the case. 

In August, 1844, the City Council appointed another 
board of commissioners to report on the best mode and the 
probable expense of bringing the water of Long pond into 
the city. March 25, 1845, an act was passed authorizing the 
city to bring in a supply of water, but the same was rejected 
by the voters on account of certain provisions contained 
therein. In 1845 John B. Jervis of New York and Walter 
R. Johnson of Philadelphia were appointed commissioners to 
examine courses of supply, and reported in favor of Long 
pond. March 30, 1846, the act was passed permitting the 
construction of water works, and was accepted by the voters 
April 18, 1846. May 4, 1846, Nathan Hale, James F. 
Baldwin and Thomas B. Curtis were elected Water Commis- 
sioners, and under their supervision the Water Works were 
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commenced and finished, except the East Boston section, 
which was not completed until 1851. (Report, 1851, page 31.)

1846, November 15.— Shafts commenced on Newton 
tunnel. ; 

1847, November 20, — Corner-stone Beacon Hill reservoir 
laid. ' 

1848, September 17 — Bottom of brick work in aqueduct 
all united. 

1848, October 12 — Top closed and water l¢t in. 

1848, October 25 — Great celebration and fountains on 
the Common played for the first time. 

1849, May 1 — Act passed authorizing city to supply East 
Boston. 

1849, November 28 — Water let into Beacon Hill reservoir. 

1849, November 28 — Water let into South Boston res- 
ervolr. 

In 1850, by an ordinance in force one year, the rights, 
_ powers and authority of the city were vested in the Cochitu- 
ate Water Board, consisting of a commissioner, engineer and 
a water registrar, subject to the direction of a joint standing 
committee of the City Council. In 1851 a Cochituate Water 
Board of seven members was established by authority of an 
ordinance of October 30, 1850. 

On January 5, 1874, the City of Charlestown was annexed 
to Boston, and the control of the Mystic Water System 
passed into the hands of the City of Boston, which undertook 
to supply water to Somerville, Everett and Chelsea, besides 
Charlestown, collecting all water rates in these places and 
remitting a certain percentage to these towns. 

Under the provisions of the Act uniting Charlestown to 
Boston, the Mystic Water Board of five members was con- 
tinued until such time as the City Council of Boston should 
determine to unite it with the Cochituate Board. (See 
Mystic Report, Document 35, 1874.) This arrangement 
continued until the organization, June 31, 1876, of the 
Boston Water Board, consisting of three members. (See 
Document 40, 1892, page 130.) 

“ By chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, 
the Water Income Department and the Water Registrar were 
abolished, and the Water Department created, a single Com- 
missioner being intrusted with all the powers previously 
exercised by the Boston Water Board and the Boston Water 
Registrar.” (Municipal Register, 1901, page 88.) 

By chapter 488, Acts of 1895, approved June 5, 1895, the 
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Metropolitan Water Board, consisting of three members, was 
created. The act states that they shall provide and maintain 
a system of water works adequate to supply water for the 
cities of Boston, Chelsea, Everett, Malden, Medford, New- 
ton and Somerville, and the towns of Belmont, Hyde Park, 
Melrose, Revere, Winthrop and Watertown, and any others 
within ten miles of the State House owning pipes. They 
may take the water of Nashua river above the dam of the 
Lancaster Mills, and of Sandy pond, Clinton, “Shall on or 
before the 1st day of January, in the year 1898, take all the 
lands and all the ponds, basins, reservoirs, filter beds, dams, 
aqueducts, conduits, pumping stations, pipes, pumps, and 
other property held by the City of Boston for the purpose of 
supplying water or for the purpose of storing or of pro- 
tecting or preserving the purity of the water, and situated 
westward of Chestnut Hill reservoir in said city and west- 
ward of the intersections of the main pipes which convey 
water from the Mystic distributing reservoir ; also the pump- 
ing station at’ Chestnut Hill reservoir and land under and 
surrounding the same and the pipes and aqueduct leading 
thereto.” Also Spot pond and land under and around same. * 

They shall construct reservoirs, completing the one in 
Southboro’ begun by the City of Boston. They shall connect 
Chestnut Hill reservoir with supply pipes for Somerville, 
Everett, Chelsea and Charlestown, and the old contracts of 
Boston to supply these places shall be cancelled January 1, 
1898. 

They shall. operate the works including Chestnut Hill 
reservoir from January 1, 1898, shall have exclusive rights 
and be responsible for damages. “The cost of maintenance 
and interest and sinking funds in excess of income other 
than from sales of property, shall be assessed upon cities and 
towns at the same ratio that their respective valuations bear 
to the total valuation of all, except that in those cities and 
towns supplying all their own water the valuation shall be 
placed at only one-sixth of the actual amount and the bal- 
ance shall be distributed to the others, and cities and towns 
assessed at full valuation shall have credit for partial supplies 
of water. Cities and towns having water works not taken 
by the Metropolitan Water Board under provisions of this 
act shall be at liberty to operate same and use the income in 
the usual manner. (Document 32, 1896, page 81.) 

By the provisions of chapter 168 of the Acts of 1901, the 
Metropolitan Water Board and the Board of Metropolitan 
Sewerage Commissioners were consolidated in one board. con- 
sisting of three members. (See State Document 57, 1902.) 
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APPENDIX ILI. 


Cost oF WORKS. 


The expenditures of the commissioners who up to 1850 
had charge of the construction and operation of the Water 
Works amounted ‘to $4,048,718.21 ; adding to this the ex- 
penditures of the Water Boards of 1850 and 1851 makes a 
total expenditure of $4,551,191.33 ; which latter sum, how- 
ever, includes a certain amount for running expenses. The 
original construction account was closed on April 30, 1891, 
and the cost of the original works was therefore approxi- 
mately four and one-half millions of dollars. 

In the earlier reports of the Water Board, and up to 1891, 
it was the practice to state the amount obtained by deducting 
the total receipts of every kind from the total expenditures 
for construction and maintenance as the net cost of the 
works to date. This appears to have been the accepted cus- 
tom in this matter. 

In 1891, however, the City Engineer made a statement of 
the cost of the Water Works, based on the actual expendi- 
tures for construction, and in 1895 made another similar 
statement, bringing the cost up to February 1, 1895. The 
City Engineer stated in the report that the figures on the 
books of the Water Department, showing the cost of the 
Water Works, had been modified to conform to these state- 
ments and, therefore, the cost of the Water Works, as stated 
in reports from 1891 to date, purports to be the total amount 
expended for actual construction. A summary of the cost 
to February 1, 1895, as stated by the City Engineer, is as 
follows :

APPROPRIATION BILL FOR THE CITY AND COUNTY 


FOR 1902-1903. 





In BoARD OF ALDERMEN, March 18, 1902. 


The Committee on Appropriations, to whom was referred 
the message of the Mayor, transmitting the estimates of the 
several departments for the financial year 1902-1903, and 
the appropriations recommended by him, having considered 
the same, respectfully submit the following appropriation bill 
for the city and county for the present financial year, and 
recommend its passage, together with the accompanying 
orders.

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CITY OF BOSTON. 


APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1902-1908. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1902, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That all expenses for maintenance, assessments, and interest 
on account of water supply be met by the income from said works, so 
far as it goes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified and 
any balance required on account of water supply, be met out of the 
money remaining in the treasury at the close of business on January 
31, 1902, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out 
the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, 
and by the income of the financial year beginning February 1, 1902, 
and by taxes to the amount of $12,546,069, and that said amount be 
raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in the City of 
Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts ashe may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council and School Committee, and all taxes assessed for meeting 
the City’s proportion of the State tax of the year 1902, or of any other 
taxes or assessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and payable 
on the first day of October, 1902; that all such taxes paid after the first 
day of November, 1902, bear interest from and including said day until 
paid, at the rate of six per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed 
upon shares of stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate 
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of shee per cent. per annum from and including said first day of 
November until paid; and that all interest which shall have become 
due on taxes shall be added to and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the Reserve Fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1902, and February 1, 1903, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

FEDERAL-STREET DRAW. 


As it is not feasible to rebuild this draw in its present 
location so as to provide a 50 foot channel-way, on account of 
the location of Atlantic avenue extension, an estimate has 
been made for building a new bridge and a draw with a 
channel-way 50 feet in width, in extension of Dorchester 
avenue. This estimate covers the cost of raising the street 
on the Boston side at the abutment on the ‘harbor line to 
grade 21; building a steel bridge 92 feet wide on masonry 
piers, wharves, etc. The estimate does not cover the cost 
of any work on the South Boston side except the masonry 
abutment at the harbor line. ‘Total cost, $422,000. 

Atlantic avenue extension of Cove-street draw is being 
designed for a channel-way for the passage of vessels 50 feet 
in width. 

Broadway draw is now under construction, providing a 
channel-way for the passage of vessels 50 feet in width.

Mayor of the City of Boston : 
DEAR Srr, —In accordance with the request of the Com- 


mon Council, that the Cemetery Trustees report to said body 
the necessity of more land for graves for the worthy poor at 
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Mount Hope Cemetery, and the amount of land required, 
and the estimated expense of the same, we report as follows: 

First, as to the necessity of more land for graves for 
the worthy poor: 

At the establishment of Mount Hope Cemetery in that 
portion thereot known as the City Cemetery, there was pro- 
vided a free burial-place for the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston without any charge whatsoever. It was early found 
in the history of the cemetery that this method of burial was 
not satisfactory to a large class of people, making as it did a 
pauper burial, z.e.,a burial for which there was no charge. 
This led, some forty years ago, to the setting aside of a por- 
tion of the cemetery for a “ City Lot.” 

This system was inaugurated and intended to meet the 
requirements of people of very moderate circumstances, who 
did not wish to avail themselves of the provision made for 
the inhabitants of the City of Boston, where no compensa- 
tion was to be paid, and who could not afford the purchase 
of a grave. 

The Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery gave a burial right 
for five dollars ($5.00), the cost of an interment, in this lot, 
which removed the burial from one free from any charge 
therefor to a burial for which a consideration was paid. | 

This method furnished a mere burial right for no definite 
period; other bodies were buried in the same grave, and no 
ownership of land or right of control was granted with this 
lot. No decoration of the grave by monument or marker 
could be allowed, from the fact that other bodies were 
interred in the same grave. In other words, there was no 
right of ownership. 

This is a system which may have been fair, and in a cer- 
tain sense proper; this department, however, felt it was 
misleading, and in many instances misunderstood by the 
persons who took advantage of its provisions, and believed 
they were purchasing more than a mere right of interment. 

Karly in January of 1902, this lot (containing then 
17,896 bodies) was substantially full. At a meeting of the 
Board, held on January 9, 1902, the following votes were 
passed, and in accordance with the requirements of the same, 
a notice was sent to the undertakers of the City of Boston 
apprizing them of this decision. 

Voted, ‘That whereas it appears that the City Lot, so- 
called, in Mount Hope Cemetery, is substantially filled, and 
whereas adequate provision has been made by the setting ~ 
apart of land for pauper burials, the General Superintendent 
is hereby instructed that when said lot shall be filled to cease 


-<ht 
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providing the right of interment (without giving the usual 
receipt that is given to a purchaser of a $15 grave) for the 
cost of $5 in any portion of Mount Hope Cemetery, and 
that hereafter all interments in said cemetery shall be made 
in lots or graves owned by some person or in land designated 
by the department for city paupers. 

Voted, That notices, apprizing the undertakers of this vote, 
to take effect February 1, 1902, be sent.

DEAR Str, — You are hereby notified that, in accordance 
with the order of the Cemetery Department on February 1, 
1902, and from that time on, no further burials shall be made 
in the City Lot, so-called, at Mt. Hope Cemetery, but that 
thereafter all interments in said cemetery shall be made in 
lots or graves owned by some person, or in land designated by 
the department for city paupers.

This department has realized for some time it was right to 
put an end to this form of burial, which was misleading, and 
really gave nothing to the purchaser better than a free burial ; 
but, inasmuch as the system had been inaugurated for many 
years, it did not seem wise to make any change until the 
land set aside for this purpose was used, when it was deemed 
advisable to take a definite stand. 

We know that great effort is made by friends and relatives 
to keep their dead from a free burial, and obtain a final rest- 
ing-place over which they can have control, and the depart- 
ment has supplied so much of its land as was available to 
these people for a reasonable consideration. 

The area of Mount Hope is limited and must, in accordance 
with the provisions of the statute, be divided between “ suit- 
able lots or other sub-divisions for family or other burials, 
with necessary paths and avenues and land for a public burial- 
ground for the use of the inhabitants of said Boston, free 
from any charge therefor.” 

Demand for graves for a small consideration is very great, 
and Mount Hope is one of the few cemeteries in this vicinity 
that supplies single graves at a price within the purchasing 
abilities of citizens of moderate means, and now that the City 
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Lot is full, the demands of many citizens will make exhaustive 
inroads upon the remaining land available for inexpensive 
graves in Mount Hope. 

We believe the city’should establish the policy of furnish- 
ing its unfortunate citizens with single graves for the con- 
sideration of $5, and that for that purpose provision should 
be made to enable this department to carry into effect such 
suggested policy. 

We know this would be greatly appreciated by many of 
our citizens who desire to save froma free burial their 
relatives and friends. There is not enough available land in 
Mouht Hope to provide for this class of burial. 

The Trustees recommend that such land, if acquired, be 
separated into sections with separate burial locations to any 
denomination or religion whose custom requires it; and that 
a part thereof be consecrated for burial purposes in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Catholic faith, giving 
equal and impartial rights to all religions. 

Inasmuch as the city has given a burial right to many 
thousands of people for $5, it can afford to continue the 
policy on a more proper and liberal basis, and for the same 
amount give the title toa grave, which at the election of its 
owner could be utilized for the interment of the bodies of 
two adults or four children. 

The filling of the so-called City Lot leaves a class of people 
unprovided for, although to meet this demand the department 
is laying out an area of land and offering single graves at the 
rate of ten dollars ($10). As single graves in Mount Hope 
have not been sold for less than fifteen dollars ($15), we 
do not feel warranted in making further discount unless 
additional land and authority to do so is forthcoming. 

Second, the amount of land required. 

Last year the burials in the City Lot, up to the time the 
same was closed, amounted to 746. It is conservative to 
estimate that if a system of providing a five-dollar grave 
to the uses of all the deserving and worthy poor is inaugu- 
rated, available to all religious sects alike, the burials would 
amount to 1,200 annually. 

This number would increase yearly, a fact which should 
be borne in mind in settling this important matter. A single 
grave requires eighteen square feet of land. An acre of land, 
allowance being made for necessary avenues and paths, would 
provide a burial place for 1,600 bodies, each grave containing 
a single adult body. 

At this time, it can properly be urged that the city make 
provision of land to meet the needs of possible epidemic. As 
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to the amount of land required it can be considered in two 
ways. 

First.— The purchase of sufficient land to meet the 
demand for a short time; or 


Second. — The purchase of land of large enough area to 
solve the problem for the future. 

The first proposition does not answer the question with 
any definiteness ; the purchase of small tracts, if this policy 
of burial is to be continued, involves increasing expense 
from time to time as to cost, and would lead to the estab- 
lishment of small burial-grounds, more expensive to care for 
and control than one cemetery. 

This was a policy adopted by our early settlers, which 
resulted in Copp’s Hill, the Granary, King’s Chapel, and 
many other burial-grounds scattered throughout the city, and 
in most instances occupying valuable business and _resi- 
dential sections. 

A few acres would provide facilities for the present, but 
would only tend to a short settlement of an important 
matter. 

The second proposition is the purchase of land of a suth- 
cient area to meet the needs of the future. The Commission 
realize that for good reasons it would be advantageous to have 
such land adjacent to Mount Hope Cemetery, that both 
might be managed under the care of one superintendent and 
with the labor of the same employees, thus avoiding the 
additional expense of a separate cemetery force and the cost 
of carts, tools and labor applances. 

It should be remembered in considering this matter that 
the value of land within our city limits increases yearly, and 
tracts of any considerable size are growing scarce. Had pro- 
vision been made to this end several years ago, land could 
have been purchased at small cost, and without interfering 
with the growth of any residential section. 

At the present time it is somewhat difficult to find land 
suitable for the desired purpose, and so situated that its use 
for burial purposes would not be a serious detriment to 
adjoining property. é 

Such land, if available, might well be considered in this 
respect. 

This department does not recommend any parcel or parcels 
of land, nor does it feel it should recommend the taking of a 
small or large area for this purpose. 

The department urges the need and believes the deserving 
poor should be provided for in this matter of burial, and 
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hopes the City Council will establish some definite settled 
policy. : 

Third, as to the estimated expense of the same. 

The purchase price of land should be governed as to its 
real and proper value, which would depend upon its location, 
size and general fitness. 

The land alone would be of small use to this department, 
unless provision was made at the same time to meet the 
cost of the development of a portion thereof for immediate 
use. 

As to the amount of an appropriation, and the uses to 
which the same shall be put, are matters for the City Council 
to pass upon; we feel we can go no further by way of 
recommendation than is herein contained. 

The department is willing to furnish any further desired 
information, or to appear before any committee which may be 
appointed to consider this matter, and give any more detailed 
statement that may appear necessary.

DEAR Srr, — We have received the enclosed order from 
the Common Council, requesting us to report through you 
to the Council the total cost of the Head House at Marine 
Park, when completed ; the cost of repairs on the same since 
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completion; also what amount of revenue has been received 
each year that it has been occupied, and under what con- 
ditions it is let or leased at the present time. 

The cost of the Head House, including elevator, laude 
machinery, electric lighting, heating and cooking apparatus, 
and all permanent fixtures, to January 31, 1898, was $110,- 
734.55. The cost of changes afterwards made in the public 
toilet-rooms was $339.99, making the total cost $111,074.54. 
The cost of renewing the sgraffito work and repairing 
other damages caused by the severe weather in the winter of 
1897-98 was $1,297.61. Since then the amounts paid for 
repairs were: In 1899, $142.87; in 1890, $87.01; in 1891, 
$52.11 — making a total of $1,579.60. 

The revenue derived from the lease of the Head House, 
from 1897 to 1901, inclusive, was: 1897, $336.94; 1898, 
$377.95 ; 1899, $218.92; 1900, $349.81 ; 1901, $111.32 -a 
total of $1,394.94. Of this amount $288.16 was paid in cash, 
and the balance was offset against the cost of heating the 
house during the first two winters after its construction, light- 
ing the pier in winter, and for reducing the cost of children’s 
baths from 10 cents to 5 cents. 

For the conditions under which the Head House is leased 
at the present time, we would refer the Council to the 
enclosed copy of the lease.

The City of Boston, a municipal corporation in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, by the Board of Park Com- 
missioners of said city, hereinafter designated as Board, and 
L. E. Bova, of said Boston, hereinafter designated as Lessee, 
agree as follows: 

Article I. The Lessee, for the term consisting of the time 
between December 31, 1901, and December 31, 1904, shall 
have the exclusive right of furnishing refreshments in the 
building at Marine park, in said Boston, known as the “ Head 
House.” 

Article II. The Lessee during said term, from 8 o’clock 
A.M. to 11 o’clock P.M., of each day from May 15, to 
October 1 of each year prior to December 31, 1904, shall 
furnish to persons in said Head House applying therefor and 
paying the prices approved by the Board, such refreshments 
as Shall, from time to time, be required by the Board to be 
furnished therein; shall keep all said premises clean and 
well lighted, heated, watched and guarded during said term. 
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Article III. The Lessee during said term shall maintain 
order and a proper behavior of all persons on said premises ; 
protect the building and other property thereon from injury 
or misuse; guard said property from fire, and prevent any 
bicycle from going upon any part of said Head House prom- 
enades or pier, and, without charge therefor, shall check 
bicycles, keep a pneumatic pump and allow the use thereof 
to persons having bicycles, shall employ a fireman or engineer 
approved by the Board, and shall employ such other assist- 
ants as shall, from time to time, be required by the Board, 
and shall not use any coal other than anthracite. 

Article IV. The Lessee shall cause each of his employees 
to wear such uniform and badge as shall be required by the 
Board, and shall see that none of them accepts any tip or like 
fee for his service. 

Article V. The Lessee shall cause to be printed on his 
bills of fare, and shall cause to be posted on said premises 
or park, only such notices as shall be approved by the Board. 

Article VI. The Lessee shall permit only such music to 
be played, and only such entertainments to be given, on said 
premises, as shall be approved by the Board. 

Article VII. The Lessee shall not prevent the public 
from making a proper use of said premises, not interfering 
with the carrying on of hig business, nor shall he assign this 
contract, or under-let the whole or any part of said premises 
without the consent in writing of the Board, nor shall he 
interfere with or obstruct the Board in ‘making improve- 
ments. 

Article VIII. The Lessee shall cause a man and a woman 
to be at the bath-houses from eight o’clock A.M. to eight 
o'clock P.M. of each day, and shall employ such other 
attendants as may be necessary to maintain order and keep 
the bath-houses and passageways clean, and to render such 
other service as may be required in the bath-houses. 

Article IX. The Lessee shall permit only one door from 
the bath-houses to the beach on the north side of the house 
and one door on the south side to be opened; and shall 
permit no persons except bathers in the bath-houses and 
passageways, and shall permit no persons in bathing clothes 
elsewhere than on the beach and in or among the bath- 
houses; shall provide a safe for the storage of valuables of 
bathers while they are bathing, without extra charge; shall 
supply the shower-baths with cold salt water and hot water 
in sufficient quantities and proper temperature to make the 
bath operative at all times, except on rainy days. 
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Article X. The Lessee shall provide that the attendants 
shall be persons competent to save the lives of persons who 
may be in danger of drowning; that it shall be a part of 
their duty to keep a lookout for accidents and give assistance 
when needed; shall cause during crowded occasions a man 
to be stationed in a boat near each of the two beaches for 
this express purpose. 

Article XI. The Lessee shall conform to the following 
schedule of prices for the use of the bathing facilities and 
bath-house, and also to such regulations in regard thereto as 
the Board shall from time to time make: 


SCHEDULE OF PRICES. 


Use of men’s bath-house one hour, including bathing- 
suit of two pieces, to be approved 2 the Board, and 
towel . 10 cents 
For extra quality of bathing- -suit an extra charge may be 
made.

Use of women’s bath-house one hour including bathing- 

suit and towel . . 15 cents 


For an extra quality of bathing-suit an extra charge may be 
made. 
Use of bath-house, bathing-suit and towel by children, 5 cents 


Article XII. he Lessee shall conform to such reasonable 
regulations in regard to the use of the premises, including 
the bath-houses and toilet rooms, by the public, as the Board 
shall, from time to time, make, and the Lessee shall provide 
soap, towels and toilet paper free, and properly take charge 
of and keep clean the toilet rooms. 

Article XIII. The Lessee shall make all interior repairs 
of the Head House and bath-houses, including painting, 
renewals and repairs to the fixtures. 

Article XIV. ‘The Lessee shall pay fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) per annum in instalments of five hundred dollars 
($500) each, payable on the first days of July, August and 
September, subject to the following allowances : 

For care of pier and public toilet rooms five months, includ- 
ing soap, towels, and toilet paper, two hundred and fifty-one 
(251) dollars. 

For lhghting toilet rooms five months, and services of 
matron four months, two hundred and twelve (212) dollars. 

For interior repairs to Head House and bath-houses seventy- 
five (75) dollars.

Article XV. The Board may terminate this contract in 
case the Lessee shall become insolvent, or at any time after 
the Lessee shall violate any of its provisions, by giving the 
Lessee in hand, or sending to him by mail to said Head House, 
two weeks’ notice to that effect, and all the rights and 
privileges of said Lessee under this agreement, at the expira- 
tion of said two weeks, shall cease.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1902-1903. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1902, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the.departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are 
hereby, appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That all expenses for maintenance, assessments and irterest 
on account of water supply be met by the income from said works, so 
far as it goes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified and 
any balance required on account of water supply be met out of the 
money remaining in the treasury at the close of business on January 31, 
1902, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the 
requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and 
by the income of the financial year, beginning February 1, 1902, and by 
taxes to the amount of $12,546,069, and that said amount be raised by 
taxation on the polls and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council and School Committee, and all taxes assessed for meeting 
the City’s proportion of the State tax of the year 1902, or of any other 
taxes or assessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and pay- 
able on the first day of October, 1902; that all such taxes paid after the 
first day of November, 1902, bear interest from and including said day 
until paid, at the rate of six per cent. per annum, except the taxes 
assessed upon shares of stock of national banks shall bear interest at 
the rate of twelve per cent. per annum from and including said first 
day of November until paid; and that all interest which shall have 
become due on taxes shall be added to and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi-

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sion of the same department, and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the reserve fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1902, and February 1, 1903, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 


disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MARKETS 


ON THE 


MARKETS OF NEW YORK, PHILADELPHIA, BALTI- 
MORE AND WASHINGTON. 


In Boarp OF ALDERMEN, May 12, 1902. 


The members of. the Committee on Markets, who were 
authorized by an order of the Board of Aldermen of March 
$1, 1902, to visit the markets owned and controlled by the 
municipalities of New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington, respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


The committee visited the cities above named, inspected 
the principal markets located in each city, and held confer- 
ences with the persons having charge of markets; and they 
are of the opinion that the information obtained justifies the 
trouble experienced and the expense incurred. In order 
that the members of the City Council may, as far as possi- 
ble, have the benefit of this information, the committee 
presents herewith a synopsis of the facts ascertained. 

The committee left Boston at 9 A.M. on April 1, and 
went directly to Washington, where they arrived at 10 P.M. 


MARKETS IN WASHINGTON. 


The principal markets in Washington are the Eastern, 
the Western (otherwise known as the K-street Market), the 
Georgetown and the Centre Markets. The first three are 
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owned and controlled by the District of Columbia; the 
latter, by a semi-public corporation known as the Washing- 
ton Market Company. 

The committee spent Wednesday, April 2, in visiting 
these markets, and in obtaining information in regard to 
them. The committee are indebted to the Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, to the Manager and the Vice- 
President of the Washington Market Company, and to the 
Market Masters in charge of the different markets, for the 
kindness and courtesy shown by them, and for their willing- 
ness to answer the large number of questions asked by the 
committee. In justice -to these gentlemen it should also be 
said that the committee not only found them very willing to 
give any information at their command, but found them very 
well informed in regard to the general condition of affairs in 
relation to markets. 

The committee found that, in the opinion of all the gentle- 
men consulted, the market business is not nearly so profitable 
at the present time as it has been in the past. While opinions 
differ somewhat as to the cause of this, the general opinion 
seemed to be that it was principally due to the establishment 
of a large number of general provision stores in all the different 
sections of the city. That the market business is not as a 
rule as profitable as it was, is shown by the fact that it is now 
rarely possible for a man to dispose of his business for a 
bonus, by the fact that it is hard work to find tenants for 
the stalls, and by the fact that it has been found necessary to 
reduce rents from time to time, until now the net income 
from the markets, after paying the running expenses, is com- 
paratively very little. Your committee have obtained the 
amount charged for stalls in the different markets, the gross 
receipts from each market, the expenditures on account of 
each market, and the value of the land and buildings at each 
market. From this information, which will be found below, 
any one can easily figure out the net results to the city. 

With the exception of about half of the dealers in the 
Western Market, the occupants of stalls in all these markets 
are tenants at will. In all of them, it is understood that 
the tenant will be permitted to occupy a stall as long as he 
chooses to do so, provided he complies with the regulations 
and pays his rent promptly. In all of them, except the Centre 
Market, the occupant of a stall may dispose of his stall to 
any one he chooses, the District of Columbia accepting as 
lessee the person designated by the old tenant, unless his 
character is objectionable. In the case of the Centre Market, 
tenants may give up astall at any time upon five days’ notice, 
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in which case the corporation is free to let the stall to any 
one it selects. 

There is not, and never has been, any requirement that 
occupants of stalls shall be residents of the City of Wash- 
ington. 

In all the markets, any improvement made by the tenant 
becomes the property of the District of Columbia or of the 
corporation owning the market, as the case may be. 

It will be noticed that the amount charged for a stall differs 
according to the use to be made of it. The committee 
were informed that the reason for this was a belief that per- 
sons who to a large extent raise their own produce in the 
vicinity of the city, and bring it in for sale, should be given 
the advantage of lower rents than those charged persons who 
simply buy their stock at wholesale and sell it out again at 
retail. 

One fact which has had a tendency to work to the great ad- 
vantage of the markets in this city is that in Washington many 
of the most aristocratic people still continue the old custom 
of going to the markets in the early morning to personally 
select the supplies for the household. On the morning of 
any “market day” at the Centre Market, hundreds of car- 
riages may be seen in the vicinity of the market waiting for 
their owners to finish their marketing. 

Each market has certain “market days.” Owing to this 
fact a dealer frequently occupies stalls in more than one 
market. For instance, over half of the occupants of stalls in 
the Western Market, where the “market days” are Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday night, also occupy stalls 
in the Centre Market, where the ‘ market days” are Tuesday, 
Thursday, and Saturday. 

A picturesque feature in connection with the Washington 
markets is the little street stands on the sidewalks. For 
these no rent is charged. In most cases they are occupied 
by colored people, who build little fires in the street by 
which to warm themselves. ‘These little stands of all varie- 
ties, their occupants, and the little fires built in the street, 
all combine to present a picture not seen by the committee at 
any other market. 


The Eastern Market. 


The Eastern Market, situated on Capitol hill, is 202 feet 
deep and 50 feet wide in front. The building, a one-story 
structure, originally cost $32,900, but it is probably not now 
worth more than $10,000. The land on which it is situated 
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is worth about $1.25 a foot, or $12,625 in all. The whole of 
the building is used for market purposes with the exception 
of the cellar, which is used for the storage of school furni- 
ture. The market contains eighty stalls. Seventy-two of 
the stalls are 13 feet by 8 feet, four are 17 feet by 8 feet, 
and four others are 14 feet by 8 feet. The rents have 
remained practically the same since the market was first 
opened on October 26, 1873, and are as follows:

There are no regular leases signed by dealers, the occu- 
pants of the stalls being tenants at will. Before taking 
possession of a stall each dealer signs an agreement to abide 
by the market regulations of the District of Columbia, and 
he is then allowed to occupy the stall as long as he pays his 
rent monthly. A dealer is permitted to occupy more than 
one stand if he chooses, and each dealer as a rule does 
occupy two stalls in this market. The committee were 
informed that there was no great amount of competition to 
obtain a stall which had been vacated, but none of the stalls 
were vacant at the time the committee visited the market. 
Since the market was first established there has been a large 
increase in the population in that section of the city, and 
this has worked to the advantage of the market. 

The District of Columbia has spent about $300 each year 
for repairs and improvements on the building, and paid about 
$1,850 each year for salary of Market Master and other 
expenses of administration. The total receipts have aver- 
aged $3,500. 

Persons are allowed to put up small street stands along the 
sidewalk in the vicinity of the market, and to occupy them 
from 5 A.M. until noon each day except Saturday, and all 
day on Saturday. Jor these stands no charge is made. 


The Western Market. 


The Western Market building is a one-story structure 
composed of two wings, one 220 feet long and 50 feet wide, 
the other 76 feet long and 50 feet wide. The building orig- 
inally cost $60,000, but has been much improved since it was 
first opened on November 15, 1876, and is now estimated to 
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be worth about $90,000. The land on which it is situated is 
valued at $2 per foot or about $30,000. Of late years the 
amount expended for repairs has averaged $600, the average 
expenditures for the last twelve years for salary of Market 
Master and other expenses of administration have been 
$1,975 per annum. The receipts have fluctuated, but the 
average for the last twelve years has been $5,512 per annum. 

There are in the market 110 stalls, each 9 feet by 8 feet. 
The occupants of the stalls have, however, been allowed to 
encroach upon the aisles by placing overhanging shelves 
extending about two feet over the front and sides. The 
stalls. therefore for all practicable purposes, are about 11 feet 
by 10 feet. When the market was first opened in 1876, 
leases of the stalls for a term of thirty years were offered at 
auction, one of the special inducements offered to buyers of 
these leases being that they would be required to pay only 
half of the regular amount of rent. Sixty-eight of the stalls 
were sold at auction, the average price received being about 
$500. With the exception of the persons who hold these 
thirty-year leases, the occupants of the stalls in this market, 
as in the Eastern Market, are tenants at will. Since the 
market was established, the population of the section of the 
city in which it is located has increased, but the establish- 
ment of general provision stores in the neighborhood has 
operated to its disadvantage. On account of the greater 
facilities offered the public by these stores which handle a 
general class of goods, and on account of the fact that they 
may keep open as long as they please, and may keep open 
365 days in the year, if they choose to, they have taken away 
from the market a large amount of its trade. The amount 
of business done by the dealers occupying stalls has decreased 
to such an extent that it has been necessary from time to 
time to make reductions in the rents of the stalls. For 
instance, butcher stands which originally let for $16 per 
month now let for $7 per month. The last reduction was 
made in 1892, and the amount of the reduction of rent for 
each stand ranged from $12 to $24 per year. 


The prices now charged for stalls are as follows:

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The holders of thirty year leases pay, of course, only half 
these amounts. 

There is no rule prohibiting people from hiring more than 
one stall, but it is rarely done; there being only two dealers 
occupying more than one stall at the time of the visit of 
your committee. There is no very great demand for stalls 
in the market at the present time, seven of the stalls being 
vacant. There being no great demand for stalls, it is of 
course impossible for a dealer to dispose of a stand for a 
bonus, except in the case of persons holding thirty-year 
leases, in which case the fact that they are required to pay 
only half the usual amount of rent enables them to dispose 
of their leases for a considerable bonus. 

Persons are allowed to put up and occupy small stands on 
the sidewalks in the vicinity of the market on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays from 4.30 A.M. until noon, and 
on Saturday all day. For these stands no charge is made. 


The Georgetown Market. 


The Georgetown Market is located in a one-story build- 
ing, 40 feet wide and 150 feet deep. The building 
originally cost $6,000 and is now probably worth about. 
$5,000. The land on which it is situated is worth 
about $2 per foot, or $12,000. The whole of the building 
is used for market purposes. The average amount expended 
for administration of the market is $1,250 per annum. The 
receipts have fluctuated according to the number of stalls. 
let. Last year they were $1,348. 

The market contains 22 stalls, each 6 feet by 9 feet. 
There are no regular leases, the dealers being tenants at will. 
The market was first opened in 1804. In 1896 the stalls. 
were enlarged and improved, and the rent was increased. 
For each stall a rent of $5.00 a month is now charged, irre- 
spective of the use made of the stall. There is no rule pro- 
hibiting people from occupying more than one stall, but they 
rarely do. ‘There is no great demand for stalls, five of them 
being vacant at the present time. 

Persons are allowed to put up small street tant in the 
vicinity of the market. For these no charge is made. 


The Centre Market. 


The largest and best market in the City of Washington 
is the Centre Market. This is owned by a company known 
as the Washington Market Company, incorporated by a 
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special act of Congress, approved May 20,1870. The Act 
gave to this company the lease of the land on which the 
market is located for a term of ninety-nine years, but pro- 
vided that the District of Columbia might take possession of 
the land at any time after a period of thirty years, upon pay- 
ment to the company of an amount equal to the “free and 
just valuation of the buildings and improvements on the 
land at the time of taking. This Act of Congress fixed the 
amount of rent to be paid by the company at $25,000; but 
this amount, was almost immediately reduced to $20,000, and 
was still later further reduced to $7,500. By the terms of 
the act of incorporation the rent received is used for the 
relief of the poor. | 

The market is a large two-story brick structure, 500 feet 
long and 200 feet wide. The first floor is used for market 
purposes; the second floor partly for cold storage and partly 
as the national headquarters of the G.A.R. The building, 
including the cold storage plant, cost $750,000, and contains 
666 stalls. No reliable estimate has been made of the value 
of the land, but land in close proximity has recently sold for 
$12 per foot, and the land on which the market is situated is 
probably worth about $8 or $9 per foot. The total imcome 
is said to be in the vicinity of $70,000. The expenditures 
for the maintenence of this market could not, of course, be 
obtained by the committee. 

The stalls are six feet by eight feet and are divided into 
“sections,” each “section” being composed of three stalls. 
Usually, a dealer rents a “section,” thus obtaining a place 
of business having a frontage of eighteen feet and a depth 
of eight feet. The act of Congress incorporating the com- 
pany provided that the rent charged for stalls should not 
exceed the following: |

There were a few stands of smaller sizes which the act 
provided should be let for a correspondingly less amount. 

The rents charged at present are based on this schedule, 
but the amount charged for butcher stands has been reduced 
to $12, and a further reduction of 20 per cent. is allowed 
each person who pays his rent in advance promptly on the 
first of each month. ‘To all intents and purposes, therefore, 
the rents charged at present are as follows:

The market company repairs any wear and tear, but any 
improvements beyond that the lessees themselves are obliged 
to make. Originally, leases were given for a term of two 
years, and the lease privileges were offered at auction; some- 
thing like $60,000 was realized from this auction of lease 
privileges. When these leases ran out they were not re- 
newed on the same conditions. Dealers are now given a 
lease for one year, but it is agreed that the stall can be 
vacated by either party on five days’ notice; and practically, 
therefore, the occupants of the stalls are tenants at will. 
On the other hand it is understood that a tenant is to be 
allowed to occupy a stall as long as he wishes to, provided 
his character and manner of carrying on business is not 
objectionable, and the market company never deprives any 
one of his lease privileges for the reason that some one else 
may offer to pay more rent for any particular stall. Persons 
holding leases are not allowed to dispose of them to other 
people; but if the occupant of a stall dies or retires from 
business his son or any of his heirs have a right to take up 
the lease and carry on the business. No sub-letting of stalls 
is permitted. There are usually two or three stalls vacant. 

The market company has installed a cold storage plant, 
and supplies cold storage to tenants in the market. For this 
an extra charge is made. For instance, for a cold storage 
box three feet by four feet and eight feet high, the company 
charges $81 per year, or $9 a month for six months, $6 a 
month for three months, and $3 a month for three months 
(December, January and February). 

Attached to the market building on one side is a large 
shed into which farmers back their wagons and sell their 
supplies. For the privilege of using this shed a charge of 
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fifteen cents is made for a one-horse wagon and twenty-five 
cents for a two-horse wagon. ‘The right to make this charge 
is given to the company by the district authorities. It is 
supposed to be about the amount required to compensate the 
market company for police, supervision, and for cleaning up. 
Persons are allowed to put up small stands in the streets 
adjacent to the market. For this privilege no charge is Some- 
times made, but in other cases there is a charge of ten or fif- 
teen cents per day, the amount received being used to defray 
the expense of cleaning up the street. The occupants of 
these street stands come very early in the morning and some- 
times stay as late as two or three o’clock in the afternoon. 

As stated above, under the original agreement or charter 
the District of Columbia may take the land on which the 
market is situated after thirty years. The market has now 
been open thirty-two years and six months, and it is probable 
that the district will soon avail itself of this privilege, in 
which case other land will undoubtedly be provided for this 
market. 


BALTIMORE. 


The committee found that the City of Baltimore, which 
was visited on Thursday, owns eleven markets, all of which 
are of thé variety known as “open markets,” that is, located 
in galvanized iron sheds, with open sides. For some reason 
which the committee were unable to clearly ascertain, the 
inhabitants of Baltimore seem to prefer this style of market, 
and consider enclosed markets undesirable. 

The committee found that there had been a marked 
diminution in the patronage of the markets, owing to the 
large number of “green grocer” stores which have sprung 
up in the different parts of the city. People may be able to 
buy produce in the large markets at a lower price, but the 
small stores are more convenient. People who buy at the 
large markets are mostly people who live in the vicinity of 
the markets, and in many instances the volume of trade has 
been, lessened by the fact that the population has drifted 
away from them to other sections of the city. 

In addition to the rent charged in this city, each dealer 
pays a license fee, which averages about $7.50, and a charge 
of ten cents for each market day, which goes to pay the 
expense of cleaning up. The payment of this amount 
entitles a person to occupy certain of the less desirable stands 
in some of the markets, known as “ gutter markets,” without 
the payment of any rent. The rent of other stands run faom 
$2 to $20 per year, according to the location. 
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It was the opinion of Mayor Hayes, and of others with 
whom the committee talked, that the markets were nota 
paying investment, and that the day of large markets has 
practically passed. The committee were informed that on 
account of this fact the closing up of all, or nearly all, of the 
markets had been seriously considered. 

An “Assistant Market Master” is in charge of each market. 
The city pays his salary, lights the markets, cleans them, 
polices them and makes all necessary repairs. These repairs 
are paid as part of the expenses of the Public Buildings 
Department, and the committee were unable to obtain the 
amount expended. 

The income from the markets last year was as follows:

PHILADELPHIA. 


On Friday the committee visited Philadelphia for the pur- 
pose of inspecting its markets. The committee called at the 
Mayor’s office and at the offices of various other officials, all 
of whom were very courteous and very glad to give the com- 
mittee any facts available. The markets belonging to the 
City of Philadelphia are directly under the charge of Mr. 
George G. Pierie, chief of the bureau of city property, to whom 
the committee is particularly indebted for the information 
obtained. 

City Markets. 


The City of Philadelphia was at one time noted for her 
public market houses. They were all of the character known 


ail 
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as “open markets ” — that is, not located in buildings of an 
especially substantial character, but in sheds, the sides of 
which were open. The sheds were placed in the middle of 
the street, and were located in all the principal sections of the 
city. Forty or fifty years ago these markets were very popular, 
were well patronized, and were a source of considerable 
income to the city. Gradually, however, the localities in 
which the markets were placed changed from residential to 
business sections, and market stores and general provision 
stores sprung up in the newer residential districts. This 
lessened the trade in the public markets and made the leases 
less desirable, as the persons who had moved away from the 
districts in which the markets were located provided them- 
selves with provisions at other places nearer home. 

The population of the city also increased rapidly, and the 
travel in the streets increased. The sheds, being of a perma- 
nent character and located in the middle of the street, became 
a serious obstruction to travel, and a cause of congestion in 
the streets in which they were located. The result was that 
the greater number of these markets have been removed. Mr. 
Pierie was of the opinion that, while their removal had added 
greatly to the street facilities, it had injured the business of 
the streets in which they were located. 

The city now has left three of these markets, one extend- 
ing for four blocks on Bainbridge street, another extending 
for two blocks on North Second street, and the third extend- 
ing for two blocks on South Second street. Each of the 
three market buildings are forty feet wide, and would, if 
placed together, make a building about 2,400 feet long. In 
other words they cover an area of about 96,000 square feet. 
No estimate has been made by the city authorities of the value 
of the buildings or of the land covered by them. The aggre- 
gate income from the markets is about $10,000 per year. The 
city appoints and pays all market clerks, and makes all neces- 
sary repairs. The marketmen are required to clean their own 
stalls and the alleyways between the stalls. It is the market 
clerks’ duty to see that the marketmen do this, but they are 
not entirely successful. The committee found that the mar- 
kets are not a source of revenue to the city, that they are 
an obstruction to travel, and that they increase the amount 
of dirt in the streets; but they are considered to be an 
accommodation to the citizens. 

The average stall is about 12 feet by 4 feet The most 
desirable stalls let for about $50 per year. The leases are 
for a period of one year, and the lease may be renewed as 
many times as the tenant desires it. If he wishes to dispose 
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of his lease, and can find a desirable tenant, the city makes no 
objection to the transfer of the lease. There is no require- 
ment that a person to whom the lease is transferred must be 
a resident of Philadelphia, and, in fact, the bulk of the ten- 
ants are not, but are farmers or market gardeners living out- 
side the city limits. A tenant is not allowed to under-let 
stand privileges, but he may occupy as many stalls as he 
may wish. Farmers do not peddle their merchandise in the 
streets in the immediate vicinity of the market, but are 
required to take stalls in the market. 


The Reading Terminal Market. 


The principal market in Philadelphia is the Reading Ter- 
minal Market, situated under the Reading Railroad Station, 
and owned by that railroad. This market is centrally located, 
is laid out with good, broad aisles between the stalis, and is 
admirably arranged for carrying on the market business. 

The building, the lower part of which is used as a market, 
is 800 feet square. In the market there are 842 stalls, or, as 
they are termed in Philadelphia, “stands,” the majority of 
which are six feet long and seven and one-half feet deep. 
The market is divided into “sections,” some containing two 
stalls and some three. Frequently one dealer will hire a 
“section,” thus securing a place of business either twelve or 
eighteen feet long and seven and one-half feet deep. The 
aisles and spaces between the stalls are very broad, giving 
abundant room for those desiring to make purchases. In 
this respect the market is in pleasing contrast to all the other 
markets visited, in all of which the aisles are narrow and inad- 
equate and easily become congested. This is a great advan- 
tage, in view of the large number of people who visit this 
market on certain days. It is estimated that as many as 
60,000 people often visit the Reading Market on a Saturday. 

The prices charged for the stalls vary according to the use 
to be made of them, the rates being as follows: 

For the “city dealer” a rent of from $11 to $12.50 per 
month is charged, according to location. For a few of the 
choicest .stands on the Twelfth street front of the market a 
rent of $16.50 per month is charged. A “city dealer” is a 
dealer in meats, poultry, eggs or butter. He usually lives 
in the city, but may live outside of its limits; in either event 
he does not himself raise that which he sells. 

For a “city vegetable dealer” a rent of $5 per month is 
charged. A “city vegetable dealer” only varies from the 
“city dealer” in that he sells all kinds of vegetables instead 
of meats, ete. 
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The right to sell «vegetables ” does not include permission 
to sell imported fruit. If a person sells imported fruit a rent 
of from $11 to $12.50 per month is charged. 

For “farmer butchers’ a rent of $7 per month is charged. 
A “farmer butcher” is a man who kills his own beef in the 
country, although he does not necessarily raise the cattle. 

For a “farmer dealer” a rent of $5 per month is charged. 
_.A “farmer dealer” is a man who gathers up farm produce, 
brings it in to the market, and sells it to the consumer. 

For “farmers” a rent of $4 per month is charged. The 
“farmer” is a man who himself raises the products which he 
sells. He may sell in his stall vegetables, eggs, poultry, and 
butter; in fact, anything which he raises, except beef, veal 
and lamb. The idea is to encourage people to become 
producers and to offer people an opportunity to buy strictly 
fresh products. 

These prices are higher than those charged in other 
markets visited; but trade is brisk, the demand for stalls is 
active, and there are very few of them vacant. In no other 
retail market visited are they getting as high prices for their 
stalls as they were five or ten years ago; in none other was 
there as large a percentage of stalls let as there were five or 
ten years ago. In this market, however, the opposite is true 
in both respects. Ten years ago there were in the vicinity 
of 250 stalls vacant; to-day the amount charged as rent is 
larger, and there are not over thirty or forty stalls vacant. 

This condition of affairs is due largely to the able manage- 
ment of the present superintendent, whom the committee 
found to be a gentleman of great energy and judgment, and 
admirably qualified for his position; but it is also partly due 
to the fact that the Reading Railroad transports free to any 
point on its road any merchandise purchased in the Reading 
Terminal Market, and to the fact that the railroad company 
has put in a refrigerating plant and sells cold storage to 
holders of market leases at a very low rate. These two inci- 
dental advantages make it an object for people to buy their 
produce here rather than somewhere else, and for marketmen 
to rent stalls in this market in preference to any other. 
Their effect is far-reaching. 

The railroad company lights the markets, keeps them 
clean, and makes all necessary repairs. It not only, cleans 
the alleys, but cleans back of the stalls at least once a week. 

The lessees of the stalls are tenants at will, the railroad 
company having the privilege of cancelling a lease at any 
time after a month’s notice, and the lessee having the same 
privilege. No lessee is asked to vacate a stall because some- 
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body else is willing to pay more rent, and the company 
endeavors to make its tenants feel that they can retain their 
stalls as long as they pay the established rent and conduct 
their business in a creditable manner. <A person is allowed 
to occupy as many stalls as he desires, and may dispose of 
his business to anybody he pleases, the company making no 
objection to transferring the lease if the character of the new 
lessee is satisfactory. The company does not care whether 
or not the lessee of the stall disposes of his lease for a bonus. 
A person is not, however, allowed to buy up stalls for the 
purpose of speculating in them. 

In the nature of things, it was impossible for the committee 
to ascertain what proportion of the cost of the railroad station 
is properly chargeable to the market, and, it being owned by 
a private corporation, figures of the gross income and expend- 
itures were not available. 


Other Markets. 


Other markets of importance in Philadelphia are the Ridge- 
avenue Farmers’ Market and the Girard-avenue Farmers’ 
Market. The stalls in each of these markets are about six 
feet square. The rents charged in the former are as fol- 
lows: 


For butchers and dealers’ stalls, from $50 to $90 per year. 
For fish dealers, $80 per year. 
For farmers’ and other stalls, from $10 to $40 per year. 
The gross income from this market is about. $20,000 per 
ear. 
i The rents charged for stalls in the Girard-avenue Farmers’ 
Market are at about the same rate. 


New YORK CITrTy. 


The committee spent Saturday in visiting and obtaining 
information about the markets in the City of New York. 
The committee called upon Mr. William T. Goundie, Chief 
of the Bureau of Markets, who not only received the com- 
mittee courteously, and gave its members all the information 
at hand, but kindly accompanied the committee on its visit 
to the markets. The committee found that in the opinion of 
Mr. Goundie the value of leases in the markets had dimin- 
ished very much in the last ten years. This was proven by 
the fact that whereas ten years ago the lessee of a store 
could dispose of his lease for a bonus of perhaps $500, it had 
now become difficult to obtain lessees for many of the stalls, 
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and by the fact that the income from most of them had dimin- 
ished to such an extent that he was seriously considering 
the advisability of recommending that some of them be 
closed up, and that the land and buildings be either disposed 
of or used for some other purpose. 

This decreased demand for the markets is in Mr. Goundie’s 
opinion due partly to the fact that the class of buyers from 
whom the most profit was realized had gradually moved away 
from the section where the markets are located to other parts 
of the city, and partly to the opening of meat stores, poultry 
stores, and general grocery and provision stores in all parts 
of the city. These being so much nearer and so much more 
convenient of access to the residential section of the city the 
trade has naturally drifted away from the large city markets. 
This has gradually lessened the demand for stalls in the 
markets until to-day there is not a market in the city (with 
the exception of the West Washington Wholesale Market) 
which has not a number of vacant stalls for which the city 
is unable to find tenants. 

With the exception of the Wallabout Market in Brooklyn, 
no leases for a number of years are given to the tenants. 
The lessees are tenants at will; but, as a matter of fact, the 
city is so glad to retain any good tenant who pays his rent 
promptly and conducts his business in a creditable manner 
that they practically have a perpetual lease. In fact, the 
committee were informed that, in the opinion of many, a 
lease for a number of years would not be considered of any 
benefit to the tenants. Under the present management he is 
allowed to retain the lease as long as he pays his rent and 
complies with the regulations, and he is allowed to dis- 
pose of or sell his lease privilege to anybody whose character 
and reputation is satisfactory to the city. The committee 
were informed that a lease for a number of years would 
therefore not only be of no advantage to a person who 
wished to continue the use of a stall, but, instead of helping 
him to dispose of his stall, would make it harder for him to 
sell it, as persons prefer an arrangement by which, while 
being permitted to retain the use of the stall as long as they 
wished, they can nevertheless relinquish it at any time they 
choose, to an arrangement by which, while guaranteed the 
use of the stall for a given number of years, they would, on 
the other hand, be compelled to pay the sum agreed upon for 
that length of time whether they found the business profitable 
or not. 

In the case of the Wallabout Market, in Brooklyn, the 
city leases or sells the use of the land to the highest bidder 
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for a term of five years, with the privilege of two further 
extensions of five years each in case the, tenant so desires. 
It has been the custom to advertise the sale of this ground 
privilege, and to establish an up-set price on the land. Ifa 
bid amounting’ to this up-set price is not received, a lease of 
the land cannot be sold. The person purchasing the lease 
must put up a building according to plans furnished by the 
city and under the supervision of an architect appointed by 
the city, to whom he must pay 4 per cent. of the cost of the 
building for his services. All buildings put up at this 
market are two-story brick buildings, and are exactly alike, 
being built in accordance with the same plans and specifica- 
tions. ‘The tenant is taxed upon the value of the property 
leased by him, the same as if it were his own private property, 
and at the end of fifteen years (or of five, in case he does not 
choose to renew the lease) the building reverts to the city. 
When this takes place some arrangement will naturally be 
made for the rental of the stalls; but none of the buildings 
have as yet reverted to the city. 

A collector of rents is appointed for each market. It is 
his duty to collect the rents and turn them in to the Comp- 
troller every two weeks. If the rent is not paid promptly 
the lease is supposed to be cancelled; but, as a matter of fact, 
some of the tenants have a hard time to get along, and beg 


for more time, and it has become the custom to let the rent ~ 


run for five days longer. If the rent is not paid at the ex- 
piration of the further period of five days, the tenant is sent 
a notice to quit. Upon the receipt of this notice, he either 
pays up at once or vacates the stall. Where a lease-holder 
defaults in the payment of his rent the amount of rent due 
is charged as arrearage against that particular stall, and any- 
one desiring to obtain the use of that stall must first pay the 
arrearage. ‘This requirement is offset, on the other hand, by 
the fact that any iron hooks, racks, or other paraphernalia 
put up by the tenant for the purpose of displaying his goods 
becomes the property of the city and is left by him when he 

vacates the stall. The new tenant has the privilege of using 
these, and their value in most cases more than equals the 
amount of arrearage. 

But the demand for stalls is so slack that frequently, if a 
man whom .the city has reason to suppose would prove to be 
a good tenant is not willing to pay the arrearage, the amount 
due as arrearage is abated by the Comptroller, upon the 
recommendation of the Chief of the Bureau of Markets. 
The committee were informed that, after a stall had been 
vacant for five or six months, a person whom the city 
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considered a good tenant was very frequently able to obtain a 
stall in most any of the markets, not only without paying the 
arrearage, but at a decreased rental. The Comptroller and . 
the Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners have the power, 
upon the recommendation of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Markets, to make such reductions; and the reduced rent 
then becomes the regular rental for that particular stall. 
When a reduction is made it is usually in the vicinity of 
20 per cent. 

The committee was informed that there is not, and never 
has been, any requirement that the tenants of the stalls 
shall be residents of New York City. 

In all the markets the city takes care of the sidewalks and 
grounds, polices the markets and cleans them, and lights the 
alleys or gangways. The tenants furnish any additional 
lights which they may desire in their stalls. No objection is 
made to a person holding more than one stall. The city 
is very willing to rent to anybody as many stalls as he may 
desire; and is even willing, in case it cannot obtain tenants 
who wish to lease a stall for market purposes, to lease them 
for other purposes. For instance, a box manufacturer has 
rented nearly one-half of one of the markets (the Central 
Market), and uses it for storage. 

The city also levies a special tax upon pedlers who ply 
their trade within 300 feet of any of the markets. The 
committee were unable to obtain any statement of the 
amount received from this special tax, the income from this 
source being included in the gross receipts of each market. 

The following is a brief description of the markets main- 
tained by the City of New York and the facts relating 
thereto : 


Washington Market. 


The Washington Market, lying between West, Washing- 
ton, Veazie and Fulton streets, and having a frontage of 
about 210 feet on each side, is acknowledged by all to be the 
best retail market in the City of New York. The building is 
a one-story iron structure, with a pitch roof, and covers 
43,500 square feet. The assessed value of the land covered 
by the building is $800,000; its actual value is considered 
to be about $1,000,000. The committee were unable to get 
an estimate from any competent authority as to the value 
of the building. 

The market contains 452 stalls varying somewhat in size. 
The rent charged for each stall varies from seventy-five cents 
to six dollars per week, the prices varying according to loca- 
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tion and size. The average stall covers about 70 square 
feet. The person having a lease of a stall is allowed to make 
any use which he may desire of the space over the stall up as 
high as the roof. This space he may use for storage purposes 
or refrigerator purposes. 

In spite of the comparatively small amount of rent charged 
for stalls, in spite of the fact that the market has the best 
location of any in the city, and in spite of extra space allowed 
for storage and other purposes, it has been found impossible 
to find tenants for all the stalls. At the time your com- 
mittee visited the market the stalls near the outer sides of 
the market (that is, those having best locations) were occu- 
pied, but a number of the inner stalls were vacant. It is 
needless to say that holders of stall leases are not able to 
dispose of them for a bonus. 

The gross receipts in 1901 from stalls in this market were 
$52,355.00. The expenses were $16,791.45. 


Fulton Market. 


The next retail market of importance, the Fulton Market, 
which is perhaps the best known, and which some years 
ago was the most prosperous market in the City of New 
York, is located at the corner of South street, near the Ful- 
ton-street ferry. The building, which is an iron structure 
similar to that at the Washington Market referred to above, 
covers an area of 83,500 square feet, and cost $210,000. 
The land is assessed for $600,000; its actual value is con- 
sidered to be about $750,000. 

The market contains 245 stalls, varying somewhat in size, 
the average size being a little over ninety square feet. For 
these stalls a rent of from ninety-five cents to $7.75 a week 
is charged. ‘The gross income from this market in the year 
1901 was $40,793. The expenses were $11,342.49. 

Perhaps nearly 50 per cent. of the stalls in this market are 
vacant, it being impossible to obtain tenants for them. A 
large proportion of the stands which are let are occupied by 
four firms. Indeed, it seems to be the impression that if 
these four firms should leave the market it would have to be 
closed up or run at a heavy loss. One of these firms occu- 
pies twenty-eight stalls, and another twenty-seven stalls. 
Your committee saw and talked with the senior members of 
each of these firms. Both were of the opinion, which the 
committee found also to be held by others, that the market 
business was not, and, in the nature of events, could not be, 
as profitable as it was fifteen, twenty or twenty-five years 
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ago. As evidence of this, both of them called the com- 
mittee’s attention to the fact that, whereas twenty or twenty- 
five years ago stalls sometimes sold for a bonus of $5,000, 
$10,000 or even $20,000, there are now many vacant stalls 
in the market in good locations for which tenants cannot be 
obtained. This change they attribute to two causes — first, 
that people have either moved some distance away from the 
market, or do not have occasion to come into that vicinity ; 
and, second, that they can get their wants supplied more con- 
veniently by the various grocery and provision stores, prac- 
tically none of which were in existence twenty or twenty-five 
years ago. 


The Catherine Market. 


The Catherine Market, situated at the foot of Catherine 
street, is located in two one-story iron buildings, covering 
in all 16,800 square feet. It contains 67 stalls, for which 
a rental of from $1.25 to $2.38 per week is charged. 
The assessed value is $80,000. The income in 1901 was 
$40,798.24 ; the expenses, $2,715.40. 


The Centre Market. 


The Centre Market is situated at the corner of Grand and 
Centre streets, and is located in a brick building two stories 
high, having a cellar. The first floor is used for market 
purposes; the second for: district court and mercantile pur- 
poses. The building covers 22,000 square feet. The market 
contains 124 stalls, which rent for from $1.00 to $8.00 per 
week. The assessed value is $200,000. The revenue received 
in 1901 amounted to $5,995.54; the expenses $8,269.17. 


The Tompkins Market. 


The Tompkins Market is located in the brick building at 
the corner of Third avenue and Sixth street. The building is 
a three-story structure, the first floor being used for market 
purposes; and the second and third floors and basement 
being used as an armory. The market covers 18,000 square 
feet, and contains 110 stalls, which rent for from $1.25 to 
$2.00 per week. The assessed value is $176,000; the 
income in 1901 was $5,986:88; the expensts, $3,172.95. 


The Union Market. 


The Union Market occupies a small portion (18 feet by 
40 feet) of the ground floor of the three-story brick building 
at the corner of East Houston and Columbia streets, the 
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remainder of the building being used as a police station and 
for other purposes. It contains 14 stalls. The assessed 
value is $75,000. The income in 1901 was $958.75; the 
expenses $1,799.95. 


The Jefferson Market. 


The Jefferson Market occupies the first floor of the two- 
story brick and terra cotta building at the corner of Sixth 
avenue and Greenwich street, the second floor being used for 
offices. It covers 36,000 square feet and contains 88 stalls, 
which let for from $1.50 to $4.00 per week. The assessed 
value is $350,000. The income in 1900 was $7,815.75; 
the expenses $3,233.30. 


The Clinton Market. 


The Clinton Market is located in an old one-story wooden 
building. It covers 16,800 square feet and contains 136 
stalls, which let for from $1.00 to $7.75 per week. The 
assessed value is $110,000. The income in 1900 was 
$5,850.84; the expenses $3,131.38. 


The Ganzevoort Farmers’ Market. 


In addition to the above retail markets, the City of New 
York has one retail market forthe exclusive use of farmers 
and gardeners. ‘This is a large open space at the corner of 
Ganzevoort and West streets, covering an area of 140,000 
square feet. Running up through this space at equal dis- 
tances are raised walks or alleys, against which the farmers 
or gardeners stand their wagons. For the use of this market 
a charge of twenty-five cents a day per wagon ismade. The 
assessed valuation of the land contained in this market is 
$350,000, and the gross income in 1901 was $7,473, while the 
expenses in the same year were $10,473.02. 


The West Washington Wholesale Market. 


Directly across the street from the Ganzevoort Market is 
the West Washington Wholesale Meat Market, which is con- 
sidered to be New York’s “banner market.” This market 
covers an area of 155,000 square feet, upon which the city 
has built 10 separate buildings constructed of brick and 
iron. Each building is of the same size and of similar con- 
struction, is entirely surrounded by streets, and is admirably 
laid out for the purpose of a market. The assessed value of 
the land contained in this market is $600,000; its actual 
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value is probably in the vicinity of $750,000. The com- 
mittee were unable, in the limited time at their disposal, to 
obtain an estimate of the cost of the buildings. 

There are in the market 440 stalls, for each of which a rent 
of from $3.75 to $9.00 per week is charged. ‘The gross income 
for 1901 was $114,379.06, the expenses were $17,500.90. 
The committee were informed that there were no vacant 
stalls in this market, the average price per stall would there- 
_ fore be a little less than $260 per year. For this sum the 
tenant is given the use of a stall having a frontage of about 
10 feet and a depth of about 25 feet —that is a floor space 
of about 250 feet. The buildings are two stories high, 
and have a pitch roof. The first story is very high, being 
apparantly about 20 feet, the second story 12 or 13 feet. 
Each tenant is not only given the use of floor space, but also 
has the use of the upper story, which is valuable for refrig- 
erating and storage purposes. The first story being so high, 
many of the tenants have put in false floors and use the 
upper part of the first floor for an office, thus leaving the 
floor space free for the handling and sale of meats. 


The Wallabout Market. 


The Wallabout Market, also a wholesale market, is situ- 
ated at the corner of Washington and Flush avenues, Brook- 
lyn, and covers 17.85 acres. The land on which the market 
is located was obtained in 1891 from the United States gov- 
ernment for the sum of $1,208,666. A portion of this land 
is reserved for the sale of produce from farmers’ wagons in 
the open, the farmers being charged twenty-five cents per 
wagon for this portion of the market. The remainder has 
been leased to the city for a term of five years, with the 
privilege of two renewals of five years, in case the holders 
of the lease so desire. 

The method pursued has been to advertise the sale of all 
these “ ground rents ” (that is, the right to erect and maintain 
a building upon the land), and to establish an upset price, 
and to give the lease to the highest bidder, providing their 
bids in each case are higher than the upset price. Lessees 
of the “ground rents’? must erect two-story buildings in 
accordance with plans furnished by the city, and under 
the supervision of an architect appointed by the city, the 
lessee being required to pay the architect the sum of 4 per 
cent. of the cost of the building. These buildings are 
exactly alike, and cost about $4,000 each. 

The lessee is required to do his own repairing, and is 
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taxed upon the property and pays water rates upon it, the 
same as if it were his own private property. At the end of 
fifteen years (or sooner in case the lessee does not avail him- 
self of the right to renew the lease) the buildings revert to 
the city. None have as yet reverted to the city. 

There are in the market 206 buildings. Some of the build- 
ings are divided into small stalls, and are sublet by the owner 
under authority from the Comptroller. The amount paid by 
the city as “ ground rent” varies from $14 to $25 per month. 
The gross receipts for 1901 were $56,614; the expenses, 
$23,720. 


Fulton Street Wholesale Fish Market. 


The only other large market in the City of New York is the 
Fulton Street Wholesale Fish Market, situated on the water 
front, directly across from the Fulton Street Market. This 
market is owned by the Fulton Street Fish Market Associa- 
tion, a stock company, having a charter from the State giving 
them certain privileges on the water front. Additional 
privileges have been obtained by a lease from the city. The 
company holds a lease running for twenty-one years, and 
sublets privileges in this market to individuals for this same 
period. It is estimated that from 75 to 95 per cent. of the 
fish received at New York are received here, and stalls in this — 
market are very desirable. 

The market contains eighteen stalls, all of which are occu- 
pied. ‘The stalls are all eleven feet wide, with the exception 
of three which are narrower, and each one is over seventy 
feet deep. For the full-width stalls a rent of $140 per year 
is charged, the rent for the narrow stalls being graded in pro- 
portion to their width. In addition, each lessee has the priv- 
ilege of maintaining a “run” extending to the water, and of 
storing live fish in cages in the water.

The escape of the boys referred to took place on the 
second of March, when fifteen boys from Cottage No. 38, 
where, 140 boys sleep, soon after returning from church, 
escaped through the basement door and windows. 

The principal cause of the escape of so many boys was 
that new masters had been engaged in the cottage, who 
probably had not thoroughly understood the situation, and 
the overcrowded condition made it possible for these boys to 
escape from the basement play-room, which is but little 
larger than an ordinary school-room. ‘The boys were all 
returned in a very short time with the exception of four. 

The number of officers and teachers in the institution and 
their duties are as follows: 

One superintendent, ten day-school teachers, three masters 
‘of cottages, two assistant masters, one assistant master and 
farmer, one relief master and farmer, two women in sewing- 
room, four cottage matrons in charge of dormitories and din- 
ing-rooms, two cottage assistant matrons (cooks), one cook 
(woman) in large kitchen, one baker (woman), one man in 
laundry, two women in laundry, one matron in hospital, one 
cook in superintendent’s house, two night supervisors, two 
engineers, one relief matron, one office clerk (woman).

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks in 
the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall have the 
right to lay down, maintain and use double tracks on Alford 
street, Charlestown, from north of Arlington avenue to the 
Everett line, including Malden bridge, with necessary curves, 
cross-overs, switches and connections, said tracks to take 
the place of tracks now there situate; said tracks being 
shown by red lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated 
April 4, 1902, and deposited in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
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used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shali accept this order of loca- 
tion, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the con- 
ditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void.
